of Immortelity—All Dreams Have an 


Important Meantng—Dr, Talmage'’s In-

BrooxtyN, March 26.—A_ remarkable

phenomena of the mind during sleep, and 
the significance of dreama as evidence of 
immortality® The text chosen was Goneaia

You may say of » dream 
that isis nocturnal fantasis, or that it is 
the absurd combination of waking 
thoughts, and with a slur of intonation 
you may say, ‘“‘Itis only a dream,” but 
God has honored the dream by making it 
the avenue through which again and again 
He has marched upon the hnman soul, de- 
cided the fate of nations, and changed the 
course of the world’s history. (od ap-

dream to Joseph, foretelling his comin 
power under the figure of all the shoaves o 
the harvest bowing down to his sheaf; to 
the chief butler, foretelling his disimprison- 
mont ; to the chief baker, announcing his 
decapitation; to Pharaoh, showing him 
firat the seven plenty years, and then the 
seven famine-struok years, under the figure 
of the seven fat cows devouring the seven 
lean cows; to Solomon, giving him the 
choice between wisdom and riches and 
honor; to the warrior, under the figure of 
a barley cake smiting down a tent, en- 
couraging Gideon in his battle against the 
Amalekites ; to Nebuohadoezzar, under the 
figare of a broken image and a hewn down 
tree, foretelling his overthrow of power; to 
Joseph, of the New Testament, announcing 
the birth of Christ in his own household ; 
to Mary, bidding her fly from Herodic per- 
seoutions; to Pilate’s wife, warning Aim 
not to become complicated with the judicial 
overthrow of Christ. 

We all admit that God in ancient times 
and under Bible dispensation addressed the 
people through dreams, The question now 
is, does God appear in our day and reveal 
himself through dreams? Thatis tho ques- 
tion everybody asks, and that question this 
morning I shall try to answer. You ask 
me if L believe in dreams. My anawer is, 
ido believo in dreams, but all'l have to 
say will be under five heads. 

Remark the first; the Scriptures are so 
full of revelation from God that if we got 
no communication from him in dreams we 
ought, nevertheless, to be satisfied,

FOILED BY THE TROOPS 
GOVERNMENT.

Panama, April 1, —A conspiracy to 
bring about a revolution was. discovered in 
Costa Rica on the 27th jast., and was sup- 
pressed through the energetic’ and cautious 
action of the Government, It appears that 
the conspirators plotted to make an attack 
upon the Cuartel or quarters where the mil- 
itary stores in charge of the quartermaster 
General were deposited, aid with the arms 
and ammunition found thoy equip the ene- 
mies of the Government and inaugurate a 
general revolution. 

The leader in the conspiracy was Guiter- 
rez, who recently returned from exile, to 
which he had been condemned on account 
ofa previous revolt! against ithe Govern- 
ment, and who has been impatient to over- 
threw thosé wlio had extarided clemency to 
him on that occasion. ‘The authorities 
being fully aware of the intentions of the 
rebels determined to allow the latter to 
proceed with their plans, and capture them 
in the act of treason. ‘The Government 
Was completely successful. 

The conspirators made their attack on 
the Cuartel as they had planoed and se- 
cured ammunition and arms. At this 
moment they were taken by surprise by the 
Government's troops. The latter captured 
the conspirators ond also the arms and 
ammunition of which they had possessed 
thoniselyes, 

In order to prevent any further dis- 
turbance the country was placed under 
martial law. The Government intends to 
inflict such severe punishment of the 
offenders as will be a warning to others. 
Full dotails of the affair have not been re- 
ceived, but facts are understood to be sub- 
Stantially as stated.

Thorburn, 
the family physician, and the practitioner 
who attended Mr, Mackenzie during his 
many years of illness, was the medical at. 
tondant. 

The deceased lady was about 60 years of 
ago and was married on June 17, 1853, 
She. was the eldest daughter ot Robert Sym 
of Perthshire, Scotland.

SLAYER WAS MAD. 


Meo Other Reason Why Reynolds should 
Kill Bie Friend and Himself. 


Naw York, April 1.—There is little to 
add to the story of the killing of Miles Y. 
Kelly and the suicide of William W. Rey- 
nolds, his slayer, in the gun store of Hart- 
ley & Graham, No, 315 Broadway, on Wed- 
nosday afternoon, It is almost beyond 
doubt that Reynolds was insane and that 
his assassination of Kelly was without 
reason. 

An intimate friend of Reynolds said 
yesterday he had noticed for several 
months that his manner was strange, be- 
cause he was generally of a jovial disposi- 
tion, always joking and jesting. 

Mr. Reymolds fad an exciting experi- 
ence during the Franco-Prussian War. He 
had been sent to Paris by Hartley & 
Graham to supply the French with ammuni- 
tion. While be was there the siege of 
Paris took place, and he found himeelf] 
without means of escape. He was anxious 
to get away, and together with » 
man named May he ordered a balloon built, 
for which they paid $1000. 

Gambetta EES a balloon, and both 
balloons went up at the same time. That 
bearing Reynolds and May rodeo over the 
armics below at a greater altitude than 
Gambetia’s, and at one time they had a 
narrow escape from collision. 

Reynolds and May wero floating along 
quietly, listening to the noises below, whon 
thoy heard shouts of ‘Hurry up!” in 
French, Looking over the edge of their 
car they were horrified to see Gambettu's 
balloon directly beneath and coming up at 
a rapid rate, 

Tho only thing to be done was to dis- 
charge ballast, which they did ina hurry, 
and even went so far as to cast overboard 
tho carrier pigeons with which they wero 
provided, They finally reached @ safe posi- 
tion in the air, but could hear tho bullets 
from the Prussian guns whistling around 
them. The Prussian soldiors had discovered 
them and endeavored to bring down the big 
game. They were unsuccessfu 
and Reynolds and May, as well as Gam- 
betta, landed safely near Orleans,

NEW GRAIN ROUTE. 


It Loos Ketter on Paper Than Krom the 
Deck of am Vessel, 

New York, April 1.—A despatch from 
Quebeo to Tho Herald says: The Northern 
Pacific is likely to have a direct castern 
counection with the seaboard,runningontire- 
ly through Canadian territory, trom Parry 
Sound on Georgian Bay to Quebec, 550 
miles, Parry Sound is ono of the finest 
harbors on Georgian Bay, and is immediate- 
ly opposite the point where propellers and 
lake craft fromm Chicago and Duluh enter 
the bay from Lake Huron with tho produce 
of the Northwest 

Most of his freight now finds its way to 
American ports via the Erie Canal or the 
Canadian Pacific and Grand Trunk, which 
have their Georgian Bay termini at Owen 
Sound and Collingwood respectively, and 
which also convey portions of their west- 
ern grain freights to Montreal. 

The railway from Parry Sound cast willnot 
touch Montreal, but Parry Sound is nearer 
to Quebec than either Owen’ Sound or Col- 
lingwood by over 150 miles, while it is 
claimed that the location and gradients of 
its lines are so good that the same motive 
power will be able to haul nearly donble the 
tonnage handled by trainsfrom the two lust 
mentioned ports. 

President Oakes has interested himself 
largely iu the scheme and un immediate 
shipment of six million bushels of grain 
annually brought by Northern Pacific to 
Duluth will be handed over to the new road 
at Parry Sound for Quebec, while the 
winter port is not unlikely to be New Lon- 
don, Conn. 

That portion of the line from Parry 
Sound -to Ottawa, 240 miles, is already 
partly buile and is being rapidly pushed 
orward. From Ottawa castward it is built 
as far as Hawkesbury, S4 miles, under the 
name of the Canada Atlantic. At Hawkes- 
bury the Ottawa River will be bridged, but 
this will not be a very oxpensive ay astho 
tivor is full of islands at this point. Thence 
to Quebec, 226 miles, three link« of the 
line, measuring 116 miles, are already built 
and two others remain to be constructed. 
Quebee capitalists intorested in tho Quebeo 
and Luke St. John Railway control the 
necessary charters granted to the Grand 
Northern Railway of the building of theso 
missing links, and, in conjunction with 
New York railway men interested in the 
Northern Pacific, are about entering into 
contracts for their construction. The en- 
tire rosd, which will be open for traffic next 
year, will prove an important rival to the 
Canadian Pnaotfic.

Orrawa, Ont,, April 3.—At 3 p.m. Sator 
day His Excellenoy, the Governor-General, 
proceeded in state to the cbamber of the 
Sonate in the Parliament building and took 
his seat upon the throne, The members of 
the Senate being assembled and tho mem- 
bers of the House of Commons sammoned 
to the chamber of the Senate, His Excel- 
lency was pleased to close the third session 
of the sevonth Parliament of Cauada with 
the following speech: 

Honorable Gentlemen of the Senate 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons 

In relieving you from attendance in Par- 
liament for this year I congratulate you 
upon the energy and promptitude with 
which you have disposed of tho dutios of the 
session just ended. 

The assombly at Paria of the Behring Sea 
arbitration tribunal gives reason to hope 
that the «differences which have existed 
between the Government of the United 
States and the Government of the Dominion 
are approaching a satisfactory adjustment, 
while thie nomination of the Prime Minister 
of Canada as one of the arbitrators affords a 
guarantee that the interests of our realers 
will be properly though not unduly safe- 
guarded, 

The French Troaty, 

The treaty of commerce which was nego- 
tiated with France on behalf of Cannda has 
been laid before you, together with the 
correspondence which passed during the 
negotiations, but owing to the late period 
of the session at which the treaty was re- 
ceived and the pendency of communica- 
tions as to its bearing in respect of most 
fayored nation treatment and the interpre- 
tation of certain of its clauses, my Goy- 
ernment has thought it advisable to post- 
pono for the present its ratification by 
Parliament. 

I thank you for the ample provisions you 
have made to protect the country from the 
possible introduction of cholera, and I 
trust that the precautions taken will result 
in guarding against any danger from that 
source, 

The liberal provisions made for the pro- 
per representation of Canada at the World’s 
Columbian Exposition will, I doubt not, 
enable this country to make a worthy ex- 
hibit of her resources and progress among 
the nations of the world. 

The various acts which you have placed 
upon the statute book will contribute to 
the maintenance of public security and the 
continued progress of the country, 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons — 

T thank you for tne liberal provisions you 
haye mado for the requirements of the pub- 
lic service, 

Gentlemen of the Senate— 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons— 

I feel with deep regret that the period of 
my official connection with the Dominion is 


drawing towards ite close, and that 
in all probability 1 am taking leave 
of you for the last time. Lest this 
snould be the case I desire to ayail 


myself of the present occasion to express 
my abiding interest in all that con- 
cerns the welfare of Canada and my sincere 
affection for her people, who have never 
failed to testify their loyalty to the person 
and throne of our sovereign and to show 
kindness and consideration to her repre- 
sentative, It willever be my sincere de- 
sire to be of service to the Dominion, and I 
shall continue to cherish feelings of the 
warmest solicitude for the welfare and 
prosperity of those amongst whom I have 
been placed during the past five years. I 
pray that the blessings of Almighty God 
may atail times attend you. 
No Deputy Spenker. 

The Commons cleared the order paper 
this morning after an hour's sitting. ~Con- 
siderable discussion took place on an ad- 
ont debate on the second reading of a 
pill requesting the Speaker of the Senate 
to provide for the appointment of a 
Deputy Speaker.

GAVE BACK THE NOTES. 





Bat Kept the Cash, and Now Everyone Is 
Asking Who He Is, 


Mzaronp, April 3,—The town of Mea- 
ford has residing within its confines at 
least one person whose principles of hou- 
esty are not governed by the Golden Rule, 
and whose conscicuce has not yet under- 
gone the refining process. 

Mr. A. Carnahan, jr., had the misfortune 
a short time since to drop a pocket-book 
containiog a number of promissory notes 
and about $200 in cash, As soon as he dis- 
covered his loss Mr. Carnahan, by moans of 
smoll bills and the insertion of an adver- 
tisement in the public press, offered 4 re- 
ward of $25for the recovery of the purse 
and contents.

In the meantime the fellow with the cash 
in his pocket will go around apparently 
under a great cloud, indignantly demanding 
that no stone be left unturned to bring the 
guilty party to justice.

At tho late meeting of the Provincial Phar 
macentioal Association, it will bo remombored 

hat I exprocsed an opivion that we would make 
a mivtake when wensked any legislation io 
eplred by personal interests and that was not 
req ind in the public welfare, Not alone do I 
foar that, ia avki:g for saoh legislation, we 
would ba doing a wrong to the genoral pubic 
that must soon reflect upo ourselves, but I con 
ider that in taking broader and more liberal 
grounds woe would render ourselves more oap- 
able of holding our own against the competition 
of trade, Were it posible to protect ourselves 
by legielation against every breath of competi- 
tion, I feet satisfied that it would be the groateat 
misfortune that could overtake us, I am of the 
opinion that, a# merchants, we ehould always be 
red to give our customers what they call 
or, and to charge them no morn than the same 
article could be purohased for from other 
dealers. 

The practice of substitution—which I may ex 
plain, consists ia supplying, or ondeavoring 
to sappy, an arcio’s, other than that a-ked for 
by a customer—I believe to be inimoral in its 
tendency, and injarious to the trace of avy 
doaler who indulges in it, In a considerable 
number of instances, the customer comes to the 
drug store and aske the druggist’s opinion as to 
what medicine is beat. Io such cases the dealer 
is open to express his opinion as to the morita of 
such remedies as he may have, but if the prac- 
tioe of substitution is continued or onlarged,and 
some think it should be, it will very seriously 
affect the future of the drug trade, 

That the manuf scture and eale of patent med 
icines by persons who do not possess a know- 
ledge of their composition and properties is a 
serious evil, I think every person must admit. 
Not only are the people of Oanada imposed upon 
each yesr by misleading advertisements, but 
Reoat injury is done to publio health, and perni- 
cious habits formed, by the administration of 
herwful drags in the form of some of these com- 
»ounda, To prohibit the Rae | shopkeeper or 

ry goods merchant fron handling these, and 
confining the sale to druggists, would inorease 
the profits of the latter, but would not obviate 
the evil, which is so rapidly spreading, I be 
lieve it can be best met by the compulsory regis: 
tration of the formula of every medicine of secret 
composition, a charge pace. made sufficient to 
cover the expense of an analysis for verification. 
Such o measure would protect tho public against 
imposition and enable the medical profession, as 
weil as those practising pharmacy, to form an 
opiasion of the value of these compounds, 

While the sale of insectcides and poisons used 
in the arts should be attended by the necessary 
safeguards, I do not beli»ve it is practicable, or 
public eafety demands, that the sale of these be 
confined to druggists, 

Not alone towards the general public do I feel 
that the amendments proposed woald do serious 
wropg, but towards the membera of the trade, 
Por ey amp druggist who is not actively en- 
gaged on his own account in the retail business, 
caunot aspire to usefulness upon the college 
board, It is certainly not generous nor is it jast 
that we who are in the majority, actively engaged 
as retail druggists, should place er » ban our 
fellow tradesmea who have equal ability and 

ualitications, but have not ths means to own a 

rug store; or who have the means or qualifica- 
tions, but seek relief from th) wearing detail of 
en active retail business 

Our psst history proves that such an amend- 
ment would deprive us of a very useful class in 
the management of our college. 

Tn regard to the qaalification of those who 
spply for examination, I am of opinion that 
additional burdens upon apprentices are un- 
necessary, aod are calculated to discourage 
young men in completiog their course and ob- 
taining their degree in the Ontario Oollege of 
Pharmacy. 

There is another feature in connection with 
these proposd amendments which appears most 
upfortanste, While but a small number of the 
druggists of Ontario were consulted apes such 
levisiation, the entire trade has been held res 
ponsible, and repre-eated moat untairly before 
the public, I cannot believe that the draft of 
the proposed bill, which has teen seen by drug 
gists for the first time within the last few days, 
represents the feeling of a considerable propor 
tion of the members of the Ontario Oollege of 
Pharmacy. 

In presenting these opinions, I do not do so 
because I regard them aa more worthy of atten- 
tion thao those of many who hold views differ 
ing from mine, but ia order to avoid being 
misunderstood by my brother druggiste, whoss 
interes!s and mine are identical, and whose 
welfare I seek in common with my own,

thence proceeded to Friedricharuho te 
tender their congratulations to the Prince 

Count Herbert Bismarck and his wife, 
formerly Countess Margaret Hoy artived 
at Friedrichsruhe on Wedoesday Inst from 
Fiume to take partin the celebrations 
Among tho many presonta recoived by the 


great statesman was a splendid album sent 
by anumber of Germans in Costa Rica, 
This album contains L00 photographs of the 


beautiful scenery ot the littl Central 
American Republic 
The Bismarck Fountain in the market 


place in Jena, in Saxe Weimar-Eisenach, 
was unveiled to-day. Tho fountain is on 
the spot where Princo Bismarck delivered 
his famous oration last suminer, A great 
commoersin honor of the day was to have 
been held to-day, but it has been post- 
poned until Thursday next, as has alae a 
large torchlight procession that was tixed 
for to-night. The postponement of these 
two events was rendered necessary by the 
fact that underthe Brandenburg Sabbath 
regulations such festivities are forbidden 
during Passion Week, 

The most notable feature of the notable 
demonstration was the reception of the 
Schleswig - Holstein deputation The 
original plan was that aly a fow dologates 
should go to Friedrichsruhe from Kiel and 
express tothe Prince the reverence ahd 
love of the people of the two provinces. 

At the last moment, however, thousands 
gathered to swell the modest deputation to 
an uncontrollable crowd of Bismarck shout- 
ers, and they swept down upon the Prince's 
retreat like a victorious army. The oxcur- 
sion trains from Hamburg were filled, and 
hundreds who had planned to go to the 
castle wore left at tho station in conse- 
quence of the inadequacy of tho railroad 
accommodation, 

Daring the reception the Prince was sur- 
rounded by his personal friends. Near 
this group stood several newspaper men, to 
whoin by the Prince’s orders special privi- 
leges were allowed thronghout the day, 

His speech was received with repeated 
expressions of delight. Every time 
he dropped into the dialect of the 
common people there was a groat shout of 
appreciation, and when he closed every 
man and woman cheered, applauded, and 
waved hat or handkerchief, When some- 
body shouted, ‘Deutschland, Deutschland, 
neber alles, neber alles, in dr Welt,” all 
joined in the anthem. 

Bisinarck’s feelings overcamo him. With 
eyes full of tears he turned to those nearest 
him, embraced and kissed them and thanked 
them repeatedly for the honors they had 
shown him, 

The report that Emperor William sent 
congratulations to Bismarck through Gen. 
Count Von Waldersee is incorrect, Von 
Waldersco expressed his own good wishes 
in a Jetter, but neither he nor anybody else 
had any mission to bear a message from the 
Emperor to Friedricharvbe

Also on the Haldimand election trial re- 
ported {In vol. 1 of Ontario election cases, 
page 529, in the supreme court before Ohlef 
Justice Strong and Justice Taschereau, 
which reads : 

The evidence of thirty six voters to show that 
they had voted for Colter at polling division No, 
2, Oneida, was properly held not admissible by 
the learned jade ct the trial, 

Had the learned judge permitted the et quiry 
to have been prosecuted as the pet‘tioner desired, 
it would bave in effeot disclosed not merely how 
those willing to tell had voted, but practically 
how every man at the poll had yoted, because 
ont of one hundred voters, fifty are found to 
have voted for A and fifty for B, and the filty 
who voted for A are called aod expressing their 
willingness to tell, do tell that they voted for 
bin, itat once becomes known who the filty 
were who voted for B, although they may be most 
unwilling that that fact should be disclosed. 
It would be interfering therefore, with the over- 
riding principle prevailing throughout the bal'ot 
act, aod which embodies a great publio policy, 
had ths learned judge permitted the eyidence to 
be given, 

In his remarks on the case, Chief Justice 
Strong Is reported on p. 547 ; 


_ Itis no answer {o this to eay that secrecy is 
imposed for the benefit of the voter aud that he 
can weive it, for I hold secrecy to be imposed as 
an absolute ru'e of public policy, and that it 
cannot be waived, 

Mr. Lyons also clted the case of Bonis- 
teel vs. Saylor, 7 A. R., p. 505, and Eger- 
ton vs, Brownlow, 4 H. L, o.

Tonowto, April 5.—Ontario Logialature 
was convened with the old-time 
civil and military display  yester- 
day afternoon. From 1 p.m. 
time fixed

was ao ideal spring day and the sunbeams 
danoed merrily on the Easter bonnets and 
new spring suits, 

Those who wore not fortunate enough to 
seoure tickets of admittance to tho ohain- 
ber ocoupied the slow-paced momenta by 
wandering through the corridors or ramb- 
ling aimlesaly about the grounds. It was 
nevertheless a patient and facetious crowd 
that waited outside for what they irrever- 
ently termed the beginning of the show. 
The oocupants of the carriages, which dis 
charged their loads at the eastern porte 
cochere, camein for a fusilade of good- 
natured but pointed criticisms, in which 
not only the equipage but also the 
manner of its acquirement were pointed 
out. The somewhat boisterous wind that 
set the hate aflying and the leaves and 
dust ablowing could not extinguish the 
curiosity of the small boy, who darted 
about ubiquitously wherever a glittering 
uniform or a cocked hat was visible. Siu 
William Howland in Windsor uniform, 
driving his own high ones pair, two 
conchmen sitting silently behind, attracted 
a great deal of attention as he drew up be- 
fore the eastern entrance, and arush was 
made to the spot in the belief that the 
Liewtenant-Governor had arrived. A posse 
of stalwart policoomen bad a hard job in 
keeping the main entrance clear for the 
distinguished arrivals. 

Lieut. Arthur Kirkpatrick drove quietly 
up to the main entrance, and disappeared

Peters, and 
mounted on their champing chargers 
fresh from the livery stable: In the 
carriage with the Lieutenant-Governor 
were Commander Law, official secretary; 
Sir Casimir Gzowaki, A.D.C. to the Queen, 
and Capt. Greville Harston, A.D.C., of the 
Royal Grenadiers: All were in full uni- 
form and the Lieutenant-Governor and Sir 
Casimir wore the gold gorgeous Windsor 
costume. 

The escort lined up at the western end of 
the building, the guard of honor presented 
arma, the band played God Save the Queen, 
the gunsin the rear boomed, Lieutenant- 
Governor Kirkpatrick alighted at the front 
door, walked inside, followed by his suite 
and the third session of the seventh Ontario 
Parliament was fairly begun. 

The united bands of the Quecn’s Own 
and the 13th Hamilton gave a second and 
sonorous rendering of the National An- 
them as the gubernatorial party, fol- 
lowed by the judges in their robes

BR the grand staircase and into the chamber 
where the whole assemblage rose and re- 
mained standing until the Queen's repre- 
sentative had taken hisseat upon tho leather 
upholstered throne. 

The Legislative Chamber overflowed with 
brain, bravery and uty. Politicians, 
lawyers, doctors, professors, soldiers, theo- 
logians and such of the judges as were not 
en avant filled the floor of the House. The 
Mayor and aldermen were there also to see 
that the rules of Parliamentary precedure 
infvoguo at the City Hall wero not violated. 

The House, which, atter the proliminary 
mace act by Sergeant Glackmeyer and the 
reading of the prayer by Speaker Ballan- 
tyne, had adjourned until the arrival of the 
eats bg erty party, now ssttled down to 

earthe Speéch from the Throne, The 
aide-de-camp handed that monentous docu- 
ment to the Lieutenant-Governor, who read 
it with remarkable elocutionary effect and 
just os if he had read it up himself. 


It gives me great pleasure to meet you asa 
legislative assembly for the first time since 
my appointment as Lieutenant-Goveruor; 
and it is peouliarly gratifying that Iam 

rivileged to do so in these beautiful build- 
Dgs now so nearly completed and so well 
adapted for your accommodation and the 
convenience of the public service. I regret 
that the condition of the work did not admit 
oi my calling you togetber at ay earlier day. 

It isa source of historical interest to re- 
member that I am addressing the legislative 
assembly of this province in the first year of 
the second century of the existence of repre- 
sentative government in Canada. Tho pro- 
gross of events from the first parliament, 
opened by His Excellency Governor 
Binjcos, at Niagara in 1792, to the 
opening of this parliament to-day, 
shows what groat strides have been 
made towards the devolopment of the 
country and the enlargement of the privi- 
lomes of citizenship under the constitution 
given to us by the Imperial Parliamont. As 
anative of Ontario, and for many years 
connected with the publio life of Canada, I 
rejoice to believe that under our prosont re- 
lations with the Empire we oan enjoy every 
right and privilegeneocessary to the fullest 
oxercies of self-government 

It affords me pleasure to state that? the 
barvest of the pest year, while not so abua- 
dant as that of 1891, was still a satisfactory 
one, The geveral awakening of agricultur- 
iste lo the province to the importance of the 
dairy todustry and of its more extended do- 
velopment is apparent from tho increasing 
number of creameries and choese factories 
established during the past year 
The instruction liven by means of 
tho traveling dairy bas been attond- 
ed with gratifying results, aod is 
still eagorly sought for, The apprecie- 
tion of practical information and advavced 
methods in all branches of busbandry oon- 
tinues to be very marked At no previous 
period bas the domaud for publications in 
connection with agrioulture been so great as 
atpresent. Much activity prevails amoug 

farmers’ lnstitautesand other kindred associa 
tions, all of which are enlarging their spheres 
of usefulness, and becoming more than er 
the means of dissominating valuable infor 
mation with respect to agriculture 

You will bo pleased to loarn that the 
Agricultural College is now taxed to ite ut 
most oapacity, eo great haathe desire of 
farmors’ sons become to qualify the msclven 
thoroughly for tbo profession of agricul

A bill consolidating and amending the 
various acts respecting the University of 
Toronto, a bill consclidating and amending 
the rogiatry acts, a bill reapectiug labor 
liens, and a bill with regard to voters’ lists 
in citios, will, with other bills, be submitted 
for your cousideration, 

The estimates for the current year will at 
an early date be submitted for your ap- 
proval. Thoy will be found to have been 
prepared with economy consistent with the 
efficioucy of the publ c service, 

Tam glad to feel assured that your legisia- 
tive labors during the present seacion will bu 
charactorized by the same earnest care and 
thoughtful attention which baro heretofore 
marked the work of the Legislative A ssumbly 
of my native province. 

The speech from the throne always makes 
the Lieutenant-Governor tired, for he sits 
during the reading thereof. As soon, there- 
fore, as he was through he gave it to Com- 
mander Law with a polite bow, he bowed 
and offered it to Speaker Ballantyne, who 
also bowed and bucked the parchment away 
in his inside pocket. 

Tho Spoaker then resumed his chair and 
the House was again open for business. 

John Smith, M.L.A. of Peel Coubty, was 
then presented by Hon. A.S. Hardy as having 
taken the oath of office and being desirous 
to take his seat in the House, He was 
received graciously and took his place on 
the Government side. Then came Dr. 
Ryerson, the newly elected member for To- 
ronto. Mr. Meredith and E.F. Clarke were 
his supporters during the ordeal, which he 
bo bravely as he disappeared in the shad- 
dows of Opposition. 

Sir Oliver Mowat did not appear in 
Windsor uniform os many had expected, 
His sombre attire and venerable head 
seomod to rebuke the rainbow assemblage 
that had gathered in hia hunting gcounds. 
He showed a disposition to get over the 
merely orpamental part of the business by 
moving the first reading of the bill to pro- 
vide for the administration of oaths of office 
to persons appointyd us justices of tho 
peace, This was done and Sir Oliver again 
rose to move that the address from the 
throne be considered to-morrow 

“If,” said Sir Oliver, ‘the debate on the 
address closea to-morrow, as has been usual 
tessions, the public accouuts 
will be laid on the table immediately atter 
the address is passed. And iny friend, Mr. 
Harcourt, the Provincial Secre tary, will 
probably present the estimates on the fol- 
lowing day.” ‘The House thon adjourned 
until 3 p.m, to-day. 

Tho Lieutefant Governor and Mra. Kirk 
patrick subsequently hold a levee, at which 
the white hands of all the buds and beautios 
who had received invilations were shaken 
by the viceregal representatives, It was 
not until 4.30 p.m, that the stream of 
matrons, debutantes and other aspirants 
fora gubernatorial hand-clasp ceased to 
thrust their pasteboards into Capt. Grevillo 
Haraton’s hands, During that timo Gov, 
ernment Houseshook hands with some 700 
guests. Sir Oliver, who had lined up be- 
tween His Honor aud Mra Kirkpatrick, 
grew weary of the function before it wus 
half over and made a quiet oxit through a 


side door, It is estimated that there were 
at least 1500 people in the chamber at the 
opening ceremony, that ne many more were 
unable to gain alinittance and that alto 
gether about 5000 people thronged the 
building and spacious corridors during the 
afternoon

er he did not leave forpooud, Neither did tho 
initiated, Ono by one they atole back and

Sir Oliver showed that he was aware of 
this benevolent conspiracy by fishing outa 
typewrittendocumoentfromhisbreaat pocket. 
which he read with his left hand in his 
coat-tail pocket, After expressing his 
gratification for the warm feelings to- 
wards him shown by the address, 
he gracefully referred to his recent 
bereavement, Aftor sketching the many 
changes in the history of Ontario since he 
first entered political life he referred to the 
disappearance from the scene of his con- 
temporaries of other days. Sir Oliver then 
gayvo an interesting review of his life from 
the time that he began hia pulitical life 
as a member of the Toronto City 
Council 36 years ngo. He referred to the 
satisfaction he felt at being able to retain 
the Premiership long enough to see the 
erection and completion of the new niag- 
nificent Parliamentary buildings and to take 
his place as Proimior at tho firat session of 
the Legislature held there. After payinga 
graceful tribute to his colleagues, Sir 
Oliver said; 

In answering your address I bave putin 
words some of the memories which during 
the last few weeks have been comiug to me 
with uvaccustomed force, But tuey are net 
makivg mo suppose that my life or its work 
is near itseud. ThatI have no right to ns- 
sume, and I do not assume. I bave lida 
long past, but I look forward to baving a 
future also; and it may be a long future, 
though not long as compared with my pist. 
Whatever of life and capacity for public 
usefulness way by divine providence be con- 
tinued to me I hope to devote to the same 
public service which has bad already so many 
of the best years of my life. 

Speaker Ballantyne then took a turn. 
He came forward with another type-written 
pamphlet. It was shorter than the othera, 
and was tbe only one that was audible ia 
the press gallery. It was to the ollect that 
he was proud to accept the portrait on be- 
half of the province, which in accordance 
with tho «lesire expressed would be placed 
iu the legislative halls as a public and 
lusting meimorial to so patriotic a Premier. 
The opening of the baildings was an svent 
of historical importance and these cu- 
cluding proceedings would be found to fill 
one interesting page of the recor. 

“I uccept from the province this fine por- 
trait of the Premier in tho assurance that 
whatever portraits of Premiers may in the 
fulness of time be grouped around it, fu- 
ture generations will be found to say that 
Sir Oliver Mowat was the noblest of them 
all.” 

This was the final chapter of the after- 
noon’s proceedings, although the crowd 
remained until sujper time listening to the 
stirring music of the Thirteeuth and 
Queen's Own bands, who indulged in a har- 
mounivous rivalry io thet respective stations. 

Last night the building presented a feast of 
lights. Every burner in tho building, gas 
and electric, was turned on to the full, The 
front faoade displayed a brilliant illumina- 
tion and viewed from any point there’ was

hope of wiping out the French element, 
but ic had not succeeded. Aa to confadorn 
tion, he declared that this schome had alsc 
been framed in a apicit hostile to the 
French elements. 

In place of the several a of the 
Dominion being Sovereign as the states of 
the American Union were sovereign, the 
ohief power had been coded to the federal 
authorities. Millions of dollars which be 
longed to the Province of Queboe had 
also gone into the Federal chest, an served 
to onrioh the other provinces, Quub 
also denied ite proper share of repre 
tion 

luaderstand, and you understand all 
the responsibility [ assume, but I will ex 
pose myself with light hoart to all dangers. 
All IL ask before I am hanged, if I am to be, 
is to seo banged before me the signors of the 
annexationist mauifesto of 1849, as well as 
tho Tory leaders who are now urging. the 
Orangeinen to resistance to Home Ku 

The Canadian people had arrived at the 
stage in their career whou thoy must make 
up their minds as to what theic fituro is 
going to be, The study of this grave ques- 
tiow resolves itself into a ehoice of tho fol. 
lowing: 

The eontiouation of the statun¢ 

Political union with the Unite 

Independence. 

Imperial federation has never been taken 
seriously in this country, and it has just re- 
ceived ita death-blow from Mr. Gladstone, 
who declares it an Utopian idea. 

Bhould we, or rather, can we, remain in 
status quo? I do not believo so. The 
political constitution which we have had 
since 1867 was only intended by its found- 
era asa temporary arrangement, simply as 
& means to prepare us for a grander and 
mere independent role. 

Ip grouping the various English Colonies 
in British North America uuder one gov- 
ernment the statesmen who framed Con- 
federation had as their aim to render us so 
strong by the number of our population and 
the extent of our territory that we would 
be worthy of the respect of other 
natious, and oertain of making patisfao- 
erripreares from the auspicious change, 
aimed for separation from England. This 
idea was finally expressed in the spoeches 
of the fathers of Confederation. 

While Confederation had been of benefit 
in the way of strengthening the country it 
had served its purpose. If we continue in 
our colonial condition we recede, If we 
break the colonial tie we will advance. 

For many people the immediate entrance 
of Canada to the American Union is the 
only solution to thé problem that the future 
ef Canada presents, While I respect this 
opinion, I don’t share it. Nevortholess, as 
politioal union may become the ultimate end 
of our @eatiny it necessarily has its place 
ina abudy of the question, Thatin cer- 
tain respects such a union would be of ad- 
vantage to us is incontestable to all serious 
men. These advantagos will be found both 
in the material and moral sphere. In the 
material sphere the commerce of the west, 
the more advantageous working of our 
mines and forests, the improvement to our 
agricultural industry, and especially to our 
manufacturing industries nasured of a mar- 
ket of 65,000,000 of people. 

Demolish the political wali which separ- 
ates us from the United States, destroy the 
conditions that keep American capital ont 
of our country, and you would have an in- 
pouring of riches that would surpass the 
most aangeine expectations, 

The Canadians do not immigrate to the 
United States owing to laziness, caprice or 
wan’ of patriotism. It is necessity that 
chases them trom the country. But in go- 
ing to the United States they do not take 
leave of their native country. 

Change our political condition, ameliorate 
our coonomie situation so that Canada 
will offor the natural advantages that they 
find in the neighboring Republic and you 
will seo thom return to this country which 
they have ceased to love. 

Political union with the States would re- 
move Canada’s enormous public debt, im- 
prove the credit of the industrial com- 
panies, reduce the cost of government ad- 
ministration, and increase the influence of 
the Frenuh-Canadians as a race by attach- 
ing them more atrovgly to the millions of 
French-Canadians in the United Statos. 

The French-Canadians have nothing to 
fear from political union from a religious 
pointof view. The eonstitation of the 
Unitcd States is so free as to render abso- 
lutely impossible any conflict of a politico- 
religious natare. Neither is there a coun- 
try where the Catholio religion is freer or 
more respected, so that the French-Cana- 
dians could always count on the co-opera- 
tion of the 12 or 13 million Catholics in the 
United States. 

Such are the principal advantages that 
ae itical union with the States would have,

Yostorday the address from tho throne re- 
ceivod its quietus, tho estimates and public 


accounts were laid on the table and a 
fusilade of reports, nicely decorated with 
blue ribbons, wore handed by the lively 


page boys to Speaker Ballantyne. 

The ball was sot rolling by the petitions 
of several constituencies for a plebiscite on 
srohibition, which threatens to bea very 
ive issue this session, 

Mr, Allan of West Wellington, who, os 


Sir Oliver himself remarked, bas sat long 
bot said little in the House, mov- 
ed the adoption of the address 
from the throne, He went through 


it point by point and could find no fault 
with any of its suggestions, He congratu- 
lated the Premier on having a Lieutenant- 
Governor 8o popular, 80 experienced in par- 
liamentary duties, and with such a proper 
conception of his position in the political 
machinery. Ho donied that the Crown 
Lands Department was at all reckless in its 
disposal of timber lands, pointing to the

years’ administrat'xn. The money re- 
coived had been properly expend- 
ed and accounted for, and surely 


both policy and commissioner should be 

admired, He proffered the sympathy of 

the House to Sir Oliver on his recent bo- 

reayement and trusted that he might be 

spared to see many divisions in the new 
ouse, 

Mr. Allan spoke for 25 minutes and G. 
MocKechnie, South Grey, took up the five 
remaining minutes of the half hour in 
seconding the motion. After folicitating 
the Premier aud the province ‘on “the 
Legislature’s new home, he turned to 
tho price of wheat and the prospects 
in the live stock business. He was hopeful 
that the accession of the Democrats on the 
other side would soon remove the ombargo 
on Canadian cattle. He also looked for- 
ward toa like action on the part of the 
United Kingdom,, He directed the atten- 
tion of the Government to the impor- 
tance of fostering the dairy industry, 
and gave Norway as an instance of the 
advantage resulting from the manu- 
facture of a uniform high grade of 
butter, The Norwegians exported 
annually to the English market $12,000,000 
worth of butter. ‘To this market tha Cana- 
dians sent only two per cent. of the total 
consumption. Mr. McKechnie then mado 
4 patriotic allusion to the old flag and re- 
sumed his seat, 

W. R. Meredith paid the customary com- 
pliments to the Lieutenant-Governor and 
Sir Oliver and the new buildings, The 
last item in his eulogy, however, he rather 
damned by taint praise, alluding in that 
negative way that orators have to the 


slighting of a Canadian architect, the 
excess over the original _appro- 
Priation and the somewhat squat en- 


semble of the whole building, It was a har- 
binger ofthecoming spring for the Opposition 
that the Government, gauging public senti- 
ment afar off, had prepared a room for him, 
knowing that Sir Oliver himself would soon 
have to occupy it. He was glad to note the 
progress of Ontario in every branch of ad- 
ministration and deprecated tho% statements 
of those who on the politizal hustings as- 
sailed the fair fame of thie province by 





charging her judiciary with corruption and | 


her officials with dishonesty. With its en- 
lightened democracy and its extended fran- 
chise Ontario occupied a position as proud 
as any province in the Dominion or state 
in the Union, The Speech from the Throne 
had not given forth anything about the 
annexation question. In view of state- 
ments made in she past he would be glad 
to see an emphatio and unanimous declara- 
| tion from the Government and the House 
| that they had no intention of severing their 
connection with the Mother Country, or 
sacrificing their political or commercial in- 
dependence, He deprecated, however, any 
effort to suppress free speech as long as it 
was conducted constitutionally. 
| But Mr, Meredith’s speech was not all 
pacific. Hoe gave a vigorous indictment of 
| the timber policy of the Government, which, 
} with a reckless disregard of the future, was 
disposing of what daily became dearer and 
the revenue from which should serve for 
many years to keep direct taxation from 
our doors. Tho two things needed weren 
husbanding of resources and the reforesting 
of depleted timber lands. 

The gentlemen of the press had grown 
facetious over the Ditches and Water- 
courses Act, but millions of dollars had 
been added to the revenue of the proyinoe 
by the reclamation of waste marsh lands. 
Hoe was glad to see that the Government pro- 
pease to perfect it, and they would receive 
hearty support from his side of the House. 
Referring to the proposed legislation abont 
voters’ lists, Mr. Moredith expressed the 
hope that the now act would be in force at 
the next election, and that while Sir Oliver 
was about it he would see to it that Toron- 
to no longer suffered from as unjust a 
system of repr eeeareuen a8 over disgraced 
a statute book. 


Mr. Meredith then took up tho mining

Officers Elected for 1893—Hon, G. W. 
Koss’ Address, 


Toronto, April 6.—At the meeting 
of the QOntario Teachers’ Association 
in the Normal School Inst even- 
ing these officers were elected: Presi- 
dent, J, Steele; secretary, R. W. Doan, 
Toronto; treasurer, W. J. Hendry, To- 
ronto, 

A resolution suggesting that tha history 
paper on entrauce exams be limited te 
Canadian history aud English bistory from 
the reign of Henry VILI. was declared out 
of order, 

Dr. Mills read a paper on “Heredity in 
Relation to Education,” in which he ad- 
vocated the study by the teacher of the an- 
cestral traits anit home environments of the 
pupil, that although the Province of On- 
tario had one of the best, if not the best, 
educational systems in the world it was 
still in some ways a failure, as there was 
too much effort to compress all minds in one 
mould, and that consequently maby pupils 
were trained up to professions for which 
they were unfit. 

Mr. Henry Reazin gave a paper on ‘High 
School Entrance and Public School Leaving 
Examinations.” He pointed out that since 
the introduction of the present system of 
entronce examinations the Collegiate Insti- 
tute haye been crowded with pupils 
from the public school work, that 
the high school teachers have had 
to either teach public school work or 
to let it go ontirely undone, He 
also pointed out that since the intro 
duction of the present system the fifth book 
has disappeared from the country schools, 
that algebra and cuclid were no longer 
taught, that male teavhers disappeared with 
the fifth class and that female teachers had 
becoine the goneral rule. 


G.W. Ross delivered an interesting ad- 
dress, in which he advovated the owploy- | 
ment of trained teachers in tho first and 
second books in the public schools, and also 
stated that in time the fifth book course 


wouid be introduced in al the achools, 
During the afternoon the various depart- 
ments and sections met and: liscussed papers.

Mr. Merritt explained to Sir Oliver that 
at the recent mining convention in Mon 
treal, at which the American continent was 
represented and Ontario by a special com 
mittee, a resolution was passed recommend 
ing the continuation of the Dominion bonus 
on iron and suggesting @ similar concession 
on the part of Provincial Governments, as 
well as the granting of sidfor the encour- 
agement of tho manufacture of steel and 
iron railain this couutry, Mr, Merritt 
urged the strength of this grievance and 
quoted a statement of Dr. Raymond, secre 
tary of tho American Ingtitute of Mining 
Engineers, to the effect that one of the 
greatost factors in scientific development 
daring the last 20 years was the Bessemer 
converter, of which there was not a single 
one in Canada, The amount of pig iron, 
steel rails and the manufactured article 
imported into Canada exceeded $1,200,000 
a year. Last year the United States 
smelted 405 times as much iron as Canada, 
The ratio ofthe United States to Capada 
was 314 to 1, and if Canada used as much 
per capita they should have smelted 31 
times as much, 

Sir Oliver; There is some smelting here; 
why is there not more? 

Mr. Merritt explained that in every coun- 
try the industry needed building up by 
special aid from the Government. ‘The 
difficulties were so great in getting supplics 
into the country and tne manufactories 
were faraway from the market and the 
most populated part of the country.

Mr. James Beaty presented o memorial 
from the Toronto Advancement Association 
asking a bonus of S20 ton on all iron 
smelted in the province during a 
terin of not fess thon 12 yoars.

The Grand Old Man Makes a Vigorous 


| Appeal to the Opposition to Allow 


Ireland to Lave Self.Government—Bat 


ie Stil Stubborn, 


the Opposition 


Lonpon, April 6.—The galleries of tho 
House of Commons were full, but the House 
itself was not crowded,when Mr, Gladstone 
arose at 3.45 p.m. to move the second read- 
ing of the bill to establish Hono: Rule in 
Troland. 

Mr. Gladstone said that the Government 
had no intention of amending the bill as 
resented except in some minor particu- 
ee Ho earnestly desired to bring 
home to the mind of the House the question 
when this great controversy was to end, 
PUnears) 

He did not address the question to the 
Opposition in a wie of assumed superior- 
ity, but he would rather presa it earnestly 
upon their hearts and understandings as a 
patter in which both sides were equally in- 
terested, 

For many yoars the question of Irish 
Home Rulé had blocked the way of logiala- 


tion. The Liberal party had  offerod 
a solution, but when they asked 
where all this 


their opponents 
was to acid ey rarely obtained an answer, 
Certainly the Opposition had not yet ven- 
tured to point outa process whereby the 
greatest of Irish questions should be do- 
cided apart from the way in which the 
Home Rule bill proposed to decide it, 
[Cheers. } , ; 

Mr. Gladstone proceeded with ao historic 
development of the rise and tho causes of 
tne demand tor Irish Home Rule. He said 
the progress of eventa in the past centur 
had proved the fallacy of the arguments of- 
fered by the opponents of Home Rule 
that time and patience would seo Ireland 
pacified without special legislation. Never 
was thereatime when the Irish people 
wore so near to acceptance of the union as 
during the first 29 years after tho Act of 
Union had been passed, and the reason was 
not because they loved it, but because they 
were trodden under foot. ‘They wished for 
peace, and they had no genuine ropresenta- 
tives in the Imperial Parliament, 

As soon as the voice of Ireland was heard 
in Parliament the constitutional move- 
ment for self-government commenced 
and it had never ceased anil would continue 
until self-government should be granted. 

Let the House, Mr. Gladstone continued, 
look at the spectacle the world offers in re- 
gard to ite unions, In the civilized world 
no incorporated nnion effected and main- 
tained by force has ever prospered. That 
isa challenge of some boldness, Is it too 
bold ? 

Here the Right Hon. Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach interrupted Mr, Gladstone with the 
remark: Take the case of the United States. 


Mr. Gladstone: I said incorporated 
union, [Liberal and [Irish cheers.) 
You missed the essential word. [Hear, 


hear.] Holland and Belgium tried incorpo- 
rated uniou and after a precarious existence 
of 15 years a divorce was effected. Austria 
and Hungary tried incorporation, and after 
years of sad experience they found the 
choice lay in giving up it or the empire.

Thus Austria and Hungary 
under their present union, Norway 
and Sweden, Denmark and  lveland, 
Russia and Finland, are _ illustra. 
tions, The most complete success 


was the German federation, where each 
state had its own powers, the union only 
affecting imperial interosts, 

In the United States each state had its 
own rights, and anyone in America daring 
to interfere with these rights would be re- 
garded as a madman, 

The colonies had some points in common 
with Ireland, The disease of disaffection 
once pernieated them, but o remedy was 
found in self-government. [Cheers.] 

In conclusion Mr. Gladstone referred to

Imperial Parliament, During the Inst 60 
years, he said, 12 instanoes had occurred of 
cabinets being displaced by a vote of cen- 
sure, Amongst these instances there was 
not a case where the question at issue was 
Purely British, eight having heen Imperial 
and four Irish questious, Therefore, he 
thought, less inconvenience ought to ko ex- 
ected from Irish members voting on 
ye questions than had been anticipa- 
ted.

It could not 
be done in any way free from inconvenience, 
but the trouble was mere dust in the bal- 
ance compared with the vital importance of 
the great purpose of aiming atthe real 
union of the two countries and the consoli- 
dation of the Empire. 

Tho bill carefully guarded the possibility 
of increasing imperial expenditure 
whereof Ireland ought to pay her 
share in the event of war and other 
causes. If the House was not satistied 
with the security offered under tho existing 
finance clauses of the bill, ho was ready to 
deal freely with the question, and to recast 
the clauses objected to,

one between class and nation. Now it 
was between nation and nation. Thore 
Was no more melancholy spectacle on carth

READY FOR CHOLERA. 


Health Officers of Many States and Oan- 
ada in Conugoll, 





New York, April 6,—The International 
Conference of the State and Canadian 
Boards of Health way begun yesterday 
morning at 10 o'clock at the Filth avenue 
Hotel, Dr, J. N, MoCormick of Kentucky 
proare: Canada and the Province of Que- 

ec were represented, as well as 20 States 
inthe Union, The morning session was 
given up to reporta of the representatives 
of different States and of Canada, 

A hitch in the proceedings occurred at 
the outset, when it was ascertained that 
Dr, Peter H. Bryce of Ontario, secrotary of 
the National Quarantine Commission, was 
noton hand. Hoe had in his pogseasion the 
coumission’s report, which was to have 
beon first presented, 

For Canada Dr. Montizambert reported 
that this year the quarantine atations in the 
St. Lawrence would be threefold. All 
steamera will be stopped at Rimouski about 
180 miles below Quebec, Ifall right they 
would be allowed tuo proceed to the next 
station, about 30 miles below Quebec. 
Here the immigrants would all be landed 
and be taken to an jssolated spot and 
there kopt until all danger of infection was 
passed. 

The evening session was devoted to re- 
ports of committees appointed at the morn- 
ing sossion, 

Lhe committee to propose an available 

q@lan whereby immigrants can be passed on 

to their destinations without unnecessary 
delay recommended that all the steamship 
companies be furnishel with biank forms 
to be filled out by the surgeon on the 
voyage, giving the exnot state of health of 
each immigrant, these blanks to be muiled 
tothe proper health authorities at the 
point of destinafion of the imimigrant, or 
these authorities to be notified by tclegraph 
if necessary. It was further rocommended 
that all baggige of immigrants be disinfect- 
ed. There was much discussion on the Iat- 
ter point, bat it was finally civried, 

A committee was appointed to perfect an 
interstate and inte: national ticket. _It con- 
sista of Dr. Wateon, De. Jenkins and Dr. 
La Chappello of Quebec. 

The committee to devise an efficient and 
practical method to condact «a uniform 
method of inspection service at the various 
State lines, as aguinst any infected district, 
in case of an epidemic, made a report, which 
was considered inadequate, and the ques- 
tion was sent to u new committee to be ap- 
pointed this niorning, 

Dr. Jenkins then made a brief extempor- 
aneous report on the condition of xffuira at 
the port of New York. Dr, Jenkins suid 
that he had had a conference recently with 
a number of competent advisers on the sub- 
ject of improvements on Hoffman Is'and, 
On this island there were needed more faci- 
lities for the manogement of an emergency 
such as occurred last fall. 

A plan had been made and submitted to 
the proper authorities, and an appropriation 
had been made which would enable thei to 
make the required improvements in time to 
deal properly with an epidemic, if one 
should occur this season. It would, with 
the improvements, be practicable to land 
the immigrants at the dock at Hoffman 
Island and give them alla bath while their 
clothing ond baggage was being disin- 
fected. 

No improvements were needed on Swin- 
burne Island, except the erection of a fire- 
proof building, to make them able to cope 
with fire in case one should break ont. 
The crematory is in good order. As to 
facilities tor removing passengers from in- 
fected vessels, Dr. Jenkins said the Quar- 
antine autboritics now have two boats, 
while last autuinn they had but one, and 
there wore several others which could be 
used in case of need. 

Fire Island could be used for segregating 
cabin passengers, although he believed there 
would not be any need for it, as he had 
little fear that aly emergency would arise 
to make its use necessary. 

The quarantine fueilities of this port, 
Dr. Jenkins ure such that the 
authorities are in a position to meet any 
emergency. Governor Flower haa promised to 
put $150,000 at their service if it should be 
needed and that all essential things will be 
provided. 

Dr. 8. E. Veaux of North Dakota created 
alittle diversion by chorging that Canada 
pretended more than thio reality, and suid 
that immigrants had gone out to North 
Dakota over the Canadian Pacific road who 


said, 


had not been disi.fected, and further de- 
clared that Canada wes making North 
Dakota a gateway through which she 
dumped undesirable immigtants into this 
country. He said North Dakota was at 


present powerless to prevent this, 

Dr, Moutizambert admitted part of these 
charges, but urged that Canada could not 
be expected to quarantine vessels from non- 
infected ports.

For instance, four reports made by Capt, 
Hooper concerning seal life in the Prebyloff 
Islands had been incorporated in the coun 
ter-caso, although lonces of 
the kind to which tho United States had 
objected when it came from Gre 
These reports, like much other 
matter, had in the 
case without provoking the al 
test from Great Britain 

The sup; lementary report which Mr 
Phelps bad asked to have excluded did not 
contain any now facts, but simply the re 
sults of a re-examination of well-kaown 
facts 

In conclusion, Sir Charles Russell urged 
upon the arbitrators the necessity of de- 
termining the question of right  he- 
fore dealing with the regulation of the seal 
fishories. ‘The british Counsel, he said, 
would do their utmost to make this course 
of procedure prevail. 

In opening his address in reply to Sir 
Charles Russell, Mr. Carter remarked that it 
Was not a custoin of the American bar for 
counsel to introduce his own personality in 
a caso 80 as to lend woight 
to his arguments; therefore ho 
himself would uot follow the example sot 
several times by counsel for Great Britain 
Proceeding then to the question at issue ho 
pointed out that when the United States 
delegates arrived in Paris the cases as far as 
arguw aut was concerned were finished, and 
both cases and voupter cases had long been 
delayed. 

The United States Government, there 
fore never iImauined tliat fur thor evidence 
would bo adduced. ‘The United States 
Government was of the opinion that it bad 
much reasou to complain of Great Britain's 
conduct in the case, but this hud beon pasa- 
ed over, 

That, however, atter the case had been 
submitted additional evidence should be 
brought forward was a contingenoy which 
had never been contemplated by the repre- 
sentatives of tho American Government, 
He admitted that further oral argument 
might be necossary for the purpose of cluci- 
dation, but surpriso was tho least of the 
emotions they experienced when the supple- 
montaty report was introduced, They be- 
lieved that the only thing to be done was to 
return these documents, as the tame fur aub- 
mittiug new evidctice was long past.

Eastor Flowers for Broken Hoarts 


Brookiys, April 2.—The Tabernacle was 
elaborately decorated with flowers to-day, 
and an unusually large audience assembled 
to hear Rev, Dr. Talmago’s Easter morning 
sermon. ‘The subjoot was: ‘The Sleepers 
Awakened ;” the text chosen being from L 
Cor. 15, 20; ‘*Now is Christ risen from the 
dead, aud become the first fruita of them 
that slept,” 

On this glorious Easter morning, amid 
the music and the flowers, I give you Obris 
tian salutation, This morning, Russian 
meeting Russian in the streets of St. Peters: 
burg hails him with the salutation, “Obrist 
is risen!’ and is answered by his friend in 
salutation, ‘He is risen indeed |’ In somo 
sarts of England and Ireland, to this very 
day, there is tho superstition that on Easter 
morning the Sun dances in the heavens; 
and well may we forgive such ao superset

Flowers! All of them a-voice, all of them 


a-tongue, all of them full of speech to-day, 
I bend over one of the lilies and I hear it 
say: ‘‘Consider the lilies of the field, how 
they grow; they toil not, neither do they 
spin, yet Solomon in all his glory was not 
arrayed like one of these.” bend over a 
rose and it seems to whisper: “IT am the 
Rose of Sharon.” And then I stand and 
listen. From all sides there comes the 
chorus of flowers, saying: “If God so 
clothed the grass of the field, which to-day 
is, and to-morrow is cast into the oven, 
shall he not much more clothe you, O ye 
of little taith? Flowers! Flowers! Braid 
them into the bride's hair. Flowers! 
Flowers! Strew them over the graves of 
the dead, sweet prophecy of resurrection. 
Flowers! Flowers! . [Twist them into — 
garland for my Lord Jesus on Easter 
morning. “'Glory be to the Father, and 
to the Son, and to the Holy Ghost; as it 
was in the beginning is now and ever shall 


Oh, how bright and how beautiful the 
flowers, and how much they make me 
think of Christ and his religion, that 
brightens our life, brightens our character, 


ho irseness, give the Syrup according to direo-| brightens society, brightens the Church, 


brightens everything! You who go with 
gloomy countenance pretending that you 
are better than lam because of your 
lugubriousness, you cannot cheat me. 
Pretty case you are for a man that professes 
to be more than aconqueror, It is not 
religion that makes you gloomy, it is. the 
lack of it. There is just as much religion 
in a wedding as ina burial, just as much 
religioninasmile as in a tear. Those 
gloomy Christians we sometimes see are 
the pecris to whom I like to lend money, 
for | never see them again! «The women 
came to the Saviour’s tomb and they 
dropped spices all around the tomb, and 
those spices were the seed that began to 
grow, and from them came all the toward 
of this Easter Morn. The two angels 
robed in white took hold of the stone at 
the Saviour’s tomb andSthey harled it 
with such force down the hill that it 
crushed in the door of the world’s sepul- 
chre, and the stark and thedead must come 
forth. 

I care not how labyrinthine the mauso- 
leum, or how costly the sarcophagus, or 
however beautifully pacterred the fumily 
grounds, we want them all broken up by 
the Lord of the resurrection. They must 


come out. Father and mother—they must 
come out. Husband and wife—they must 
come out, Brother and sister—they must 
come out. Our darling children—they 


must come out. The eyes that we close 
with such trembling fingers must open 
again in the radiance of that morn. 
The arms we folded in dust must join ours 
in an embrace of reunion. The voice 
that was hushed in our dwelling must be 
retuned. Oh, how long some of you seom 
to be waiting—wajting a the resurrection, 
waiting! And for these broken hearts lo- 
day I make a soft, cool bandage out of 
Easter flowers. 

My friends, I find in the risen Christ a 
Frophecy of our own resurrection, my text 
setting forth the idea that, as Christ has 
risen, so His people will rise. He ‘‘the 
first-fruits of them that slept.” Before I 
get through this morning I will walk 
through all the cemoteries ot the dead, 
through all the country graveyards, where 
your loved ones are feriat and I will pluck 
off these flowers, and I will drop a sweet 
promise of the gospel—a rose of hope, a lily 
of joy on every tomb—tho child’s tomb, the 
husband's tomb, the wife’s tomb, the fath- 
er’s grave, the mother’s grave, and, while 
we celebrate the resurrection of all the good. 
“Christ the first-fruits of them that 
slept. 

If L should come to you this morning and 
ask you forthe names of the great con- 
queers of the world you wonld say Alexan- 

er, Cesar, Philip, eraeen I Ah! my 
friends, you have forgotten to mention the 
name of a greater conqueror than all these 
—a cruel, ghastly conqueror, He rode 
on @ black horse across Waterloo and At- 
lanta and Chalons, the bloody hoofs crush- 
ing the hearts of nations. It is the con- 
aueror Death. 

He carries o black flag, and he takes no 

risoners, He digs a trench across the 
nemispheres and fills it with the carcasses 
of nations. Fifty times would the world 
have been depopulated had not God kept 
making new generations. Fifty times tbe 
world would have swung lifeless through 
tbe air—no man on the mountain, no man 
on the sea, an abandoned ship ploughing 
through immensity. Again and aguin has 
He done this work with all generations. 
He is a monarch as well as a conqueror; 
His palace a sepulchre ; His fountains the 
falling tears of a world. Blessed be God, 
in the light of this Easter morning I seo 
the prophecy that his sceptre shall be 
broken, and his palace shall be demolished 
The hour is coming when all who are in 
their graves shall come forth Christ 
rison, we shall riso, Jesus, ‘‘the first fruits 
of them that slept.” Now, around the doo 
trine of the resurrection, there are a great 
many mysteries.

Lions of this style towsek? Come on, and 
ask them, I fell back upon the announce- 
ment of God's Word: ‘All who are in 
their grayes shall come forth.” 

You have noticed, I suppose, in reading 
tho story of the resurreotion, that almost 
every account of the Bible gives the idea 
thut the characteriatic of that day will bea 
great sound, Ido not know that it will 
be very loud, but I know it will be very 
penetrating. In the mansoleum, where 
silence has reigened a thousand years, that 
ycice must penetrate, Ln the coral cave of 
the deep that voice must penetrate. Mil- 
lions of spirits will come through the gates 
of eternity, and they will come to the 
tombs of the earth, and they will cry: 
“Give us back our bodies; we gave them to 
you in corruption, surrender tiem now in 
incorruption. Hundreds of spirits hoveriug 
about the crags of Gettysburg, for there 
the bodies are buried. A Ramacel thousand 
spirits coming to Greenwood, for there the 
bodies are buried, waiting for the reunion 
of body and soul. 

Bat,” you say, “‘if this doctrine of the 
resurrection is true as prefigured by this 
faster morning, Christ, ‘the first-fruits of 
them that slept,’ Christ rising a promise 
anda prophevy of the rising of all His 
people, can you tell us something about 
the resurrectee body?’ Ican. There are 
mysteries about that, but 1 shall tell you 
three or four things in reyard to the resur- 
recied body that are beyoud guesiiag and 
beyond mistake. 

In the first place, I remark in regard to 
your resurrected body ; \t will be a glorious 
body. ‘The body we have uow is a mere 
skeleton of what it would haye been if sin 
had not marred and defaced it, Take the 
mnost exquisite statue that was ever made 
by an artist, and chip it here and chip it 
there with a chisel, wud batter and bruise 
it here and there, and then stand it out in 
the storms of « hundred years, and the 
beaury would be gone. Well, the human 
body has been chipped, and battered, and 
bruised, and damaged with the storms of 
thousands of years—the physical defects of 
other generations coming down from gen- 
eration to generation, we inheriting the 14 
felicities of past gencratious; but in the 
morning of the resurrection the body will 
be adorned and beautified according to the 
original model. And there is no such dif- 
ference between a gymnast and an emaciat- 
ed wretch in a luzaretto, as there will be a 
difference between our bodies as they are 
now and our resurrected forms. 

There you will see the perfect eye after 
the waters of death have washed out the 
stains of tears aud study. There you will 
seo the perfect hand, after the kuots of toil 
have been untied from the kuuckles. There 
you will see the forui erect and classic, after 
the burdens have goue off the shoulder—the 
very life of God in the body. 

In this world the most impressive thing, 
the most expressive thing, is the human 
face ; but that face is veiled with the griefs 
of a thousand years; but in the resurrec- 
tion morn that veil will be vaken away 
from the face, and the noon-day sun is 
dull and dim and stupid compared with 
the outflaming glories of the countenances 
of the marae: When those faces of the 
righteous, those resurrected faces turn to- 
ward the gate, or look up toward the 
throne, it will be like the dawning of a 
new morning on the bosom of everlasting 
day! O glorious, resurrected body ! 

Bat I remark also in regard to that 
body, which you are to get in the resur- 
rection, it will be an immortal body. 
These bodies are wasting away. Some- 
body has said as soon as we begin to live 
wo Regia todio. Unless we keep putting 
the fuel into the furnace the furnace dies 
out. The blood vessels are canals taking 
the breadstuffs to all parts of the system. 
We must be reconstructed hour by hour, 
day by day. Sickness and death are 
all the time trying to get their prey under 
their tenement, orto push it off the em- 
bankment of the grave, but blessed be God, 
in the resurrection we will get a body im- 
mortal, _No malaria in the air,.no cough, 
no neuralgic twing’, no rheumatic pains, 
no fluttering of the heart, no shortness of 
breath, no ambulance, no dispensary, no 
hospital, no invalid’s chair, no spectacles to 
improve the dim vision ; but health, immior- 
tal health! Oye who -have aches, and 
pains indescribable thismorning —O yo who 
are never well--O ye who are lacerated 
with physical distresses, let me tell you of 
the resurre-ted body, freefrom alldisease. 
Immortal! Immortal!

‘This exception was tho 
steamer Montebolle, upon which a« large 
number of non-unionista were employed, 

A crowd comprising soveral thousand 
hooting and yelling strikers and their aym 
pathizera proceeded to the dock at which 
the Montebolle was lying and made a de 
termined attack upon the objectionable 
laborers 

The strikers made an attempt to capture 
the steamer. Inthe meantime the police 
appeared on the scone, The mob paid little 
attention to orders of the police to dis 
porse, and when the officers attempted to 
enforce their ordera the strikers attackod

them. A severe conflict followed, which 
roaulted in the mob being driven off the 
dook. In the struggle several mon wore 
seriously injured, 

The strikers thon turned thoir attention 
to the offices of the Shipping 
Federation, which is an association 
of shipowners, Armed with stones 


and bludgeons, they made an attack upon 
the building in which the offices are 
located. The police were this Lime prompt- 
ly on tho acene, and another conflict ensued 
when they attempted to disperse the mob, 
Tho strikers were cowed by the determined 
attitude of the police, and though they re- 
sisted it was cate in a half-hearted way. 

Finally the police succeeded in breaking 
up the riotous crowd and order was re- 
stored. 

The streets along the watorfront aro 
filled with strikers discussing tho 
situation, and many threats are made 
that under no circumstances will they allow 
non-union mon to be employed in landing 
ship cargoes. Itis thought that further 
trouble will ocour, and the authorities have 
taken particular precautions to suppress 
any disorders that the strikers may at- 
tempt. The outlook is serious. 

Late this evening the Dock Laborers’ 
Union of Hull issued an appeal to similar 
unious in London, Liverpool and Glasgow, 
requesting them to unite with Hull union 
in a fight against the shipping federation. 

No steamers have been able to get away 
to-day except those which had their car- 
goes aboard before the trouble occurred, 
and the entire shipping trade is at a stand- 
still, Among the companies affected by 
the strike is the Wilson Line, some of the 
vessels of which are in the American trade, 
Mr, Charles H. Wilson, one of the owners 
of the line, has incurred the special enmity 
of the strikers by his attitude toward their 
union and many threats are made against 
him. 

Considerable excitement prevails every- 
where in the town and the cutcome of the 
struggle is anxiously awaited, 

The Hall strikers are making an effort 
this evening to compromise their differences 
with their employers, but their proposals 
have been rejected.

His Return Refused 

The guard attempted to board the war 
ship, but was ordered away by tho sentry 
Ho returned to the island and telephoned 
the news to headquarters, and during the 
afternoon a doputy marshal went off to 
the Japanese warship and made a 
request that the escaped prisoner be 
handed over to hin This was refused, and 
later in the day President Dole emphasized 
the request by urging Kesident Minister 
Fujy to seo that the murderer was returned 
to the custody of the Hawaiian Prison offi 
cials. 

Minister Fujy replied that he could not 
seo his way clear to accede to the demand, 
No extradition treaty existe! between the 
Goveruments of Hawaii and Japan, and as 
national usage regarded a war vessel as .a 
portion of the territory from whicl 
it sailed, the escaped prisoner must 
be looked upouin the same light os if te 
bad reached the shores of Japan, The in- 
cident created the groatest exvitemont in 
Honolulu and wild stories were circulated 
as to what would follow if the Naniwa ro- 
fused to disgorge the prisoner, 

KNumore ef Batile, 


One rumor which went around was to the 
effect that Minister Steveds intended to 
make a lost demand for the prisoner, and 
that if it was not complied with the Boston 
and Naviwa were to clear their deka for 
action. Aathe two big fighting machines 
were moored less than a hundred yards 
apart, and were lying broadside on, it gan 
be imagined what a turmoil was stirred up 
There were any number on sliore who ex- 
pected war. 

No less than four solid business men of 
the town assured me that it would be well 
to keep as far away as possible from the 
dock during the afternoon in view ot the 
alleged impending slaughter. Two of 
these, after a little shaw of reluctance, ac- 
companied me to one of the docks near one 
of the big war vessels, where we boarded a 
big coasting steamer and mude for man of- 
war row. My companions saw something 
ominous in the fact thiat the guns of the Bos- 
ton and the Naniwa wer pointed toward 
each other. His concern was so earnest and 
at the same time so ludicrous that I made 
up my mind that a residence of any length 
ol ime in Honolulu means becoining imbued 
with the same feeling of awe and wonder- 
ment which pervades the average Kanako 
mind. 

That same day half of the men from 
Camp Boston were sent on board ship, and 
tnia was looked upon as one of the many 


preparations for war. Nearly a thusand 
people were gathered along the water front 
that afternoon expecting a collision of arms. 
Night followed and tho booting of cannon 
did not awaken the sleepy solitude of 
Honolulu, eo that those who hal feared o 
scene of carnage were disappointed. 
What Japan's Minister Says, 

The departure of the Japanese man-of 
war Naniwa from the harbor for target 
practice added to the alarm already felt by 
the persons who ave been led to believe 
that its presence means trouble. No one 
knows better than the Japanese Minister 
what the mission of the cruiser is, and with 
a viow of finding out I made a second at- 
tempt to draw Mr. Fujy from his seclusion. 
He stated that directly his message an- 
nouncing the revolution was received by his 
Government the Naniwa was sent to look 
after the interest of its people here, 

“T wish to say,” he continued, ‘‘that the 
Japanese Goveroinent lias no desire to take 

ssession of the Hawaiian Islands, and 
rom my knowledge of the aduirs of atate 
such an idea hus never been entertained, I 
remember a few years ago, when the late 
King Kalakaua was in Japan, he intimated 
a desire for matrimonial union between the 
Princess Kajulani and one of the Japanese 
princes, but my government did not sanc- 
tton itand passed the affair over by assur- 
ing the King that there were no princes in 
the empire of a suitable age for Kaiulani. 

The Prisoner To Bo Held. 

“Speaking of the Naniwa, Mr. Fujy, 
what about the criminal who is now kept 
on board against the wishes of the Provi- 
sional Government?” I asked. 

“Heo is still “there and will remain in 
charge of the officer of the cruiser until I 
hear from my Government as to the dispo- 
sition it wishes made of the case.” 

“You decline then to surrender him?” 

“Certainly, When lL heard of the case I 
called at the Government House and talk- 
ed “he matter over with President Dole. I 
expressed the wish to have > the matter 
settled amicably, and President Dole told 
me he had already sont au official commu 
nication to the Legation. Before I receiv- 
ed the request for bis surrender the matter 
was public talk in the streets. Then I was 
called upon by a deputy marshal, 
whom 1 informed that he was 
not the person to make the de- 
mand upon me. Later on a jailer or some 
person employed around the prison de- 
manded a permit to board tho Naviwa and 
remove the prisoner. Ido not like to ap- 
pear antagonistic to this government, but | 
thought it best to calla halt. In the even 
ing two members of the Advisory Board 
called upon me and suggested that tiie 
matter be amicably arranged, and IJ told 
them it was too late. My government 
would have to settle it.” 

“How is a man treated on the Naniwa 
asa prisoner or is he allowed the freedom 
of the vessel!” 

“He is in a way confined; perhaps not in 
the same senso as if he was in jail here, but 
the captain fools that he could not maintain 
proper discipline among the men if he was 
toallow an escaped marderer to mingla 
freely with the sailors.” 

“From your attitude in this matter the 
impression has been made that you rather 
wish to antagonize the Provisional Govern- 
ment. I suppose you have heard of that?” 

Japan Don't Want Hawaii, 

"Yes, and I deplore the fact. That and 
the Bo ee that Japan wants the islands are 
puro fabrications, It would be nonsense 
for Japan to assume control here so. far 
from home. The expense, too, of conduc 
ing & governmont under such circumstances 
would naturally be enormous and out of all 
Proportion to the benefits to be dorived.”

Tho meeting was called fora conference 
between those members of the Ontario 
Legislature who favored prohibition and 
other triends of the prohibition movement 
This was the substance of the circular sent 
to the members of the House and to the 

eneral temperance public, and signed by 
§ J. MeLaron, chairman, and F. S. Spence, 
secretary of the Dominion Alliance, 

But the advanced prohibitionists, who 
the society of that 
namo, the I.0.G.T., the Royal Templars of 
Temperance and soveral othor societios, say 
that another letter was also posted by Sec- 
retary Spence to those who were 
earnest for a plebiscite, This Secre- 
tary Spence tacitly admitted and peace 
deserted the mecting from the outset, 
Now it isan open secret that thore is dis- 
union in the temperance ranks. The Do- 
minion Alliance, so say the Advanced 
Probibitionista, is inthe net, Their methods 
are behind the times and their desires 
fanatical. 

The Dominion Alliance is in favor of 
plebiscite on prohibition at the next general 
election. Such a measure was oarried in 
Manitoba and received a sweeping majority. 
They seek alike utterance from Ontario. 
This voice of the people they would forward 
to the Dominion Parliament, who could 
then reckon on Ontario’s moral support in 
any prohibition measure that they 
might evolve. Side by side with the 
Dominion Alliance is the Women’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union. The ladies are 
always in favor of sweeping measures. In 
the minds even of the Dominion Alliance 
there is a doubt whether any province bas 
the right to prohibit the manufacturs and 
importation of liquor, but certain they are 
that such power is in the jurisdiction of 
the Ottawa Government. Accordingly they 
struggle for a plebiscite. 

Bat such is not the wish of the Ad- 
vanced Prohibitionists, who are in favor of 
taking what measure of prohibitory legisla- 
tion they can obtain from provincial as- 
semblies and of resorting to a plebiscite 
afterwards. They are in favor of Mr. 
Martor’s bill suppressing the retail sale of 
liquor in the provinces, and are more than 
suspicious that the plebiscite is a political 
dodge to evade a direct issue,

He 
is president of the Dominion Alliance. 

*. S. Spence was the first speaker. His 
speech was not without interruptions, In 


fact it was interlarded with interrogations 


from W. W. Buchanan, editor of The 
Weekly Templar, which is the ac- 
credited organ of the Royal Temp- 


lars of Temperance. Mr. Spence gave a 
history of the prohibition plebiscite move- 
ment in Canada. He outlined the trinls of 
the Dominion Alliance in submitting ao 
plebiacite measure to the Dominiun Parlia- 
ment, At the national temperance conven- 
tion in Montreal in 1875 they had asked the 
Dominion Parliament for o national pro- 
hibitory law subject to the subsequent rati- 
fication of the voters. This the Ottawa 
House objected to as unoonstitutional and 
un-British. Without the moral support of 
the provinces the Dominion Parliameut had 
gone no further tham to appoint a Royal 
Commission, which was still at work 


and would doubtless oollect oa lot 
of useful and useless information. 
Ho instanced the ease of Manitoba and 


their plebiscite as corroboration of his con- 
tention that temperance sentiment pre- 
yailed, and atated that every declaration of 
the body he represented had been in favor 


of a plebiscite Mr. Spence closed a 
lengthy speech by citing the following 
reasons for a plebiscite: It wovld afford a 


definite answer to those who flung the re- 
peal ofthe Scott Act in their faces; it 
would advance progress towards a settle- 
ment of the disputed question of the re- 
spective jurisdiction of the Dominion and 


provincial parliamonta in the matter; it 
would ascertain the prohibition vote; it 
would demonstrate the strength of the 


prohibition party and command tho respect 
of our legislators who regarded votes more 
than petitions; it would place op record the 
definite demand of our legislators fora pro- 
hibition vote; it would Iet Ottawa know 
what Ontario thinks; it would give prohibi- 
tion a knowledge of its strength, with the 
consequent confidence and enthusiasm 
thereon. 

He presented a resolution, requesting that 
Mr. Davis, North York, and G Marter of 
Algoma be their representative mombers in 
the House, in whose hands they might place 
any probibitory measure, with instructions 
to press it to a division 


W. W. Buchanan's speech wasa stormy 
one, Even the Iadios bissed at some of his 
trenchant remarks, He was tho first to ex- 
pose the rift in the prohibition lute. Through 
his paper The Weekly Templar, he bas 
waged a vigorous warfare on the plebiscite 
movement, Speaking to the motion he 


deemed it advisable to fiash the otber side of 
the double shield. He doubted whother be 
had any right tospeak ina tneoting called 
for a plebiscite utterance, but ho wished the 
logisiators to understand that Mr. Spence 
did not speak for the whole temperance body 

The advanced probibitioniste formed last

Johu Thompson and W. M. Munna apoke 
warmly for Mr, Marter’s bil usagainst a 
visionary and roundabout plebiscite, 

Rev, Joho W, Boll, traveling secrotary of 
KTVT, recited the legend of the Duke of 
York, who paraded his army aod led it back 
again. Heridicule! the arguments of Mr, 
Spence, who wished so much for a number- 
ing of prohibitionists proper, Hoe presented 
the following resolution: 

That this mooting heartily endorses Mr 
Marter's bill aod expresses the earneat hope 
that the said bill may be endorsed by the Lagis- 
lature and became the law of this Province be- 
fore the rising OF ho House. 

Rey. Dr. Dewart deprecated quarreling. 
Prohibition people must unite, Nothing but 
good could. result from the expression 
induced by the plebiscite. He saw po argu- 
ment to the contrary. 

Then came Jobn E, Watson and Isaac T. 
Mills, both in favor of Mr. Marter’s bill. 
Mr. Mills was also sorry that there should be 
a squabble, 

Senator Vidal endeavored to cast a little 


oil on the troubled waters. He saw 
nothing inconsistent in supporting both 
plebiscite and Mr, Marter's bill. 


He was as much in fayor of one asanother 
The prohibition of the manufacture and im 
portation of liquor, he opined, was the sole 
right of the Dominion House. But the ple- 
biscite would give them a direct and unmis- 
takable expression of Ontario's views. Nenn- 
tor Vidal was not consistently pacific, bow- 
ever. He accused Mr, Buchanan of stabbing 
bim in his paper by referring tobim asa 
‘profeased” probibitionist, 

Mr. Buchanan gracefully disclaimed the 
impeachment, and although there were in- 
digoant murmurs from the Dominion Alli- 
ance contingent, the chairman accepted the 
proffered explanation 

J. M. McKoeoudry was as concilia- 
tory as Senator Vidal, but was out 
and out for Mr, Marter’s bill, which would 
close allthe barrooms iu the province. If 
the sale of liquor by retail were probibited 
the wholesale trade would die a natural 
death. 

Mr. Pe ptey explained the two sets of cirou- 
lars, and denied any intention of packing the 
meeting. Ho thought that the plebiscite 
would help on all lines, and insisted on his 
resolution. 

Just then Mr. Bengough queried whether 
Mr. Marter was willing to accept the duty 
required of him by Mr. Spence’s motion, aud 
suggested that the menuber would be in an 
awkward predic iment, 


And sure enough Mr. Marter, who 
had just come in, ,stepped forward 
refused the office, and asked a 


ubanimous vote from the meeting in favor 
of bis bill. His bili mexnta direct inforce- 
ment within a year, the plebiscite if considered 
by the Dominion Parliament, which was 
doubt/ul, delayed the operation of any pro- 
hibition measure for at least three years. 

But Mr. Spence wouldy’t go back on bis 
plebiscite resolution, and when Mr. Marter 
asked him what he woulddo if the plebiscite 
were deferred for another sessiou, Sir Oliver 
had anvounced there would bea fourth ses- 
sion—be responded that they could lose no 
time. 

Rev. Dr. Dewart, Rov. Mr. Kettlewell and 
Mr, Spence urgued this new phase of the 
question, but the meeting became impatient 
and there were cries of ‘Question.’ 

Mr. Spence said he woul! insert another 
name for Mr, Marter’s rather than have his 
motion lost, ‘Do you refuss Mr, Marter?” 

“I do.” 

Mr. Spence then offered to combine his 
own and Mr, Bell's motious—anything for 
uvanimity—anything to secure prohivition, 

Rut the advanced Probibitionists stood on 
their dignity. Then came a wordy struggle 
for precedence of motions. Dr. McKeuzie 
moved that Mr. Bell's motion be put first, 
but Chairman Vidal ruied this out of order, 

The knotty point was finally settled. The 
chairman presented Mr, Spence's motion, 
then Mr, Bell's, Both were carried, the lat- 
ter unaniniously, and the meeting adjourned 
to discuss the matter homeward bound at 11 
p.m,

stationary and even decreasing. After giv 
ing somo statistics with reference to the 
Agricultural Department Nr, Harcourt 
concluded with a panegyric on the new 


buildings, on. the integrity of the 
Commissioner of Public Works for 
putting none of the appropria- 


tion in his own pocket, and on tho sterling 
qualities of the Premier, who haa so long 
administered Ontario's affairs. 

In the estimates submitted by Mr. Har- 
court for 1893 the sum of $1,734,000 is mon- 
tioned as the probable receipts from timber 
licenses, $178,700 from public institutions 
and $300,000 from licenses. 

Figures are always monotonous and Mr. 
Clancy's address necessarily bristled with 
these thought tangles. Mr. Meredith was 


in his place in the evening. Mr. 
Clancy’s line of attack was the com- 
paring of the expenditure of the 


present with 10 or 20 years ago, to the 
evident disparagement of the former. 
Taking "73 and '83 as his mile posts Mr. 
Clancy stated that in that decade the total 
expenditure of the Province had increased 


some 24 per cont—na reasonable and 
natural increase—but from ‘83 to '92 the 
increase had been 34 per cent. This in- 


crease, he pointed out, was entirely dispro- 
portionate to the natural enlargement of 
the business of the Province. He then 
went industriously through all the Govern- 


ment departments, dissegting compara- 
tively the detailed Wnenditare of 
each in his three criterion years, and 
in all cases accusing his honorable 


friends of making the worse appear the bet- 
ter reason. He was especially severe on 
the maintenance cost of the Agricultural 
College, Guelpl, which, with an increased 
outlay for apparatus and salaries, had 
nevertheless deoreused in attendance and 
results. The policy of the Education De- 
partment in ivereasing the expenditure for 
Figher education for the few came in fora 
scathing. 

He pointed out that while the expendi- 
ture for higher education in high schools 
and collegiate institutes had increased that 
during the last ten years there bad beon no 
enlargement of the grants to the public 
achools, which were by far the more impor- 
tant. Too much attention was being paid 
to the msthetics aud too little to the foun- 
dation of education. 

On the subject of colonization roads Mr. 
Clancy spoka at some length, Those, he 
said, were in inany cases a useless and vx- 
travagant expenditure, Whe roads were 
built in districts where they were unused 
aod where there was no prospect of their 
being used for some time. 

The timber policy of the Government was 
improvident in denuding the lands of tim- 
ber wealth that way daily increasing in 
value, It was sponding the capital of the 
province. Aithough the Government argued 
that such cleared land was valuable for set- 
tlement purposes, they did not support 
their contention by any extensive free 
grants to settlers. ‘The sales were not con- 
ducted as they should be, and the timber 
lands were disposed of at ridiculously small 
prices to those whose political influence 
would count most.

TREASURER HARCOURT'S BUDGET 
SPEECH YESTERDAY. 


| Timber License Bales d the Succession 
Tax the Main Points Dwelt Upon—Mr 
Clancy Makes fome Vigorous Orit. 
oleme, 


Toronto, April 12.—Hon. Mr. Har- 
court, the Provincial Treasurer, delivered 
hie budget speech yesterday, and when he 

| reese at do'clook he was received with ap- 
| plause. 

Ontario, said Mr, Harcourt, is in « singu- 
larly strong and healthy state contrasted 
with the condition of many other provinces 
and states across the line, In citing the 
fact that the total receipts from the Crown 
Lands Department were $2,252,972.27, the 
largest sum ever received from this source, 
the speaker gave some interesting figures 
and mado a 30-minute defence of the Gov- 
ernment’s policy in this respect, Tho 
woods and forests item of $2,174,591.38 


' was explained by the phenomenal sale 


of October Inst. Since Confederation, 
he said, there had been 11 timber sales— 
four of these took place during the term of 
Sandfield Macdonald's Government, the 
average price realized per mile being $380, 
the total mileage sold 635, and the highest 
price realized $640 per mile. : 
During the 20 yoars’ ep of Sir 
Oliver Mowat, since 1872, there had been six 
sales, the total mileage sold being 4234, tho 
average price $1412 and the highost$17,500, 
All the sales have boen satisfactory and the 
last one phenomenally so, no leas than 632 
miles being sold at a total of $2,315,000, an 
average of $3650, the highest price being 
$17,500. The beat previous average was 
$2852 and the highest price previously 
realized $6300, the average of Ingt 
year thus exceeding the best previous 
average by $798. When itis 
remembered that the purchasers must 
my ground rents and government 
ues, the magnitude of the sale can be ap- 
preciated. The Commissioner is to be con- 
ratulated on the unprecedentod success of 
fis sale, which vindicates in every respect 
the wise policy of his department. He 
ridiouled the claims of the hon. gentlemen 
epposite that the extinction of the pine 
forests of the country was near at hand, 
and ridiculed the gloomy pictures they 
painted of the remotely possible conse- 
uences, The pine forests of this con- 
tinent were amply sufficient for the present 


| generation at all events. He claimed thatin 


enticipationofextensiverailway construction 
and tho resultant development of the coun- 
try, the Government was in duty bound to 
cll the timber, asa single fire might de- 
vastate a valuable area. If not put under 
license, a large portion might have been 
wiped out. Even now two rival railways 
are promoting lines to the territory placed 
under license last year, Touching upon 
the claim of the Opposition that no licenses 
should be issued, except on the understand- 
iug that all timber cut should be manufao- 
tured in Ontario and not exported; he 
poaisd out that such a proceeding would 
njure the lumber trade by proventing the 
export of the coarser grades of timber, and 
the luinber business could only be produc- 
tive of the best results when the coarseras 
wellas the better grades found a ready 
market, Besides, the cost of taking out 
and driving the timber was fully 50 per 
cent. of the total sum expended. Most of 
the lumber must be manufactured in Can- 
ada, end this renders restriction unneces- 
sary. Fully 70 per cent of the total sold 
last October was bought by Cana- 
diane. During the past five years 
the Government had realized from timber 
licenses $5,095,000 and had expended in 
grants to railways $5,433,000, education 
and schools $10,950,000 and for the main- 
tenance of Boe institutions $11,277,000, 
not to speak of others, thus practically per- 
forming municipal work. It was both pru- 
dent and necessary to draw upon the timber 
resources of the province to increase the 
grants referred to as well as to aid in rail- 
way construction and avert forest fires. 
He contrasted the policy of the Ontario 
Government of putting up tho limits at 
auction with that of Quebec and with the 
plan purposed by the Federal Government 
of disposing of its timber by private sale. 

After briefly referring to the fact that 
the revenue from law stamps, $91,617.56, 
was the largest in the history of the Pro- 
vince, Mr. Harcourt stated that the 
revenue from licenses, $294,757.98, had 
fallen $6000 below the cstimates, This 
might be explained by the fact that Inst 
year was the first since 1882 that all the 
counties were under the License Act. 
Since 1889 the receipts from this source had 
gradually diminished, due to the decrease 
in the number of licenses issued. If this 
decrease is a ure indication of 
the growth of a atrong temperance 
sentiment no person need deploro it. Dur- 
ing the past year Jooal option had only cub 
off 17 licensea in the whole province, In 
1882 the number of licenses issucd was 4163, 
and in 1892 there wero issued 3414, o re- 
duction of 749. Incidentally he pointed out 
that while Ontario had only 207 retail 
licenses the city of Montreal alone had 470, 
and tho receipts of Quebec Province from 
licensos for the year ending June 30 last 
totalled $583,000—a greater sum than On- 
tario received in two years. 

Ontario's receipts fro tho 
tion Department were £6000 
cess of the estimates, while the re- 
venue from public institutions, $136, - 
406.44, was the largest over received, and 
twice as much as in 1880. 

Mr. Harcourt made an able defence of 
the recent Succession Duties Act. The re- 
ceipts from this source had only been 
$758.53, but this was no criterion of what 
it would be, There was now no divoraity 
of opinion as to the wisdom of the 
expenditures for charities, and with the 
growing demands on the province it was 
necessary Lo erect a now series of buildings. 
The maintenance of these institutions re- 
quired o yearly expenditure of nearly 
$900,000. The Government is ac tually ox- 
pending $1 out of every $11 of the Domin- 
ion subsidy for charitable institutions, At 
a time when the revenue is stationary, un- 
elastic and circumsoribed the Government 
folt it was fully justified in resorting to the 
succession tax, &@ new and fair source 
of revenue. Learned jurints, able 
writers and sound political econo 
mists agreed that the act should 
be taken advantage of to a much greater 
oxtent than it hat ever been Cho succes. 
sion tax is the virtual payment back to the 
state for the services rendered by tho state 
to the individual, The oxporience of all 
other countries in the matter of suc cession 
duties is encouraging and euch as leads us 
to expect satisfactory results. 

[The speaker then reviewed tho law since 
it first camo into effect in England as far 
back as 1853, showed how asuccenafully it 
worked in New York and Pennsylvania, 
and pointed out that thousands of”

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In the maintenance of public institutions 
$818,435 bad beon éxiand This was ao 
increase, it Was true, but this was to a ver 
tain extent uncontrollable and automatic 
To the last seven yoars the patients in these 
institutions had increased 314 per cent, 
but with the buililing of the new asylume at 
Brockville and Mimico the Provines would 
overtaken its present needs. Mr, 
Harcourt then quoted statistics show- 
ing the ratio of iusane people in Eng- 
land, Ireland, United States and Ontario, 
which last, ho stated, had the smallest pro 
portion, with an average of one insane per 
son to every 476 mentally sound. The 
numbor of pationts in the deaf and dumb 
and blind asylums, he was glad to say, was 
stationary and even decreasing. After giv- 
ing some statistics with reference to the 
Agricultural Department Nr, Harcourt 
concluded with a panegyrio on tho now 
buildings, on. the integrity of the 
Commissioner “of Public Works for 
putting none of the appropria- 
tion in his own pocket, and on tho sterling 
qualities of the Promier, who haa so long 
administered Ontario's affairs. 

In the estimates submitted by Mr. Har- 
court for 1893 the sum of $1,734,000 is men- 
tioned as the probable receipts from timber 
licenses, $178,700 from public institutions 
and $300,000 from licenses, 

Figures are always monotonous and Mr, 
Clancy's address necessarily bristled with 
these thought tangles. Mr, Meredith was 
in his plage in the evening. Mr, 
Clancy’s line of attack was the com- 
paring of the expenditure of the 
present with 10 or 20 years ago, to the 
evident disparagement of the former. 
Taking ‘73 and '83 as his mile posts Mr, 
Clancy stated that in that decade the total 
expenditure of the Province had increased 
some per cent—o reasonable and 
natural increase—but from '83 to ’92 the 
increase bad been 34 per cont. This in- 
crease, he pointed out, was entirely dispro- 
portionate to the natural enlargement of 
the business of the Province. He then 
went industriously through all the Govern- 
ment departments, dissegting compara- 
tively the detailed Rpendivure of 
each in his three criterion years, and 
in all cases accusing his honorable 
friends of making the worse appear the bet- 
ter reason. He was especially severe ou 
the maintenance cost of the Agricultural 
College, Guelpl, which, with an increased 
outlay for apparatus and salaries, had 
nevertheless decreased in attendance and 
results. The policy of the Education De- 
perient in increasing the expenditure for 
nigher education for the few came in for a 
scathing, 

He pointed out that while the expendi- 
ture for higher education in high schools 
and collegiate institutes had increased that 
during the last (en years there bad been no 
enlargement of the grants to the public 
2) which were by far the more impor- 
tant. Too much attention was being puid 
to the wsthetics and too little to the foun- 
dation of education. 

On the subject of colonization roads Mr. 
Clancy spoka at some length. Thliese, he 
said, Were in inapy cases a uscless and vx- 
travagant expenditure, The roads were 
built in districts where they were unused 
aod where there was no prospect of their 
being used for some time. 

The timber policy of the Government was 
improvident in denuding the lands of tim- 
ber wealth that way daily increasing in 
value. It was sponding the capital of the 
province. Aithough the Government argued 
that such cleared land was valuable for set- 
tlement purposes, they did not support 
their contention by any extensive free 

rants to settlers. ‘The eales were not con- 

ucted as they slould be, and the timber 
lands were disposed of at ridiculously small 
prices to those whose political influence 
would count most. 

The liquor licensing 
only one instance of the centraliza- 
tion of power in the Government's 
hands, This Mr. Clancy characterized as 
an infringement on both the power and 
revenue of the municipalities, There was 
a growing indignation among the munici- 
palities that the revenue from this source 
should go into the provinvial money box 
instead ot into theic own. 

The Provincial Treasurer had not said 
much about thovre outstauding accounts of 
Ontario's with Quebec and the Dominion. 
His manipulation of this matter Mr. Clancy 
indicted as a glaring piece of financial 
jugglery. 

Then Mr. Clancy took up the matter of 
Government patronage and appointments. 
He criticised the creation of a 
Minister of Agriculture, which  of- 
fice he stated might have been 
covered oy some other of the over-paid and 
under-worked departments, ‘To find places 
for urgont friends the Government bad cre 
ated a varicty of public with no 
other reason than political exigency. 

Mr. Clancy closed a two bonrs’ spoech by 
indulging in a trenchant review of a cam- 
paign pamphlet, entitled ‘“l'wenty Years of 
Honest Government,” The said honest 
Government was Sir Oliver Mowat’s, to 
which the speaker took most vigorous ex- 
ception, 

It was 10 o'clock when E. J, Davis,North 
York, rose to make a few remarks in reply 
to Mr. Clancy. He talked for half an hour, 
at the end of which time Mr, Whitney 
moved the adjournment of the debate. 

Mr. Davis congratulated himself and the 
Government that Mr, Clancy bad made no 
charge of embezzlement agaiust the Minis 
ters of the Crown, nor any specific charge of 
unnecessary eypenditure, He defeuded the 
timber policy of the Government, and cited 
the late N. G. Bigelow's remark, that one 
fhottlor was worth six lumbermen, Ho 
denied that there was any sentiment, in bis 
municipality at least, ogainst the license 
If Mr, Clancy would include the 
grontsa to schools, which were 
certainly public, his statement that the 
public school grants had not been increased 
would be untrue, He repudiated the 
charges that there was any recklussocss in 
the distribution of public offices 
those ace between Ontario, 
aud the Dominion, there was a 
going on between the three 
ties, And a apeedy arbitration would so:

The Importance which the New Depart- 
ment is L:kely to Assume, 


( From the Toronto News, ) 

Orrawa, April 7.—The organization of 
the new Depsrtment of Trade and Oom- 
merce Is not proving sucha aineoure as many 
to the left of the Speaker would have the 
House to belleve last session, and the duties 
devolving upon the new Minister are likely 
to develop more practical results {n pro- 
moting Oanada’s trade relations {n the dl- 


ticipated fallare. 

The loog and short of {b ts that Minister 
Bowell bas andertaken a task that {s capa- 
ble of being developed into one of the moat 
important features of adminiatration at 
Ottawa, a fact I am Inclined to believe the 
country will realize before very long. A 
new feature of the departmental reports 
that will be ready for distribution nex ses- 
sion will be the report of the Minister of 
Trade aud Oommerce, independent of the 
trade and navigation returns and inland 
revenue and excise returns, which will con- 
tinue to bo fesued as ‘reports of chese two 
branches of the service subordinate to his 
department, As yeb nothing has been 
definitely decided as to the scope of the 
new trade and commerce report, although 
& leading feature,! am given to understand, 
will be a compilation of the trade returns, 
export and impor, of the several colonial 
possessions, which in a comparative form 
will be a valuable companion to the atatis- 
tical Information lald before Parllanent 
each year, 

A visit to the Department of Trade and 
Commerce, where the process of organiza- 
tlon fs now going on, reveals the fact that 
no stone is being left unturned to secure 
the most exhaustive fond of {aformation 
that It ts possible for the Government to 
obtaln in relation to the vartous subjects 
which will come within the province of the 
Minister of Trado and Commerce to deal 
with, There ls nob a government on the 
face of the globe with whom communica- 
tlon has not been opened with a view to 
promoting trade with the foreign ovuntries 
communicated with. The modesty shown 
by Mr. Bowell last sossion when asking 
Parliament to make the necessary ap. 
propriation for the clerical work of his de- 
dartmont led your correspondent to day, 
when he saw the accamolation of docu- 
mente on Doputy Minister’Parmleo's desk, 
to suggest that the Government might, in 
this case, afford to avall thomselvos of a 
little of “Ohinese; cheap labor,” as 
it le by thisdepartment Ohineso immigra- 
tlon has to be dealt with.

The most agonizing sconces aro witnessed, 
and throngs of men, woinen and children, 
relatives of those below, are orowded about 
the mouth of the coal pit. 

Later advices do not lighten the calamity 
and the worat fate is feared for hundrode of 
miners. 

Tho pit ia worked in scctions, fone seam 
being shore another, The fire resulting 
from the explosion broke out in the eastern 
section, From this section 70 men suc 
coodedin reaching the surface through tho 
maio dip working, lod by a miner who knew 
tho roads. ‘They had a terriblo struggle to 
get out, forcing their way through fire and 
amoke. Many of them were scorched and 
all wore terribly exhausted when they 
emerged to safety. They brought uo good 
nows as to those who were left behind, but 
on the contrary expressed thoie dread that 
all thoso in the mine bad perished. 

Later—At 9.45 o'clock this evening it 
is still impossible to obtain more 
than moagre details of the accident, 

The firat alarm was given at 2.30 o'clock 
this afternoon, The sparks from an ongive 
in a four-foot seam aro supposed to have 
ignited a pile of cotton waste, Tho flaines 
spread to the woodwork and finally ignited 
the inflaminable gas in the seam, Flames 
and smoke gave to the 200 men at work in 
the seam the first warning of approaching 
danger. Comparatively few of the men 
who wore in the seam at the time of the ex- 
plosion reached the landing, 

A rescuing party was formed by the pit 
surveyor, ‘The party got as far as tho land- 
ing at the seam whore tho firo started, but 
were driven back almoat immediately by the 
dense smoke issuing from the seam. After 
a half hour’s rest they went down again and 
forced their way 10 yurds into the workings. 
They found our dead bodies, 
which they brought back with them. 
Attempts to go further into the 
workings were vain, as the woodwork 
was burning and large masses of ruins were 
falling incessantly from the root. One of 
the rescue party who ventured too far was 
killed. 

The men who saved (themselves immo- 
diately after the tire broke out were too 
much confused and frightened to observe 
the positions of their fellow: workmeti They 
are unable to give any clear account of the 
distribution of the miners, and tho 
work of\ rescue must therefore pro- 
ceed under all difficulties of uncertainty. 
There are namerous volunteers to under- 
take the work of rescue ws soon as it be- 
comes possible, At present tle flames and 
smoke would render any such undertaking 
vain. 

Hand grenades, barrels of water and 
pipes attached to fire engiues on the sur- 
face are being used to extinguish the flames 
in the mine. In two sections of the mive 
the fire was put out. Tho extinetion of 
the flames has been followed in cach 
case, however, by the accumulation of gas, 
and it is feared that explosions may fo low 
shortly, 

Another attempt to enter the sean in 
which the fire started has proved resultless. 
Although the rescue party saw six dead 
bodies they were prevented by smoks and 
heat from reaching them, Where the fire 
had been extinguished they were also un- 
able to make any progtiss, as they could 
not remain in the foul atinospbere. 

The number of mon stil in the mine can. 
not be usvertainel There is a little hope 
that some of them found cofage at such a 
distance from the burning sections that 
they are still alive. 

Atanidnight the fire was aguin burning 
in all sections of the imine near the shaft 
The service pipe which was used to pour 
water into the mine has butat. The diffi- 
culties in the way otf quenching the fire 
have increase greatly, and the rescue of 
the miners below is regarded as hopeless, 


OYING BY HUNCREDS. 


In Some Villages Ceople Have Stopped 
Trylvg to tory All the Dead, 


Moscow, April 12,—The famine in the 
European part of the Government of Perm 
is worse than ever before, The poor are 
dying by bundreds. 

Iu the smaller villages the people have 
ceased trying to huryall the bodies. Rla- 
tives of the dead are often too weak to pro- 
vido burial tor their deul, and so leave the 
bodies lying on the roofs af the houses. 

Despite the severity of the law against 
secret societies anil the probibition of the 
collection of funds save through officials 
private associa‘ions ure forming to secure 
food and clothes for the sufferora. These 
associations, although quite iuadequate, 
give the only reliof which the peasants can 
obtain. 

The State Committees has been dissolved 
and the provincial authorities have taken 
steps to reorganize it. 

It is estimated that 252,000,000 pounds 
of grain would be required to alleviate the | 
distress and keep the peasants in food until 
the next harvest,

AN ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING IN TO# 
RONTO LAST NIGHT.

Mr, MoOarthy Groeted With na Packed 
House—Be Declares for Free Trade 
With England—The Joesuite’ Estate 


and Separate Bohooel Questions, 


Toronto, April 183.—The McCarthy recep 
tion in the Auditorium last evening was au 
unqualified success. 

As carly as 6 o'clock the crowd began to 
| collect, ‘The glass of the main ontrance door 
was smashed in bya few enthusiasts who 
tried to crawl through the window and gain 
4 premature post of vantage. By 7 o'clook 
it was impossible to gain admittance at all 
by the front entrance, and around at tho 
private entrance in Jamos-street two burly 

olicemen bad their hands full to preventa 
‘orcible entrance. Evyoen after obtaining ao- 
cess to the sacred precincts, the visitor was 
lucky if he escaped from the crush with a 
smashed hat or a torn collar. 

Inside was one surging mass of humanity. 
Wherever two feet could gainahold there 
they took their stand. ‘There were no seats 
| available five minutes after the front doors 
opened. The ladies wore there in large 
numbers, and stood for three hours as well 
| as the next man. 
| When punctually at 8 o'clock D'Alton Mo- 
| Carthy and E. Douglass Armour appeared 
upon the platform the whole audience rose 
| on masse, waved the red and blue bunting 
| which the committee had impartially distri- 
buted, and gave three such cheers as made 
the picture of our beloved Queen on the rear 
woll of the platform wobble in its sheathing

Mr. MoOarthy's Reply. 
Mr. McCarthy read the following type- 
written pa 
I would indeed be without ordinary feel- 
ings if I could be the recipient of the ad- 
dress which you have just readin the pre- 
sence of this magnificent gathering of the 
citizens of Toronto without emotions of gra- 
tification and pride. But I trust not to 
allow these not perhaps very unnatural 
sentiments to blind me tothe fact that the

tribute is not a personal one, but is, what | 


better senso teaches me, offered to the cause 
or causes whioh I have advocated, and the 
policy whiob, in my desire for the true 
nationalization of Canada, I have adopted 
and fought for, at the saorifics of my 
political associations, and of that ad- 
Vancement in public life which is the natu- 
ral ambition of all who enter tho political 
arena. It would not be easy to over-rate the 
importance of a demonstration such as this, 
recognizing, as I certainly do, that it is not 
to the man but the principle which he re- 
presents that the bomage is paid. Men and 
parties are merely the inetrumants by which 
& problem, whether political or social, is 
initiated, contended for, and 
crowns the efforts made ultimately attained. 
But itis nevertheless true that to the party 
or the man who is contending in a righteous 
oause anda great end, the sympathy and 
support of the people in whose interest and 
for whose welfare he or it is latoring, is 
very dear indeed, and it would be mere 
affectation on my part to deny that I feel 
the sympathy which is evidenced by this 
enormous gathering to be of the highest im- 

ortance and of the greatest moment to me 
in the bitter warfare which it is my lot to 
wage in support of that which my conscience 
teaches me to be in the best interests of the 
people of the Dominion. Personally there is 
nothing, I may say, for me in public 
life unless the achievement of that which is 
best in the interests of my fellow-country- 
men, which is, as it ought to be, a desirable 
arbitiov. Had I sought for office, or did I 
even now seek for office, my line of action 
would be different from the one which I felt 
compelled to follow, and which, supported 
by your confidence and sympathy, I propose 
to continue to adyocate. I bave been a 
pacer during my political career, and I 

ave in that position, recognizing the neces- 
sity there is in oursystem for the existence 
of parties, at times supported in minor mat- 
ters the side which I did not perhaps alto- 
gether believe in. A partygoverament 
would be impossible uoless men are pre- 
pared to sink small differences for tho sake 
of that combination which is necessary for 


the attainment of more vital princi- 
ples. But when it was my ill-luck 
to find that on a great question (I 


allude to the Jesuit Estates Act) I could 
not take the course which my party leaders 
in the end thought it wiser and best toadopt, 
although there was buta few who took that 
view, [think I bave no reason to regret 
that I stood up and voted for the motion of 
censure against the Government of Sir Joho 
Macdonald which my friend Col. O'Brien 
moved, because of the refusal of that Govern- 
ment to disallow an act Ineulting to the 
Queen in its face, and which recognized the 
authority of the Pope of Romo tu laterfere 
in the settlement of domestic affairs of one 
of the great provinces of Canada, aod which 
perpetrated an act of the grossest injustice 
towards the Protestant minority of that 
rovince, From’.that time out my course 
yas ab times, untilmy final expulsion from 
the Ministerial party, in vital inatteras from 
my point of judgment, differed from that 
of the gentlemen with whom I had 
acted bitherto, and in the end I found 
that I had either to retire from 
publio life, or to give to my  fellow- 
citizens the benefit of whatever knowl- 
edge and experience I had gained in my 
services asa public man. My own inclina- 
tion was to drop out of the fight, but duty 
or destiny, I care not which you call it, de- 
termined otherwise, and if I may tako this 
meeting as any evidence of the people's in- 
terest in ao humble an individual as myself I 
did not errin the belief that whatever the 
politicians may say, or whatever politicians 
may persuade themselves to believe, the good 
sense and the honest judgmont of the mass 
of the people would recognize that the course 
that I have taken was not only actuated by 
principle, but that the end I bave in view 
is in the best interests of our common 
country 
Mr, MoUarthy’s Spooch

Mr. McCarthy alluded to the opon letter to 
himself from C, Tl. Mackintosh of Ottawa 
publishod yesterday morutug, and suggested 
that in future Mr, Mackintost shoulu condoe 
his remarks to « shorter 
columns being too long tu this busy ave for a 
man to read. Again, referring to the fact that 
the danger to confederation rested with al 
lowing Frencb-Cavadians to perpetuate 
their nationality, be touched briefly upon 
the Jesuits Estate Act—an act wheh dis 
graced the statute book and which was not 
disallowed because the Government was 
controlled by the same Wrevoli-Canadian in 
fluence, ‘an influence which, if 1 live,goutle 
meo,” said Mr, MoCarthy, “it is my pur 
pose shall end before long in this country.” 
(Cheers.] 

Afvor reviewing tho various measures tho 
introduction of which hat signalized tho 
turuing point in his own individual history, 
Mr, McCarthy turned to thw living issues 
which the electors would bave au oppor- 
tunity shortly to decide. 

Speaking of the absence of his old-time 
political friends from his side, be aaid: [am

A Voice; You'll bave one next time; yes, 
all three of them. [Cheers] 

Mr. McCarthy: **We'll have four. To- 
ronto should bave seven mombers if the re- 
presentation was as it should be.” 

The speaker referred to the Northwost 
Territories, and said a more insane pro- 
ject could not be imagined than to start o 
Kreat country on the basis of two languages, 
which, of course, meant two nationalities, 
The idea entertained by the French popula- 
tion was that eventually the Englisb-speak- 
inje people would be outuumbered and the Do- 
minion become a French-speaking nation, 
They bad a reason for the faith that 
was in them, but ho thought he had better 
not mention it in the presence of the ladies, 
it might ceuse them to blush. Amidst 
laughter tbe speaker referred to the remark- 
able fecundity of the Mrench-Canadian 
mothers and the belief that their numerous 
progeny would overrun the slower English- 
speaking ludies. [A voice; Perhaps it is not 
their fault.) Somebody suggests thut the 
ladies are not altogether to blame IL will 
leave that to otbers, but tho fact is that, 
while there is vo Frevet immigration, the 
Freaoch: Cauadians still entertain this opinion, 
and when they do gain the supremacy they 
propose that we shall passundortherod. [A 
voice: Never.) 

Mr. McCarthy; “I want to fool that I bave 
not only your cleers for my words, but that 
when the time comes you will give effect to 
the sentiments if you really believe them.” 

They might yet have a little Quebec up ia 
the North west—with all its prosperous ways 
—(laughter]— aud advancing intelligence. 
He hoped the duy would come when there 
would be men in Parliament to represent the 
will of the peovle ou this and all other im- 
portant matters, regardless of the French 
contingent, who adjourned to rooms with 
the intention of turning out the party with 
which they were inalliance unless their de- 
mands were sitisfied. He had been un- 
successful in introducing his motiou regard- 
ing the Government's treatment of the 
Manitoba school question in Parliament this 
session. He did not blame ths Government 
for cuttiug suort the sitting of Parliament, 
as the first Minister was obliged to go to 
Parison public business, but be did blame 
them for fuuking on their Northwest bill,

duce bis motion, but when the 
Government brought forward their 
bill respecting the Northwest he saw his 
chance and tacked on bis amendments, But 
the Government fuoked and withirew tho 
the bill. 

The Manitoba school question was one of 
the most pressing issues uf the day. In 1800 
the Manitoba Government declared that they 
did not believe in bringing up the childron of

the country in hostile camps, and they 
abolished Separate schools. The few 
Freoch Roman Catholics there did 


not much care about the new regulation, 
being content to bave thoir children go to 
the Public sclools, But a protest came 
from the French hierarchy. They wanted 
the French language perpetuated by the 
medium of the Separate school. ‘They called 
on the Dominion Government to veto the 
Manitoba School Act. The Dominion Gov- 
eroment did vot do that, but Sir Joho 
fhompson assured the bierarchy that 
the validity of the act would be 
tested, and if it was declared valid 
they might come beck to the Government to 
see what could be done. ‘The act was taken 
from court to court, and fluully to the Privy 
Council, where it was declurel valid, The 
Goverom’nt of Manitoba paid its own ex- 
penses, while the taxpayers of the country 
paid the bill for the other side. They thought 
this would bean eud of the bill, but such 
wor uot to be fhe btierarcby, act 
ing according to promises hell out, 
did go back to see what could be dope, Uhen 
the Government proposed to sit ns a Judicial 
Committee to see if measures could be passed 
to nullify the Manitoba Schoul Act, The

CANADA'S TREATY-MAKING POWER. | 


Views of Messrs, Glndstone and € hamber- 
laia on Colonial Powers 


Lonpos, April 13.—Tho recent discus- 
sion in diplomatic and political circles over 
the Franco-Canadiau treaty has directed 
widespread attention to the extension of 
treaty-making powers to Canada 

Mr. Gladstone, speaking io the Home 


Rule debate, noted that the colones are 
now making their own trade laws. In 
direct reference to Canada he said: “In 


the case of Canada we have begun to allow 
her, subject, of course, to Imperial control, 
to prosecute her own substantial interests 
in connection with important foreign 
states.” 

Joseph Chamberlain, in his reply to tne 
Liberal leader, also referred to the matter of 
treaty-making by British colonies. He 
declared that the former reservations in the 
case of Canada regarding diplomatic rela- 
tions had been found practically impossible 
to sustain. 

Continuing Mr. Chamberlain said: 
“Canada now claims the right to be repre- 
sented directly in all negotiations affecting 
her.” These significant admissions indi- 
catea most important concession secured 
by the Dominion. 

In proot of this, too, is quoted the pres- 
ence of Sir John Thompson as arbitrator, 
Hon. Charles H. Tupper as British agent 
and Robinson and Sir Charles Tapper as 
counsel in the Behring Sea arbitration tri- 
bunal. 

Canada, indeed, is here regarded as being 
herself a treaty-ruaking power now.

that a large amount of capital bad been sub- 
scribed, 

H. A, Hilyard, Secretary of Commercial 
Mining Company, presented a plan showing 
the acquirement and erection of a customs 
smelter extending over three years. In the 
firat yoar $14,000 wouid be spent.in the second 
a second and third suelter would be erected 
aod elevated track ouilt and shunting on- 
gines purchased for a total of $99,000, and 
the additional expenditure in tuird yoar 
would make the ag cregate cost of a complete 
amelter and plant $201,65, A company bad 
been formed who would subseribs one-half 
the capital if the Government supolied the 
remainder. Tho plan with a numbor of let- 
ters from English capitelits bearing ob the 
subject Mr. Hilyard left with Sir Oliver at 
the latter's request. 

J. A. Proctor, Arthue Harvey and others 
spoke in a similar strain, urging Government 
aid and the necessity of developing the 
mines if Ontario was,.to coutinue in pros- 
perity. 

Hon, A. 8. Hardy asked Mr. Hilyard if he 
had prepared the proposed list of directors 
for the new company, as much dependet on 
the rellability of the directorate when the 
Government was banding over any money, 

Sir Oliver said: “We recognize the great 
importance of the subjeod you are urging 
and will give it our close attention, We 
will endeavor to do something jin this direc- 
tion.”

Toronto, April 14,—For three hours 
tho budget debate dragged its monotonous 
length along yesterday afternoon, Messrs, 
Whitney, Baltourand E. F. Clarke took up 
the oudgela laid down Tuesday and about 
equally divided the time of the session. 

Mr, Whitney’s speech was a dis- 
tinct succera in its good-natured banter 
and sarcasm at the Government's expense. 
He congratulated Mr, Davis of North 
York in doparting from the beaten path 
assignod to tho sword-bearer of tho Provin. 

| oial Treasurer, but accused him of being 
conventional in his praiso of tho budget, 
which, if speeches of his predecessors 
| were to be believed, should now be lost in 
the clouds by reason of its surpassing 


the Government 


excellence. After drawing ao flattering 
comparison bewween England's Harcourt, 
who kept watch over the purss 


strings, and our own Provincial Treasurer, 
Mr. Whitney pointed out that one honor- 
} able gentleman had congratulated himself 
that no railway grant had been made for 
some time. But probably the member for 
South Essex could tella different story. 
What about that railway grant to Prescott 
County, whose omission Sir Oliver deplored 
late last session, and which he declared was 
a most worthy one? The Treasurer had 
| satirized the optimism of the Opposition, but 
| Mr. Harcourt himself was always roeay to 
paint the financial situation in the liveliest 
colors. Mr. Harcourt deserved credit for 
attaching to his financial statement for the 
lasttwo years asynopsis of the debtsand liabi- 
litiesoftheprovince. Thishad been denied by 
his predecessor, Whoever onthe hustingssaid 
there existed such a debt was branded as a 


liar. The Opposition were glad of his 
admission. Tho four or six millions sur- 


plus, concealed so effectually by the Gov- 
| ernment, had been alluded to only three or 
The assets, they 
were told, were unlimited, and when a 
eaviller asked for any other than the tim- 
ber resources he was pointed to the Parlia- 
ment buildings and the public institutions. 


No oily | He opined that the Government would have 


some difficulty in selling either one or the 
other. The well-to-do farmer was not 
anxious to invest his money in a private 
lunatic asylum? Another timber sale had 
been gotten up to fill the $500,000 hole 
made by the last appropriation for the 
Parliament buildings, and whenever the 
surplus needed bolatering a like course was 
adopted. 

r. Whitney then referred at length to 
the difficulty experienced by the Opposi- 
tion in securing a free and full investiga- 
tion of the public accounts, and stated that 
Opposition members on the Public Ac- 


counts Committee were jeered at for 
their persevering attempts to do 
their duty. He cited as un instance 


of obstruction the case of one Simpson, an 
inspector of colonization roads, who, sum- 


ig Injector for | moned by him on committee, had appeared 


and disappeared and left no trace beyond a 
series of disappointing telegrams. The 
Government claimed credit that there were 
no extras on tho Parliament Buildings. 
What about the excess of the original ap- 
propriation by $1,000,000? 

It was quite right to be liberal on the 
matter of higher education, which was the 
poor man’s advantage also, but before 
another dollar was spent in this way it 
was the Government’s duty to increase the 
Public school grants. The Agricultural 
College might have beneficial results, but 
they were so thinly scattered as not to be 
visible to the unked eye. He advocated a 
plan of lecture series at points 50 miles 
apart throughout the Province, Wasa 
Mr. Davis serious when he _ said 
that the Government had _ removed 
burdens from the people? What about 
the succession tax, another prop to the re- 
ceding surplus? The next thing would be 
a chimney tax and all the other impositions

Mr. Balfour’s speech was a long one. It 
was mainly a resume of the Treasurer's sta- 
tistics, He dofended his course in asking 
for a railway grant in South Essex, saying 
that justice to his riding was his first con- 
sideration. The Opposition had attacked 
the Government's sources of revenue. Did 
Mr. Clancy mean to say there should never 
be any sales of timber? Was it better to 
hold on and retard settlement, The policy 
of the Government was in the interests both 
of lumbermen and of the province. 
Mr. Balfour contrasted the provincial tim- 
ber sales with those of the Dominion. In 
’83.a limit of 100 miles had been sold by the 
Dominion for $7500 and subsequently dis- 
posed of by its purchasers for $650,000. 
Other derogatory instances Were mentioned. 
Instead of the license system taking money 
from the municipalitiss it had taxed license- 
holders, had decreased licenses to the im- 
provement of the temperance sentiment 
and had given back imore to the munioi- 
palities than they derived before the pro- 
vince took the matter over. 

A comparison between the expenditures 
of ’83 and ‘92 was unfair. In the latter 
year there had been extraordinary outlays, 
on the Parliament buildings, for instance. 
The Opposition had challenged the expen- 


diture on civil government. Mr. Clancy 
had sadly distorted the figures in this de- 
partment. Butontho basis of his own 
argument tho real increase in that de- 
pesvoaenl was only $23,615. In the 

epartment of Crown Lands,  tak- 
ing into consideration the additional 


expenses of fire-ranging and forest-ranging, 
the increase was 19 per cent. and not 96 por 


cent. as Mr, Clancy had made out When 
Mr. Olancy stated that from 83 to '92 the 
grants to public schools had increased only 
$3000 he should have inoluded in his eati 


mate the poorseparate and night schools, 
the models and normals, the leaving and 
departmental examinationsand the mechan 
ics’ institutes. All these were for the 
masses. On the normal schools 8315,000 


had been spent, on mechanics’ institutes 
$48,000 and on the superannuation fund, 
which was largely given to public schoo! 


teachors, $63,000. In tho high schools, 
although the number of schools and pupils 
had increased and these were not schools 


for the classes, the increaso since '73 had 
beou $16,000. 
Mr. Balfour supported a Liberal expendi- 


ture on colonization roads and denied any 


decrease of settlers in Algoma, Muskoka 
and Nipissing There had been, he said, a 
total increase of 560 percent. in those districts

position was not so good by far as two or 
three yoars ago The oxpenditure was in 
creasing, and no plan had been devised to 


meet it except by 
debt or urawing ou the tinber resources of 
the province, The ‘Treasurer's statement 
that there was no chaugo in the interest on 
the investments of the province was a 
gloomy one. 

How had the $20,000 deposit of a year 
ago increased to $600,000 now? The pro- 
vince had disposed of oascts in timber, and 
had placed the result to their credit in the 
bunk, On account of the acroased oxpond: 
ture on capital and current ac , the 
Government were compelled to dispose of 
a most valuable asset in return for one that 
would, at four per cont., double itself only 
in 17 years. Ln 20 years the value of tim- 
ber bad increased 30-fold, and was still on 
the up-grade, The Government had oot 
claimed that they had received too much at 
the sale of October last. A comparison 
with the sales in Quebec was not fair. The 
timber was not as good, as easily accessible, 
nor so much in demand, 

Turning to the surplus Mr. Clarke stated 
that if it were not for the timber no such 
surplus would be visible. The ordinary 
sources of revenue ot the province brought 
in $2,550,000; the ordinary expenditure was 
$3,000,000, The extra half-million was 
obtained by dissipating their timber assets, 

The financial statement made out a sur- 
plus of $5,838,758, but this did not include 
the liabilities presently coming due. If the 
railway aid certificates and annuities ma- 
turing yearly were deducted from this, as 
they should be, $4,000,000 would be taken 
from this sum. If only the present value of 
these future liabilities were deducted 
nearly $3,000,000 of the surplus would still 
fade away. Even at this latter 
estimate tne surplus could only be 
2 3-4 millions, and should that 
last $600,000 be subtracted it would leave it 
within the 2} million mark. A financial 
statement which did not include these con- 
stantly maturing responsibilities, said Mr, 
Clarke, was dishonorable and misleading. 
The surplus seemed to be regulated as were 
the colonization roads, which always re- 
ceived diligent attention before a general 
election. In 1889 before the general elec- 
tion 1t was $6,734,000, in 1890 after it was 
$5,185,000, in 182 it was $5,838,758, andiu 
1893, if Sir Oliver’s aunouncement regard- 
ing 4 general eloction was true, it would 
reach the 6} million mark, 

Mr. Clarke took up the expenditure on 
the Parliament buildings, This was 
pointed out asen asset, but who would 

uy it? Its construction was secured by 
still further depleting our timber resources. 
It was not such a chof d’ouvre after all. 
The acoustic properties of the chamber 
were bad. It did not do credit to tha 
architect, who was chosen in preterence to 
the Canadian firm of Darliug & Ourry, He 
did not know the reasons why the Govern- 
ment had given the contract to Mr. Waite. 
It was not necessary to go outside the 
Province for on architect who should erect 
a building that would be creditable to any 
country. Andto vapall Mr. Waite, who 
was given three-quarters of a million, had 
erected 4 building costing three times the 
estimate. 

The debate was then adjourned until 3 
p.m, tu-day, when it will probably receive 
its quietus.

THE HOME RULE DEBATE. 


Mr, Chaplin Points Out the Defects of the 
Bill—-Mr, Redmond Accepts It 
ne a Compromi«e. 

Lonpon, April 14.—The debate on the 
second reading of the Home Rule Bill was 
continued in the House of Commons yester- 
day. 

The Rv. Hon, Henry Chaplin, who was 
President of the Board of Agriculture in 
Lord Salisbury’s last Cabinet, dissected the 
bill from the Conservative point of view 
and pointed out the many flaws in it. Mr. 
Chaplin in the “course of his speech took 
occasion to quote from a speech delivered 
by Mr. Gladstone in 188], in which the 
improved conditions that had been effected 
in reikea iu the preceding 20 years were 
pointed out, Mr. Gladstone referred to the 
opinions of Cuyour, Geflcken and Molinaras 
against Home Rule as disapproving Mr. 
Gladstone's statement that foreign opinion 
was unavimously on his side. 

“If Mr, Gladstone,” exclaimed Mr. 
Chaplin, ‘is going to take his princiole 
from the foreiyn enemies of England it is 
time that he relinquished the cares of goy- 
ernment” Continuing he said that the re- 
tention of the [rish members in the Imper 
ial Parliament as provided for in the bill 
would prove the beginning of a system of 
danger and intrigue 

Mr. John Kward Redmond, Parnellite 
M.P. for Waterford city, followed Mr 
Chaplin. Mr. Redmond declared that the 
speech made by Mr. Chaplin was stale, flat 
ood unprofitable, The former President of 
the Board of Agriculture, Mr. Redmond 
said, was a type ot the Governors who had 
made Ireland disaffected and the concession 
of Home Rule to that country inevitable. 

Mr. Redmond took occasion to explain 
why he spoke. He said that he would not 
havo intruded on the dobite, but he had 
found that his silence has been 
misunderstood. He desired to make 
his position clear, The bill had been 
otfered and accepted as 4 compromise moa- 
sure. The right hon. membor for Bir 
mingham (Mr. Joseph Chamberlain) had 
complained that the Irish mombers of the 
House did accept the bill as final, 
What right had he to acc ept such a guar 
antec? Mr. Redmond doclared that he 
himself did not believe the bill to be a final 
settlomenut, and he agreed with Mr 
Chamberlain that the final settlement 
would be found in the direction of a federa 
tion, He believed that the new constitution 
would be asuccess,and that in the future the 
bounds of freedom would be widened with 
the consent of all parties in Kogland. 

He had never said that Irclaud wou!d re 
pudiate Imperial « ipremacy, as had been 
charged, What he had said was that any 
interference with Irelaud’s free 
her new privileges would not be consistent

Brilliant Spescohes at the Opening of the 
Macdonnld Club, 


Krxostoy, Ont., April 14. —Five Cabinet 
Ministers, two Senators and five members 
of Parliament sat on the platform vf the 
City Hall last night and looked out upon a 
sea of faces,while they had asa background 
a great number of ladies resplendent in 
Kastor glory, It was a bright juaugural 
for the Macdonald Club, the junior Coosor- 
vative organization of the city. TheCabinet 
Ministers were: Hons. Bowell, Caron, 


The celebrated “JOHN BULL,” the Costigan, Daly, Wood, backed by Senator 


Sullivan, Messrs. Metcalfe, Northrup, Taylor, 
Cochraneand Wilson, members of Parliament. 
Thore was great applause ag the dignitarios 
came upon the platform, a happy saugury 
to the bright and witty addresses that fol- 
lowed. There was a groat throng of Con- 
servativs citizens on the platform. 

Dr. John Herald, a scholarly alder man 
and President of the Macdonald Club, oo- 
cupied the chair. The first duty was por- 
formed by George Taylor, who presented 
to the Macdonald Ciub the address from 
the House of Commons to Lady Macdonald 
upon the death of her illustrious husband 
and her reply thereto. The address was 
illuminated and was given to the city that 
the late Sir John represented for so many 
veara. The Cabinet felt Kingston was en- 
titled to it. Doctor Herald received it and 
said it would be carefully preserved. 

Hon. M. Bowell made a vigorous speech, 
proving that the policy of the Government 
has been in favor of tariff reform. He was 
satisfied with the policy of protection; was 
a vigoious advocate of it all his life. A 
policy that had heen an unparalelled sic: 
ceas in the United States was not an an- 
satisfactory one for Canada. He ran over 
tho chief items that had been reduced in 
duty, and concluded with « reference to 
D’ Alton McCarthy, whose sudden 
conversion was first snrprising, but 
when he found him sustained b 
Revs. Dr. Cirivin aud Dougliss the whole 
matter was explained, Ho felt tio. Mr. 
McUarthy was mistaken when he ssied 
that Sic Jolin Macdonald had coll bin that 
he wes controlle| by French domination 
and intendelt to rid himself of it. No social 
interests affected the jae Premier, and he 
denounced the statement as felse and an 
aspersion upon the wemory of tho statos- 
man. The country coud not be governed 
by any narrow aectariin basis such as Mr. 
McCuirthy is now trying to itroduce. Sir 
Jolin Macdonald gave equal rights to all 
classes; the Grits always gave unequal con- 
ceasions to the classes, 

In speaking of the Jesuits 
nounced the preainble os a disgiace 
to the Québec statute book but the matter 
was sololy local and the Dominion had no 
right to interfere and disallow it.

Graphic Description of the Carnival of 


Crime and Drunkenness in the Great 


Motropolis-Dr, Talmage Delivers an 


Floquent Sermon Thereon. 


Brooxtyy, April 9, 1893.—Rey. Dr. 
Talmage chose for his sermon to-day a 
theme of universal intereat—tho dark tide 
of social life in our great cities, The text 
chosen as the basis of the most graphic dis. 
course was Genesis 1,5: ‘Ana the dark- 
ness He called night” 

Two grand divisions of time, The one 
of sunlight, the other of shadow, the one 
for work, the other for rest; the one a type 
of everything glad and beauti.al, the other 
used in all languages as a typo of sadness, 
and affliction, and sin. Theso two divis- 
ions wero made by the Lord himself. 
Other divisions of time may bave nomen- 
clature of human invention, but the dark- 
ness held up ite dusky brow to the Lord 
and he baptized it, the dew dripping from 
bis fingers as he gave it « namo—‘‘and the 
darkness ho called night.” My subject is 
midnight in town, Tho thunder of the 
city has rolled out of the air, The slightest 
sounds cut thenight with such distinot- 
ness as to attract your attention. The

The biccough 
of the drunkard. The shrieka of the 
steam-whiatle five miles away, Oh! how 
sugpestive, my friends; midnight in town. | 

There are honest men passing up and 
down the street. Hore isa city mission- 
ary who has been carrying 4 scuttle of coal 
to that poor family in that dark place, 
Here is an undertaker going up the steps 
ofa building from which there comes a 
bitter cry which indicates that the destroy- 
ing angel has smitten the first born. Here 
is a minister of religion who has been giv- 
ing the sacrament to a dying Christian. 
Here is the physician passing aloug in great 
haste, the messenger a few steps ahead, 
hurrying on to the household. Nearly all 
the lights have gone out in the dwellings. 
That light in the window is the light of 
the watcher, for the medicines must {be ad- 
ministered, and the fever must be watched, 
and the restless tossing offof the coverlid 
must be resisted, and the ice must be kept 
on the hot temples, and the perpetual pray- 
er must go up from hearts soon to be 
broken, Oh! the midnight in town! What 
@ stupendous thought—a whole city at 
rest ! 

Weary arm preparing for to-morrow’s 
toil. ot brain being cooled off. Rigid 
muscles relaxed. Excited nerves soothed, 
The white hair of the octogenarian in thin 
drifts across the pillow, iresh fall of flakes 
on svow already fallen. Childhood with 
its dimpled hands thrown out on the pil- 
low, and with every breath taking in a new 
store of fun and frolic. God's slumberless 
eye will look. Let one great wave of re- 
freshing slumber roll over the heart of the 
great town, submerging care, and anxiety, 
and worriment, and pain. 

Let the city sleep. But, my friends, be 
not deceived. .There will be thousands to- 
night who will not sleep at all. Go up that 
dark alloy, and be cautious where you 
tread, lest you fall over the prostrate form 
of a drunkard lying on his own doorstep. 
Look about you, lest you feel the garroter’s 
hug. Look through the broken window- 
pane, and see what you cansee. You say, 
“Nothing.” Then listen. What is it? 
“God help us!” No footlights, but traged 
ghastlier and mightier than Risvori or Ed. 
win Booth ever enacted. No light, no fire, 
no bread, no hope. Shivering in the cold, 
they have had no food tor twenty-four 
hours. You say, ‘Why don’t they beg?’ 
They do, but they get nothing. You say, 
“‘Why don’t they deliver themselves over 
to the almshouse?” Ah! you would not 
ask that if you ever heard the bitter cry of 
a man or a child when told he must go to 
the almshouso. - 

“Oh?” you way, “they are tho vicious 
poor, and, therefore, they do not demand 
our sympathy.” Are they vicious? So 
much more need they your pity. The 
Christian poor, God helps them. Through 
their night there twinkles the round, merry 
star of hope, and through the broken win- 
dow-pane thoy see the crystals of heaven; 
but the vicious poor, they are more to be 
pitied. Their last light Bas gone out. You 
excuse yourself from helping them by say- 
ing they are so bad, they brought this 
trouble on themsclves. I reply, where I 
give ten prayers for the innocent who are 
suffering I will give twenty prayers for the 
guilty who are suffering. The fisherman, 
when he secs vessel dashing into the 
breakers, comes out from his hut and wraps 
the warmest flannels around those who are 
moat chilled and most bruised and moat 
battered in the wreck; and I want you to 
know that these vicious poor have liad two 
shipwrecka—ashipwreck of the body, ship- 
wreck of the soul—shipwreck for time, 
shipwreck tor eternity. Pity by all means, 
the innocent who are suffering, but pity 
more the guilty. 

Pass on through the alley. Open the 
door, “Ob,” you say, ‘‘it is locked,” No, 
it is not locked; it has never been locked. 
No burglar would be tempted to go in there 
to steal anything. Tho door is never lock- 


ed. Only & broken chair stands against 
the door. Shove back. Go in. Strike 
amatch. Now look. Beastliness and rage. 


Seo those glaring eyeballs. Be careful now 
what you say. Do not utter any inauit, do 
not uller any suspicion, if you value your 
life. What is that red mark on the wall?

WAITS UPON MR. MOWAT AND HIS 
CABINET. 
The Farmers Ask That Mortgages and 


Honds Me Taxed—The Courts De- 
Officials Elected

ToRoNTO, April 15,— The Commissiover 
of Public Works was the ouly mein- 
ber of the Cabinaf absent when the 
Executive Committee of the Patrous of 
Industry waited upon the Government 
Yesterday afternoon. Those composing tho 
deputation were Grand Presideut Mallory, 
Ww arkwortb; Vice-President: T. O, Currio, 
Strathroy; Secretary L. A. Welch, Strath- 
roy; . Gifford, Meaford: Fergus Kennedy, 
Cainlacbie; Ty Lockie Wilson, Alexandria, 
of the Patrons of Industry, and Heaory Glen- 
denuing and Jabel Robinson of the Dominion 
Grange. 

Although the proposals of the deputation 
were formally presented the Socratic 
method of information ruled afterwards. 
Each point of the petition was elucidated by 
adifferent spesker, who was briskly inter- 
pe by all the members of the Cabinet in 
urn, 

Grand Presidept Mallory made a few in- 
troductory remarks about the importance 
and wide extent of the Patrons of odustry 
throughout Ontario. He then read the peti- 
tion of the deputation, which prayed as 
follows: 


1, That mortgages, railway, bank and all com- 
pany stocks and debentures be withdrawn from 
the list of properties exempted from texation, 
and that taxes be required to be paid upon the 
values of such mortgages in lieu of the properties 
80 encumbered. and on such stocks and deben- 
tures instead of upon the lncomes derived there- 
from as at prasent. 

2. That the superior courts of the province be 
decentralized, and that the jurisdiction of divi- 
sfon courts be increased 

4, That the Government take such action ‘as will 
give effect to plank 8 of the Patrons’ platform, 
which reads: A system of civil service reform 
thatfwill give each county power to appoint 
or elect all county officials paid by them ex- 
copt county judges. 

4. That the Workmen's Compensation Act bo 
amended by adding to subsection 2 the words 
“gave and excepting when such employes shail 
be ongaged in the ordivary work of the agricul- 
turist." 

5. That it be made tho duty of the County 
Crown Attorney to prosecute any persons who 
conspire, combine or associate themselves for 
the purpose of controlling the price of any manu: 
factured or commercial article, and that a test 
case be made vuder the present Dominion Com- 
bines Acr, and that the province bear one-half 
the expense of such test caso.

It would the rather, and very 
justly, too, have the contrary effect with a 
truth discerning publilo, for, besides reflect- 
log upon other establishments, and by Im- 
plication saying that they are ungodly and 
unrighteous, i» would be aseuming an attl- 
tude of superior goodness, which is a thing 
to be mistrusted ond condemned. The 
really true and good never parade thelr 
superlority or oxalt themselves In a con- 
solousness of thelr own righteousness,

sociation: 

Whereas this mooting of representative 
men from tho townsbips of Mono, 
Mulwur, Melancthon and Amaranth 
and villago of Shelbourne  ooncede 
that moasures tending to the freor 
exchange of commlitios in the mar 
kots of tho American continent would 
groatly benefit the Cavadian farmer aud 
artisan, novertheless, resolved that Chis meet 
ing has no sympathy whatever with schenios 
for political union or nunexation alvooated 
by the promoters of this meotug, aud hereby 
proclaim our patriotism to our beloved 
Canada, ber institutions, ber laws ond ber 
liberties, civil and religious, and our undy- 
ing fealty to our Queen, ber crown and the 
British co netitution, 

This evidently bit the mark, and wheo Mr, 
Jelly called for a standing vote almost the 
entire audience rose to their feet.

JU. S. AND HONOLULU. 


The Sandwich Islands No Longer Under 
American Protection, 


HonoLuLy, April 6,—The Stars and 
Stripes, which for two months have floated 
from the Governmont building, have been 
hauled down and the remaining forces from 
the U.S. cruiser Boston have been sent aboard. 
Nothing indicative of Amorican authority 
remains io Honolulu save Minister Stevens 
and Commissioner James H. Blount of 
Georgia. 

On the afternoon of March 31 the Com- 
missioner hold a lengthy and secret confer- 
ence with President Dole and the ministers, 
at which be notified them of his intention to 
declare off tle protectorate established by 
Minister Stevons Fob, 1. 

It is wuderstood that Mr. Blount gave as 
his reason therefor that the Washington Ad- 
ministration did not regard the protectorate 
4s necossary, and further that it was in- 
compatible with any diplomatic negotiations 
that might be arranged betwoen the two 
countries. 

A Washington despatch atates that the 
hauling down of the flag was discussed at 
the Cabinet meotiag, though no information 
other than the press reports had been re- 
ceived, Mr. Blount’ action is adjudged 
correct under instructions issued by Secre- 
tary J. W. Foster to Minister Stevens under 
date of Feb, 11, 1893, disavowing the protec- 
torate. 


IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT 
Mr, Gindstene Has Intimated n Desire to 
Close the Debate on Tuocsdny. 


Lonpon, April 14.—In the House of Corn- 

mons yesterday, upon the resumption of the 
debateon the second reading of the Home 
Rule Bill, 
_ The Right Hon, H. Cumpbell-Kannorman, 
Secretary of State for War, replied to state- 
meots thatbad been made by the Right 
Hon. A, J. Balfour, Mr, Campbell-Banner- 
man said that the duty of preserving national 
order in Ireland under a Home Role ad- 
ministration woull rest upon the Irish exc- 
cutive, If the civil force should at any time 
prove inadequate requisition could be made 
upon the military to preserve order at the 
discretion of the viceroy. 

Hore, interrupting, “Mr. Balfour asked: 
“Would the viceroy be under tho orders of 
the Irish Government in giving the services 
of the t: oopat” 

Mr. Campbell-Bannerman replied; The 
viceroy would act under the advice of tbe 
Irish Government, but be would be entitled 
to exercise bis discrotion os to whether the 
application for troops was frivolous om un- 
reasonable,” 

Mr, Gladstone intimated a desire to close 
tho debate on the second reading of the bill 
on Tursday next. 

Mr. Balfour protested ogaingt such an 
early termination of the discussion and sug- 
gested Friday next as a reasonable date for 
closing the debate 

Home Secretary Asquith delivered nn 
earnest addroes in behalf of the bill, which 
woe listened to with considerable interest, 

While Mr, Asquith was commenting upon 
the conversion to conatitational Home 
Rule of Michnel Davitt, “once a con- 
spirator and rebel.” o doz or more 
Irish members suddenly rising called the 
speaker's attention to nn epithet used by 
Lord Cranbourno, 

Daniel Crilly, who waa allowed to spoak 
for hia colleagues, in passionate tones 
charged Lord Cranbourno with calling 
Michael Davitt a murderer.

THE TRADE OF THE WEEK. 


But Collections Are Keported as Slow the 
Country Over, 


New York, April 15.—Bradstreet’s to- 
day will say: Tho feature this woek is 
continued quiet in most staple lines at larger 
eastern centres where tho reaction froma 
check to trade west, northwest and south, 
together with recent seasonable weather, 
still makes itaslf felt’ At the south there 
bas been a marked improvement in the dis 
tribution of merchandise, not more than one 
or two reports statiug trade there ia general- 
ly quiet. There isn distinct gain in demaud 
and shipmont of staples at the west, altbough 
at larger cities in the northeast thore is con- 
tinued delny in the looked-for improvement 
in demand for spring goods, 

Advices froin the Canadian Dominion are 
that bad country ronds have checked distri- 
bution in the Province of Quebeo, that trade 
there is dull ond collections less prompt than 
usual at this season, although the outlook ja 
notunfavorable. In the Provinee of On- 
tario wholesale trade is moderately active, 
particularily in drygoods, hardware avd 
leather. Io Nova Scotia the outlook is 
brigbt, but the season is late, collections are 
slow and the weather Ix cold, 

Bank cloarings at Toronto, Hamilton, 
Montreal and Halifax aggregate $20,901,000 
this week, 23 per cent, more than Inst wook, 
but only 2 per cont. more than ion tho 
last year,

ANOTHER NIAGARA BRIDGE. 





Work Commenced on the New Grand 
Trank Cantilevor. 
Nruagana Fars, April 17.—The pre- 


liminary work ou the foundation of the 
new bridge was started during the week by 
the Suspension Bridge Co., and the work- 
men are now taking measurements of the 
rocky surface at the water's edge of the 
river. The structure will be located 
parallel to the Suspension, the outside 
abutments being about 30 or 40 feet 
south of the preseut bridge. Tho bridge 
will be constructed of steel arches built on

Is will include a double track 
for the Grand Trunk, a roadway for car 
riages and pedestrians and tracks for 
electri Mr. Buck of Now York, the 
chief engineer of the bridge company, is in 
town and will begin a survey of the banks 
of the river and run lines for the now 
structure, It is probable that the connec 
tion will be made by this means of both the 
electric roads on this and American 
tho river.

On Thuraday morning Burnett was 
found in o dying condition with several 
shots in his body. In an hour he breathed 
his last. A clue was obtained casting sus- 
picion on a strange negro, who had been 
seon coming towards the Alabama line. A 
posse following the paths which they found 
through the swamps camo upon him within 
four miles of Quitman, 

The negro would say 50 more about him 
self than that his name was Ed, that he was 
from Florida, and that he was on his way 
to Eufaula for work. He wasscized, bound 
and thrown across « horse and was taken 
back to the scene of the crime, No sooner 
did he come near to it than he began to 
appeal for mercy. He acknowledged that 
he had alain the young man, 

‘lt was the devil that tempted me,” 
said, 

By the store there was the stump of an 
old pine tree, 

“Pet us burn the wretch,” said some one, 
and immediately the crowd began makin 
preparations, ‘The negroes readily joined 
in, even the women, and began carrying 
rails and faggots to the spot, which were 
piled up around the stump until they were 
about 10 feet high. With a heave the 
screaming victim was thrown to the top of 
the pile, kerosene poured upon it, and in an 
instant, by the application of a match to 
the fat pine, the flames rose up 15 or 20 
feet. 

The wretch madé a desperate attempt to 
roll off, but he was prodded back whenever 
he came to the edge by the negroes, who ap- 
parently enjoyed the privilege of tuking 
part in such ascene, Finally his efforts to 
escape became so strong that several shots 
were fired, which wasthe signal for a 
general fusilade, 

The quivering body did not much longer 
give any signs of life, but became rigid, 
while the tire was kept well punched up 
until there was nota vestige left except a 
pile of ashes to tell of what had happened. 
Lhe crowd then slowly disperse. 

The negroes who took purtin the tragedy 
are soclated with their part that they are 
almost beyond control, running about over 
the country like demons, 


“BLAKE ON HOME RULE. 


Roman Catholic A-cendancy tn Quebeo 
Would Not te Repeated in Ulster, 


Lonpon, April 17,—Edward Blake took 
part in Home Rule debate Saturday night, 
speaking for over an hour, 

He dealt fully with T.W. Russell's recent 
Teeny in which the latter contended that 
the aepes evils in Quedec Province arising 
from ‘domination’ of the Roman Catholic 
majority over the Protestanta’ minority, 
would be repeated in Ireland as between 
the Ulster Protestant and the Rotman 
Catholic majority. 

Mr. Blake took the opposite view of the 
question, and with much earnestness and 
many citations from eminent men in both 
political parties in Canada showed his rea- 
sons why tho Protestants in the North of 
Ireland, assuming the two cases tu be of a 
similar character in many respects, should 
have no reason to tear the ascendancy of 
the Roman Catholics. 

The speech was concluded at midnight, 
too late for much comment on the part of 
the London press.

The situation in the provinces is gravo, 
and reports of strikes, disordera and 
atruggles between the people and the mili- 
tary are being roceiyod from various direo- 
tions. 

At Trazegnies, near Charleroi, a severe 
conflict took place, the working people 
atreonnously resisting the orders of the 
police and military to disperse, The soldiers 
at length charged upon the mob, killing one 
working man and wounding a woman. 

The rioters thon scattered and resistance 
ceased, 

Saturday thousands of workingmen 
held « turbulent meeting on the road to the 
race course, outside the city limita The 
advertised objoct of the meeting was to 
denounce the proclamation of Mayor Bulls 
prohibiting publio demonstrations in favor 
of universal suffrago. 

Voldors, the oxtronie Socialist leader, 
who was arrested and released on April 13, 
made an incendiary speech, in which he 
applied the most obnoxious epithets to M. 
Bulls

The crowd became uproarious, shouted 
for revenge Upon the Mayor and encourag 
ed Voldors to still more intemperate Ian- 

uage. The police ordered the crowd to 

isperse. The workingmon answered with 
jeers. . The police drew their swords and 
advanced towards the platform. Some of 
the orowd fired revolvers and a few throw 
stones, but the reat retreated, without show 
of fight, towards the city. Nobody was in- 
jured. 

Mayor Bulls was walking home on the 
Avenue-Louis about an hour later, when 
some 200 Socialists, returning from the 
meoting, came down the street. They 
hooted and jostled him, but allowed him to 


pass. 

After he had left the mob about 50 
paces behind him three men ran out and 
one of them struck him a heavy blow with 
a stick on the head, 

As Bulls turned he received another blow 
on the back of the neck. He fell bleeding 
and unconscious to the paveinent. 

The police charged the Socialists, and 
after a fight of 10 minutes dispersed them. 
Two of the crowd were arrested, but it bas 
not been ascertained whether or not they are 
of the three who attacked M. Bulls. A wit- 
ness of the mobbing has informed the police 
just before their arrival a workingman fired 
seven shots from a revolver at the pros- 
trated mayor. M, Bulls was still uncon- 
scious when taken to hishome. He re- 
covered consciousuess toward evening and 
ape will be able to resume hia official 

uties within a few days,

ATTACK THE SOLDIERS ON BEING 
FIRED UPON 


na Churoh—The 
htrnke Assuming Alarming Proportions 
—Contlotea With Armed Gondarmes—

| Vourteen soldiers Killed, 


Brussers, April 18,—Tho industrial ro- 
| volution against the Chamber of Deputies 
| is in full progress, and every day frosh ac- 
| cossionsa to the ranks of those who demand 
| Universa) Suffrage are reported. 
| Monday LOM dock laborers in Antwerp 
| joined the movement and much excitement 

prevails there, 

The strikers have cut off communication 
with the vessels lying at the quays by 
throwing their gangwaya into the river, 
They indulged in other riotous demonatra- 

, tions and became so threatening that tho 
| military had to be called out, 

| The strikers at Mons have resorted to the 
| use of dynamite to enforce their demand 
| for universal suffrage. 

} A bomb which had been placed close to 
| the Petit Wasines Church exploded this 
morning with great violence, shattering tho 
i 
; 
/ 


stained glass windows of the church and 
doirg other damage. 

Many of the men employed at Antwerp 
| in loading and discharging vessels and in 
! other work about the wharves did not quit 
} work in obedience to the order of the men 
| engineering tho strike, Thoy continued 
} their work os usual, ond this fact inflamed 
| the strikers against them, and threats were 
| made to compel them to stop work. 
| During the morning the strikers, many 

of whom had been drinking freely, made an 
attack on the workers, ‘The latter madea 
weak attempt to defend themselves, but 
they would have been driven away had it 
not been for the gendarmes, who took a 
' hand in the affray. 

Some of the attacking party were armed 

' withrevolversand when the police intervened 
to protect the non-strikers they displayed 
no hesitancy in using their weapons. The 
gendarmes, who also had firearms, were 

/ quick to respond to the fire directed against 
them, and it is thought that séVeral of the 
strikers were wounded, A number of ring- 
leaders among the strikers were captured 
by the gendarmes and locked up. 
eae in favor of universal suffrage 
are being held throughout tho country and 
| great excitement prevails at all of them. 

Tho cotton, yarn, lace, linen and woolen 
; mills and factories in Grammont, in East 
| Flanders, are affected by the movement, 
! a large number of the operatives in these 
| industries having joined in the strike move- 
' ment. 
| Some of the more enthusiastic and _hot- 
| blooded strikers'at Grammont assembled in 
| the Cafe Hollandais at that place and held 
j an impromptu meeting, at which fiery 
| Speeches were made by many of the 

leaders, The gepdarmes “attempted to 
| break up the meeting, but met with a stout 
j resistance, The fight was transforred to 
the street and, though the gondarmos had 
, the advantage of armsand discipline, the 
strikers atenggled desperately and were 
| only dispersed after a long contest and 
i after two of the gendarmes and ao lar, 
| number of the rioters were seriously 
wounded, 
The dynamite explosion at Mons seems 
to have acted as an incentive to the strikers 
to commit further outrages, Tho strikers 
filled the drinking places and indulged in 
all manner of threats against the Govern- 
ment. 
As the day wore on they became embold- 
ened and determined to take possession of 
the town fora labor procession. The in- 
| tentions were known to the authorities, who 
j have many spies among the workmen 
and when the mob singing the ‘'Carmag- 
nole’”’ and tho ‘'Marsoillaise” attempted 
to march through thostreets they were met 
by a strong detachment of the civic guard. 
The usual order was given for the strikers 
to disperse, but no attention was paid to it 
by the strikers, 
Hooting and yelling they attempted to 
march on when the order was given for the 
civic guard to prepare to fire. The mob 
defied the guards to fire upon them, and 
j threw heavy stones, bottles and other 
missiles at them. The guard fired upon 
the crowd, but this did not effect thoir dia- 
persal. On the contrary, it only infuriated 
them and a charge en masse was made upon 
the guard. 
A desperate hand to hand conflict en- 
sued. he main body of the strikers was 
broken up, but groups of struggling men 
could be seenin the side streets leadin 
from the main thoroughfare, The battle 
was long and bitterly contested, but finally 
the civic guard were victorious, 
It is known that four of tho strikers were 
killed, Many of the rioters were wounded 
and a number Wore taken to the Hospital. 
Itis thought that the exact number of 
wounded will never be known, as some of 


them were carried away by their friends to 
prevent their falling into the bands of the 
authorities, 

The killing of the four strikers has added 
greasly to the excitement in the town, and 
there is davger of a more serious ontbreak, 

Men and women from the adjacent min- 
ing villages ore flooking into Mons, and the 
Buthorities are anxiously awaiting the 
events of the night. Mons is the centro of 
tho great Borinage coal mining distriot. 
Three-tourths of all the miners in Belgium 
aro employed in this district. 

The Governor of the Province of Bra- 
bant, in which this city is situated, has in 
structed all mayorsof cities and towns 
within his administrative district that they 
must prohibit all public demonstrations for 
universal suffrage. 

Phe City Council of Brussels have voted 
thanks and congratulations to the police 
aud civic guard for their valiant conduct in 
suppressing recent disturbances horo. The 
Government has issued a decree calling out 
all militia for defence of the state. 
moans the mobilization of some 
troops against the workingmon.

THOUSANDS HOMELESS. 


Zante Olty Destroyed by 


mliocks, 


ArvHENS, April 18.—Tho Island of Zante 
was visited by another destructive earth- 
quake yesterday, resulting in great loss 
of life and propurty. ‘Vhe shock appears to 
have been most violent in the city o Zante, 
tho greater part of which was destroyed. 
The people are panio-stricken and tho 
authorities helpless. ‘The streets are im- 
passable, being filled with masses of stone 
and timber, the wreckage of the houses, 
which were thrown down by the earth- 
quake, - 

Thus far, the bodies of 20 persons, killed 
by falling walls, have been removed from 
the debris, and it is feared many more dead 
are 6%ill in the ruins, The number of per- 
sons injured rana up into the hundreds, 
Mahe is in confusion, and the work of 
searching for bodies and for the injured 
cannot be .pursued systematically. The 
greater portion of the inhabitants have fled 
to the plains back of the city, where they 
wander about in a distrasted manner, be- 
wailing the loss of their homes and pro- 
perty. A large number of tents that were 
taken to Zante to shelter the people who 
were rendered homeless by the former. 
earthquakes have been again set up, and 
under them some of the women and ohildren 
have taken refoge. 

Since 7.30 o'clock this morning two more 
heavy shocks have shaken tho whole Island 
of Zante. The people are fleeing from all 
the towns to find safety on plains and hill- 
sides. Allare terror-stricken, Thousands 
are without shelter and few have sufficient 
fool, 

The British minister resident has tele- 
graphed tothe British Forejgn Office a re- 
guest for waiships to bo sent at once to 
Zante with men and building materials 
that temporary sheds may be erected for 
shelterless people at once on the plains 
and hillsictes.

The Shipowners Propared to Fight the 
Union at Every Port. 


Lonpon, April 18, —Ata moeting]/Monday 
of shipowners of London and provincial 
porte, the subject of the atrike of the dook 
aborers at Hull, the notice given by the 
Dock Laborers’ Union at Liverpool to ths 
effect that unless the demands of the work- 
ingmen were complied with a strike be in- 
augurated and the general course of union 
workingmen towards the shipping interests 
were discussed. ‘lie shipowners at tho meet- 
ing resolved to mako a united fight against 
dictation on the part of the union workmen, 
whether the latter should attempt to en- 
foroo their dictation by a general strike or 
by strikes in detail, The speakers atrongly 
denounced the unions for their interference 
with free labor and with commerce, It 
was pointed out that all the members of 
labor unions in the United Kingdom did 
not number more than 800,000 out of the 
18,000,000 of workers, the remainder of the 
13,000,000 being non-unionists. 

The agitation regarding the Hull strike 
continues to increase in Loudon ond else- 
where, Two thousand soamen and firemen 
gathered to-day on Tower Hill and dis- 

layed great enthusiasin in support of the 
Tull strikers. The leading spoaker was 
one Sprow, who declared that 100,000 men 
would go on strike to-morrow as a protest 
; ainst the treatment of their comrades in 
ull.

REGENTS MUST REFUND. 


They Will Have to Keimbuarse the State 
for Funds Misapproprinted, 





Brvarabe, April 1§.—Trouble has begun 
for the ex-regents, Ristitch and Belimar- 
kovitch, and theirlate ininistry, The new 
government, as aresult of the investiga- 
tions already made concerning the finances

voters’ list of the city from the assesament rolls, 
The statute also impores onerous duties on the 
Olerk, to wit.

from possible loss, And generally he shall at- 
tend to and perform the duties appertaining to 
the usual business of the law department of the 
city of Belleville, and usually performed by a 
regolar standing solicitor and lt gal adviser. 
Solicitor Henderson adds; ‘‘Daring the term 
for which I have been iy Solicitor I have pre- 

ared between three and four hundred by-laws, 
in faot,all the by lawsof thecity,with one or two 
minor exceptions. I have prepsred all the con 
trasta in which the city haa been interested, 
mavy of which have been very important, I 
have attended regularly at the Counoil meetings, 
committee meetings and Oourt of Revision. 1 
have alao atten Jed the police court, usually for 
from two to four hours each day; durivg the sit 
ings of that court looking after and prosecuting 
in oases for contravention of by-laws and other 
matters in which the ay waa pecuniarily inter- 
ested. I may edd that for the Jast five or six 
years my time has been almost completely occu- 
pied in the performance of duties laid down by 
the above mentioned by-law and other duties in 
connection with the city, which I believed to be 
necessary in the interests of ths city, So much 
has this been the case that I have been com- 
pelled to almost abandon my outside profeasion- 
al work and devote my whole time and attention 
to city matters, Within the last ten years the 
city has had eight important actions brought 
against it, one of which was settled in a most 
satisfactory manner; three ot which I succeeded 
in; iathe remaining four verdicts passed against 
the city, not through want of attention or an 
endeavor on my part to have settled. Tho 
three cases I succeeded in were important caves 
aod in which large damages were claimed 
sgainst the city. Unfortunately for mo the 
plaintiff was worth nothing and I have not 
derived one cent of costs. In actions brought 
against the city, it has been my duty to be 
client, solicitor, and, in fact, to hunt up and to 
-prooure such evidence as I deemed necessary 
for the defenoe, as there has been no committee 
or any person to advise with, Under these cir- 
onmstances, copsideriog the number of suits 
against the city, I do not think there oan be any 

round for complaint, Few cilies of the size of 
Botierille can make eo good a shewing. Very 
fow persons outside of the Council have avy 
ides of the amount of work devolving upon the 
Solicitor. It would be impossible to give in 
detail the work performed daily, Of the num 

ber of by laws,say between three and four hun. 
dred, prepared by me, but two have been ques- 
tioned, Finally, I have endeavored faithfully 
and zealously to perform the duties devolving 
upon me, and I believe that the various councils 
during my term of office have in uomistakable 
terms expressed their satisfaction with regard 
to my work,” 

THE TREASURER'S DUTIES, 

The treasurer is present in his office from nine 
to four. His duties ino'ude receiving and prop- 
erly entering 1n bis books all moneys received 
from all sources and banking same;drawing and 
sigoing all cheques issued in earth of mon- 
eys; and supervising the work of the other 
officers He has to attend constantly on the 
chairman of the Executive Oommittee; furnish 
all statements and information required; keep 
an accurate account of overdue taxes and see 
same is placed upon the rolls for collection; also 
attend to and be responsible for the collection 
by sale or otherwise of ‘back taxes,” He is a 
veritable pilot snd must be of irreproachable 
character and probity, His bonds are heavy, 
and the coat of securing same lessens the amount 
of his salary, 

ASSESSON'S DUTIES,

of the department, engave laborer, and keep 
time book, psy roll, aod register. His duties 
extend continuously from lsst week in March to 
the first week in December, The balance of the 
year he has to make general repairs, enforos 
snow by-law, remove snow on city walks, and 
finally to mske due report of all work done to 
the Council. 

MECHAN(CAL*ENGINEER’S DUTIES, 

The Mechanical Engioee: haa charge of all 
the machinery in coaneotivn with the depart. 
ment, such as engines, hose carts, hook and 
ladder truckr, together with al\ hose couplings, 
ladder hooks, etc To repair and see the above 
are kept in repair and ready for use at ali times 
and to rep»ir No. 1 and No. 2 Stations as far as 
practicable, His hours ase from 8 a.m. to 10p.m, 
seven days of the week.

CONCLUSION OF THE DEBATE ON 
| THE ‘BUDGET. 





The Assombly Sat for six Moura Yoator- 
day and a Kound Doren of Mombors 


Addressed Mr, Sponker-—A Lively Day 


Toronto, April 19.—Mr. G. B. Smith 
was to have oponed the budgot debate yea- 

| torday but was absent through illness, 

Mr. W. B. Wood (North Brant) apolo- 
gized for the absence of Mr, G. B, Smith in 
tho Assembly yesterday. He pointed out 

| thatthe meinbers of the Opposition had 
been unablo to indicate any better financial 

| policy than that adopted by the present 
j Provinelal Treasuter. Rogarding Mr. 
| Whitney's complaint, that the public ao- 
} counts weré not open to freo scrutiny, he 
said that the Pablic Accounts Committeo 
| last year inet more frequently than for some 
receding years. Part of the blame must 
e laid upon Opposition members of the 
committee, who did not attend half the 
meetings. Mr. Whitey had complained 
of the absence of Mr. Simpson, a colonizu- 
tion road superintendent, from the meet- 
ings of a certain committee. But Mr. 
Whitney was himself absent, although bis 
colleagues of Muskoka and Kent were hard 
at work. The surplus was nomyth. To 
the reports of the Dominion of Canada it 
was stated as $6,827,640.. The Provingial 
Treasurer had not denied their railway lia- 
bilities. In fact, he had explicitly stated 
the matter on page 53 of the public ac- 
counts, The late H. E. Clarke, one of the 
ablest financial critics on the Opposition 
sido, had endorsed tbe scheme of railway 
liabilities extending over 30, 40 or 50 years. 
Mr. Whitney would seem to have receded 
from this position. Another objection 
urged by Mr, Clancy was that the Govern- 
ment was robbing the municipalities. When 
did the municipalities get so much of their 
money for the cost and maintenance of 
hospitals, houses of refuge, asylums, 
prisons, macadamized roads, iron bridges,

| education, agriculture and numerous other 


matters? Licenses, the Opposition say, are 
all right, but the Government should not 
put the revenue in their pockets. ‘I'he pro- 
vincial share of the license money was de- 
yoted to charitable and benevolent pur- 


poses. Turning to the timber ques- 
tion Mr. Wood stated that the tim- 
ber resources had not been wasted. 


The money had been devoted to good uses. 
These splendid Parliament buildings wero 
an asset as useful and as convertible as tho 
pine treos of the forest. Where else would 
they have got their money for their construc- 
tion? The same argument applied to all 
tho permanent improvements of the Pro- 
vince, 


agriculture and other departments, 
although they contended that there was no 
surplus and not a dollar in the Treasury. 
He defended a liberal expenditure in the 
maintenance of public institutions, which 
cared for a large class of unfortunate people. 
He did not believe that the people were in 
favor of withdrawal of High school grants. 
He hoped that the inefficiency of these 
schools, essentially a poor man’s college, 
would be increased. -Agriculture, as the 
mainstay.of the province, should be en- 
couraged and aided. ‘Lhe Agricultural 
College had giventhe most beneficial results, 
and its staff was peer with that of any 
educational institution in the province. 

Mr. A. Campbell (Algoma) dealt first 
with the mythical surplus. Hoe said that it 
was Opposition criticism of the Treasuror’s 
statement that had convinced the province 
that the surplus of from on to 
seven millions was a myth, Mr. 
Campbell pointed out that the surplus 
set forth to the credit of the province 
in the Dominion blue book included 
ite assets. Alluding to Mr. Wood’s words 
he thought that it was the municipalities 
that built culverts, schoolhouses, bridges, 
etc. He did not object to the proyince ex- 
pending the license revenue on hospitals 
and charities, but asked that the munioi- 
lities be allowed to collect it. 

Despite the growing interest in mining 
the Government had announced no policy 
“thereon and had uttered nothing on tho 
subject. The Provincial Treasurer had 
made reference some years ago to the un- 
bounded mineral wealth of the province 
and the necessity of a liberal policy of de- 
velopment. Since that time their action 
had retarded rather any development and 
had aroused a great deal of indignation 
among the mining classes. The Govern- 
ment were in the habit of making up any 
deficit by putting up a timber limit. If it 
had not been for tho last sale, the cash 
balance would not now bo in the bank, 
There had been converted into cash $500,- 
000 Dominion bonds, That tho re- 
ceipts were decreasing the _ inter- 
est showed in—1891 $55,000, 1892 $45,000, 
and in 1893 estimated at $35,000. That tho 
capital was being eaten up the statement 
of expenditure showed—$1,000,000 in 1891, 
$1,035,000 in 1892, and $1,734,000 esti- 
mated in 1893, Economy could be effected 
by dispensing with or Selncing the salaries 
of license inspectors, fire rangers, coloniza- 
tion agents, timber inspectors, who were 
asthick as flies upin the north country. 

He advocated a liberal policy to settlers in 
the northern part of the proyince. 

Mr. Josoph Tait (Toronto) asked where 
they were to obtain a revenue, if 
not from timber, crown lands oud 
licenses. The criticism of wasting 
resources was an old one. The  sur- 
plus was not any special matter 
of boast by the Government. Even if there 
wasnotacentin the treasury, it would 
still bea matter of pride that they had 

ppanc ane money well. The treasury in- 
cluded everything that bore interest and 
yielded profit to the province and did not 
meao merely a balance in the bank. Moral 
sentiment would not reduce licenses unless 
it were crystallized into legislation, Tho 
Government were being condemned for 
selling timber limits and using the mone 

well. The Opposition had fouud fault wit 

the last timber sales, although good prices 
had been realized. But tho Do- 
minion Government had distributed pro- 
viously 4684 square miles of the timber 
sold at that sale to friends of the Opponi- 
tion and had received $2342 for it. Mr, 
Tait referred to tho complaints of honorable 
members opposite regarding the Publio 
Accounts Committees. He was inclined to 
blame the Opposition for consuming the 
time of the committee in squabbling over 
picayune matters, and inatanced a five 
minutes’ enquiry of Mr. Marter's in oom 
mittee with reference to expenditure on 
nurses’ caps We were drawing upon our 
resources, said the Opposition What do 
partment of expenditure did they desire out 
off?

vincial Treasurer deserved credit for his 
clear financial statement, bat had revoked

Mr. Waters, who opened the evening 
session, Was surprised that Mr. Campbull 
should call the4sovernment’s mining policy 
a hindrance. The timber policy of the 
Goveromonut was sanctioned by the pooplo. 
No favoritism or discrimination had been 
proven in their: sales of timber. At the 
last sale the Commissioner had withdrawn 
acertain limit because the upsct price had 
not been reached. The late Commissioner, 
Mr. Pardee, liad refused to reduce the 
stumpage dues, although there wasa com- 
bination of lumbermen to offect it, Deal- 
ing with Me. McCleary’s statements about a 
mythical surplus, Mr, Waters challenged 
anyone to establish that any of the assets 
in the financial statement were not in 
existence. Reyiowing the history of tho 
Sandfield Maclonald Administration, Mr, 
Waters pointed out that the people of that 
time were in fayor of railway aid. Fot that 

urpose up to the present time $6,062,062. 67 
fad been oxpénded to the advantage ot the 
country, The surplus left by Sandfield 
Macdonald had been redistributed to the 
municipalities: On colonization roads, 
$2,459,451, and on maintenance of public 
institutions a total sum of $11,025,727, a 
most deserving and creditable expenditure. 
he increase of inmates of asylums from 
2149 to 39,089 justified the increased ox- 
penditure in this department. In 1872 the 
price yearly per capita was $125.32 aud in 
1892 $137.16. Mr. Waters gave a number 
of figures with reference to other depurt- 
ments, and stated that the Liberal Govern- 
ment held its long lease of power through 
the confidence of the people in its in- 
tegrity, 

Mr. Miscampbell accused the Government 
of dissipating the surplus bequeathed to 
them by the Sandfield Macdonald Adminis- 
tration, Asylums and the Parliament build- 
ings were not convertible assets, No credit 
wus due the Government for the good prices 
obtained at timber sacs. (‘The law of sup- 

ly and demand regulated that. The 
Public school was the poor mau's school. 
Its standard should be clevated and its 
grant increased, ‘l'bo half classical, balf 
commercial education of High schools was 
nothing more than two stools, between 
which the superficial student came to the 
ground, Ho was opposed to the practice of 
“finding” an olliviyl in addition to his salary. 
He wus doubtful about ube good resulta 
of the Agricultural College, but hoped that 
the province would be premier in agricul- 
ture as well as tlhe cheese industry. Some- 
thing was radically wrong when the figures 
of reports from public institutions contra- 
dicted the axiom that as the averago num- 
ber of intnates increases the price per capita 
should decrease, 

Mr. Garrow said that the Opposition 
were viewing the surplus through the 
wrong end ofthe telescope. They hada 
cash balance and the timber territory, both 
valuable assets. Granting, for argument, 
that the province hadasmall debt Mr, 
Garrow contrasted Onturio’s position with 
that of the Dominion and other provinces. 
The Dominion had doubled its debt since 
Confederation. Quebec had accumulated 
liabilities of $30,000,000, “Every other 
province had an anoual deficit of from 
$1,000,000 to $500,000, 

“Whiere shall we get money elsewhere 
than from crown lands?” asked Mr. Garrow. 
The only specific charge of extravaganee 
that the Opposition could adduce was that 
of expense in the matter of officials’ sal- 
aries, and this he denied. 

Sol White contrasted certain expendi- 
tures. FromJ867 to 1871 the Sandfield 
Macdonald administration had expended 
$381,665 in civil government. From 1872 
to 1875 their successors bad spent for a like 
purpose $591,567, and from 1888 to 1892 
the amount had been $858,210. The ex- 
penditure was growing too rapidly. From 
1868 to I8S71 the gross expenditure under 
Supply bill bad been $6,024,528; from 1872 
to 1876 $12,637,000, and from 1888 to 1892, 
$13,389,000. 

Then Mr. White adverted to the timber 
sales as shifts to cover holes in the sur- 
plus. He criticized the excess of the original 
appropriation for the Parliament buildings 
and condemned the extravagant outlay on 
asylums, on inducement, le said, to people 
the country with lunatics. He condemned 
the vicious system of alluwances, but was 
in favor of a fair salary tor every official. 

Mr. McMahon (Wentworth) said that 
the Government were justified in selling off 
timber limits, as they thereby ilispensed 
with a certain number of ctlicials and so 
lessened salory expenses, ‘Tho receipts 
from the license system were much geeater 
than 20 yoars ago, The increased expendi- 
ture ou asylums and public institutions was 
proportionate to the increased number of 
inmates. The Parliainent buildings were a 
monument to the enterprise and integrity 
of the Commissioner of Public Works. Mr, 
MeMahon, whois not at all times a humble 
tollower of the Government, was mach 
pleased with the manner of Mr, Harcourt’s 
speech, but onded up ambiguously by saying 
that he hoped that next session the 
Treasurer would not lay it on so thik.

A CHILD'S TERRIBLE DEATH. 


A Little Babe Kiiled in Sight of Ite 
Mother, 


TGRONTO, April 19.—Warren Dodds Cor- 
son, aged 8 years, son of George 
Corson, fruit dealer of + 13° Go ulding- 
street, was run over by motor car No, 
252 (Motorman William Howard) and almost 
instantly killed, at 5,30 yesterday afternoon. 

The little fellow, accompanied by his 
mother and younger brother, was returning 
home slong tho south side of Queen-stroet 
west after Laving been for a walk. 

Mrs, Corson crossed to the north side of 
Quoeen-street atthe junction of Bathurst, 
but Warron tarried to watch some boys who 
were engaged in Playing a game of marbles. 

When the little fellow looked up and saw 
that bis mother was on the opposite side of 
the street he prepared to join ber, but was 
prevented for a few minutes as a number of 
vehicles were passing at the time. 

Thinkiog the coast was clear he started to 
cross the street and had reached the trolley 
track when he observed a west-bound motor 
approaching. 

At first be started to retrace his way baok, 
then apparently thinking he could cross be- 
fore the trolley came up again essayed to 
join bis mother, but when he reached the 
northern track he hesitated and was struck 
by the car. 

The wheels did not pass directly over his 
body, but both arms were mangled and the 
left side crushed in, the wheels cutting their 
ey almost to the beart of the unfortunate 
child.

THE IMPcRIAL PARLIAMENT. 


Ohurehill and Morisey on the Home Rule 
ink 


Lonpox, April 19.—In the House of 
Commons Tuesday Sir Edward Groy, Parlin- 
mentary Under Secretary of the Foreign 
Office, stated in reference to questions that 
the treaty between Great Britain and 
Nicaragua signed in March 1889 guarantood 
to British subjects the ‘‘most favored 
nation” treatment in regard to any canal, 
railway or other wode of transit that 
might be established in Nicaragua. ‘he 
ratificatious of this treaty had not been 
exchanged, however, and thercfore the 
treaty was not in force. Sir Kd- 
ward added that nothing had vec- 
cvrred between tlre two countries to 
iuyalidate the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. 

Tn response to questions as to the out- 
look for a vettloment of the dock laborers’ 
strike at Hull, the Rt. Hon. A. J, Mun- 
della, President of the Board of Trade, who 
is seeking to bring about a compromise of 
the troublo, spoke hopefully of a settlement 
of the strike. 

The dabate on the second reading of tho 
Home Rule bill was then resumed. 

Lord Raudolph Churchill started the de 
bate by declaring that the crucial test of 
the bill was the provision for the unim- 
paired ERE of the Imperial Parlia- 
ment. Ostensibly such supremacy was 
preserved, as every subject that would 
come before the Irish Parliament remained 
within the cognizance of the Imperial Par- 
liament, but really the supremacy of the 
Imperial Parliament was rendered impotent 
by its being deprived of all control of the 
Irish Executive and control of the vote of 
supply for raising taxes. 

Phe creation of separate fiscal systems 
would reduco the British Government to a 
position of great instability. [Hear, hear. } 
Thon tho frish members, when present 
in the Imperial Parliament, might 
decide in favor of one policy and the House 
of Commons, in their abeonce, might de- 
cide in favor of an entirely different policy. 
It wasa philosophic absurdity to try to 
create one body with two centres of 
gravity. 

Lord Randolph then proceeded to con- 
sider the functions of the Irish legis'ature 
to bo created by the Home Rule Bill. 
The bill, Lord Randolph concluded, was 
a mass of blunders. The instinct of self 
preservation forbade Great Britain to ap- 
prove of Irish Home Rule, while offering to 
Ireland overy just concession. When the 
controversy had passed the political atinos- 
paske would be clearer and Irish Home 
Rule would become o mere recollection. 

Hearty cheers from the Conservatives 
and Liberal-Unionists groeted the close of 
Lord Randolph's address 

Mr. Morley, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
replied to Lord Randolph Churchill. 

The Opposition hat answered arguments 
for the Home Rule Bill, al 
most exclusively with prophecies To 
all theso predictions of evil there was 
one adequate reply “I do not believe 
you.” No safeguards within the compass 
of human ingeuuity would suffice to restrain 
the ovils whith the imagination of tho Op 
position had conjured up, Much had beon 
esid about the sanguine Liberal hopes. 
He could not perceive why Liberal hopes 
were not lenat substantial 
as Unionist fear Only those 
who hoped, not those who feared, saw into 
the future of civilized communities

A Witness Called to Prov That the 
Bursing of the House Wae Acol 
dental.The Hoots [Found on the 

Prisoner Aworn to ae Hie Father's. 
Brockvinin, Ont., April 19.-—-A great 
amount of interest is contered around the 
trial ot Charlos Luckey, which opened here 
yostorday There aro at least 80 wit 

nesses in town on the Luckey case alone 
Jobn J. Luckey, jr, oo brother of the 


prisoner, firmly believes that hia brother is 
not guilty and talka freely of tho evidence 
to be adduced 

The prisoner was brought into the court 
room A he 2o'clock and walked firmly 
Ho wasdressed in a noat of black 
clothes and wore a white collar and necktie. 
He has grown much stouter since his con- 
finement and now woars a mustache 

During the afternoon the prisoner evinced 
a groat deal of interest in the entire pro- 
coodings, but only once was ho affected 
by what was going on, This was when his 
sister-in-Iaw, Mra. John J. Luckey, was 
placed in the witnoss box. Mra, Luckey 
oaught the prisoner's oye and they recog 
nized each other His eyes filled with 
tears and for a while he appeared aumowhat 
downeast 

R. C. Clute of Belleville is crown prose 
eutor and J. R. Lavell of Smith's Falls ap 
poara for the prisoner 

Mra. John J, Luckey, firat 
witnoss examined, toatified that on the day 
of the tragedy Miss Mary Ano Luckey, one 
of the victitns, loft hor place about 2 o'vluck 
in tho afternoon, The witnoss rosides with 
her husband only « short distance from tho 
ill-fated house, She recalled a quarrel 
taking place between hor husband and 
prisoner about two yeara ago, when Charles 
was working for them. The prisoner loft 
aga result of the quarrel. 

Several witnesses wore called to try and 
identify a sot of false teeth found near the 
sceno of the tragedy as belonging to Mary 
Ann. 

If it could bo proved that these teoth be- 
longed to Miss Luckey, it would goa long 
way towards overthrowing any theory that 
might be setup that the burning of tho 
house was accidental, and that the victims 
were not murdered. 

The crown hoped to establish thata 
soullle took place in the yard between Miss 
Luckey and the murderer, ia which she lost 
hor teeth. 

A number testified that Miss Luckey 
wore false teoth, but no one would identify 
those found as belonging to her. . 

Andrew Parker, although a crown wit- 
ness, gave some very important evidence 
for the defence. He was a neighbor of the 
ill-fated family, residing on the opposite 
side of the road. 

He recited an account of a visit to the 
house in question some time before the en- 
actment of the tragedy, Mrs. Luckey was 
in what was known as the summor kitchen, 
where cooking is done, and at the time of 
this visit, witness says, he culled her atten- 
tion to the carcless way the stovepipes 
were connected with the chimney. ‘They 
passed within an inch of some dry lumber 
and were very disjointed at the entrance to 
the chimney. [To this he" says Mrs. 
Luckey replied: ‘Oh, we've been running 
that way for some time and no harm has 
resulted!” 

From this evidence, connected with that 
of another witness a little later on, to the 
effect that the fire was burning more fierce- 
ly in this part of the house, the defence 
will probably try to show that the fire was 
accidental. 

A number of men who were threshing at 
William Dailey’s, who also lives near the 
scene of the tragedy, were examined. They 
testified that on the day of the alleged 
murder about in the afternoon they 
heard a number of screams from a female 
voice coming from the direction of the 
Luckey house 

About 20 minutes after this they saw 
smoke coming the same direction, and going 
over found the house iu flames. These 
Wituesses clescribed the finding of the char- 
rod remains of the three vietima. 

One of the threshers, Ansley 
art, says that on San lay, July 7, while 
sitting with the deceased, Jolin Luckey, in 
church, he took partigular notice of u pair 
of boots worn by the dead inan. 

This man’s evidence was very unportant, 
as it has contended that a pair of 
boots taken from the plisoner when arrest- 
el bolonged to his father. This witness 
identiliod the boots produced in court as 
the pair worn by Mr. Luckey in church.

Mr, E. BF. Clarke gavo comparative statis- 
tics on tho matter, The system had beon 
tried in England, had been condemned by 
John Bright, bad proved a failure 
aud had been taken off the statute 
books. If the Government had wished 
to give the system a fair trial, why bad they 
notexteuded it to Huron, Bruce, Simcoe and 
five otlier constituencies, electing three mem- 
bers each? I¢ the principle were good in a 
general election, it should be so in a bye- 
election, The two byeelections in Toronto 
bal directed attention to its untairness At 
the general election of 1890 in Poronte 5350 
votes had been cast for the Reform canii- 
11,000 for tha two Conservatives. 
Comparing it with the eight constituencies 
before referred to, in these 4 0 votes bal 
been for the Government, 80,070 for the 
Opposition, i.e, 13 votes for the Opposition 
to every 15 for the Government. Yet, the 
Government bad 18 supporters in these con- 
stituencies, the Opposition 6 only. In 1885 
the unit of representation was 21,621. ‘Lor- 
onto had then 95,000 people. It had since 
doubled, Surely it was entitled to at least 
four members. Half the “constituencies 
supporting the Governinent bad an average 
of 18,000 peo) le, 5000 Jess than the unit, The 
averaze population of the 52 Government 
acats was 21,100, that ot the Opposition 22,- 
125. The unit of representation in Toront: 
was 658,158. Mr. Clarke theo compared 
the urban and rural representations, 
The unit for the five cities, inclu ting 
Toronto, was 43, excluding it 31,517. 
These cities sent seven tiembers to 
tbe Local House, to the Dominion 9. "Yoron- 
to would soon bave four in the Dominion 
House, although for Dominion pur; oses 
144,413 was the city’s voting population, 
Torunto had more votes than the seven Cabi- 
net constituencies put together; it bad one- 
half the votes of the province aud one-third 
or its representation.

ACKNOWLECGED HE STOLE. 


Androw ‘*wirtz Kecelives m Sentence of 
Six Months’ Imprisonment, 


Toronto, April 20.—In the Criminal 
Assizs Court yesterday Autrew Swartz, 
against whom the grand jury brought 
in a true bill for burglary ,and 
larceny, was put upon bis trin! for breaking 
into and stealing some boards and a number 
of smaller articles from an empty house be- 
longing to John L, Davis of North Toronto.

IRON SMELTING. 
Hamilton MerritUa Interesting Talk 
Members of the Canadinu Inatitate. 


Toronto, April 20.—Papers on “Char- 
coal Trou Smelting” were read at the 
Canadian Institute last night by Messrs. 
Hamilton Merritt and Arch. Blue, 
It was stated that some 890 men are direct] 
and indirectly employed in connection with 
the one new charcoal blast furnace at 
Radnor in obtaining the ore, making and 
hauling the charcoal, smelting the iron and 
sonding the product to market. It was 
pointed out that there are also two furnaces 
at Druminondville, making three smelting 
furnaces iu allin the Province of Quebec, 
The details of ore composition, nianufacture 
of charcoal accessories to the blast furnaces 
and supsrior quality of product all 
alluded to, and specimens were exhibited, 

The fact was mentioned that this valuable 
industry bas boon established in Quebeo 
since 1737, and that in the first instance it 
had been stimulated by an advance of 100,000 
livres by the Fronch king, It was shown 
thatthe supply from these furnaces was 
but as a drop in tho bucket to the amount of 
fron used in Canada, and that while we use 
iv Ontario sume $6,000,000 worth of iron and 
ateol overy year, made outside of Canada, we 
bave notone amolting furnace in the pro- 
vince, though tho natural conditions re 
quisite to create and maiotain the industry, 
whioh has been established in Quebeo, aro tn 
most respects superior in Ontario, And the 
freighé alone from the Quobec furnaces to 
Toronto Is about $2.50 a ton

The only witness 
identifies the prisoner 
Jobn Polk. Mr. Polk says he waa r 
ing from Smith's Falls ubout7 o'clock in 
the evening and passed the prisoner 
onthe road going in the opposite 
direction, Mr. Polk then went 
down to the soeno of the tragedy, 
and learning that a man resembling the one 
he met had been scen in the vicinity ot the 
place he returned to Smith's Falla and in 
cidentally mentioned to Mr. Wallis, tho 
hotel man, what he saw. Mr. Willis told 
him he had this very man in the hotel and 
it was decided to notify Chiof of Police 
MoGowan. 

John Corbett, a barber in Mr, Willis’ 
hotel, described some curious actiona of the 
prisoner. He says Luckey entered his 

p about Il o'clock and was 80 
pale ftliwt the witness remarked that 
he looked bad, ‘To this the prisonor 
replied that ho was sick, The barber says 
the prisoner appeared vory restless during 
the whole operation, and when he was 
about half through going over his face a 
second time, he got up and out of the chair 
and said that would do, In going out, the 
witness ‘says, he staggered against the door 
casing, but he did not appear to be drank 

Mr. Willis and John R. Polk, who were 
present when the arrest was made, de- 
scribed the prisoner's actions. At first he 
said his name was Charles Kingsley and 
that he was out on the Newbliss 
road as for as a certain house 
that is about one mile from the scene of the 
fire. The prisoner told the witness he saw 
a fire, but thought it was o haystack. 

After awhile the prisoner said to Mr. 
Willis: Itell you what it is, boys, iny 
name is not Charles Kingsley, it is Charles 
Luckey. Ihave just got out of Central 
Prison and don’t want my friends to know 
this way. He further 
said that ho did not see his father and did 
not want to see hin. 

Chief McGowan of Swith’s Falls gave 
some very interesting testimony, Ho found 
$25.75 on the prisoner. He noticed one 
bill in particular, which ie of the Bank of 
Ontario. This is a bill which it is expected 
that Mr. Devlin of Ottawa will identify as 
one he paid the deceased Luckey a few days 
before the tragedy. The Chiof says that 
after the prieoner had been placed in the 
colls he said he had thrown away a pair of 
boots on his way back to Swmith’s Falls. 
These were secured and, the chief says, fit 
exactly into some marks found in the mud 
in the bush near the ill-fated house. While 
in jail the prisoner told the witness that ho 
for the gaiters he carried in Toronto, 

ringing two pairs of boots with him from 
that place. 

The witness said that while he was at the 
scene of the fire he found a block at the 
barn with some blood stains and a cougle of 
chickens’ heads lying around. This piece 
of evidence will probably be used by the 
defence to prove that the blood stains found 
on the axe in the shed were caused by kill- 
ing chickens, and not in the despatch of 
the victims, 

A nutnber of peraons who visited the jail 
in Smith’s Falls while the prisonor was 
there and had interviews with him were 
called,

said he saw the prisoner Sunday morning 
and talked with him. The prisoner 
told the witness that he watched the fire 
from a fance about half a mile away. gHe 
asked Luckey how he could stand around 
when his father, mother and sister wero 
being burned up. The prisoner replied 
that his sister could not be burned, as she 
was in Manitoba. The only occupants of 
the house were his father, mother and 
grandmother. 

It was shown by tho evidence yestor 
day that the prisoner's sister was 
in Winnipeg when he was sent to 
the Central Prison, and his grandmother 
died also while he was continod, 

John Gilroy of Smith’s Falls also had a 
conversation with the prisoner. This wit- 
ness gave some of the most important evi 
dence of the trial. He says the prisoner 
acknowledged to him that he had been 
down to hia father’s home on the day of 
the tragedy. ; 

William McGillivray, a Smith's Falls con 
stable, also gave some important testi 
mony. While the prisoner was in the lock 
up the witness gays tho prisoner also told 
him that he was at his father’s 
place before they got up in the morning 
He did not see them ant eran to the bush 
The prisoner told Mr. McGilivray he went 
down with the intention of scoing bjs 
father, but did not do sons ho was aslian@l 
as he had just got out of the prison 

During the interview the witness says ho 
asked the prisoner about the murder to 
which he replied; *'I do not think I did it,’ 
and then thinking a momaut anid: “TI am 
positive I did not do it,” 

When this witness concluded it was 
about 6 o'clock, so the jadge adjourned for 
the night. The opposing counsels had a 
short conference und agreed to try and get 
the evidenco all in on Thursday, The ad- 
dresses to the j ry will therefore not be 
sterted until Friday.

These are seb forth as the merits of the 
Orange mutual benefit association, and we 
know that the charitable principles of the 
Orange soclety are right. 

Let us now look ab the other slde of this 
mutual benefit association. 1n other Ineur- 
ance companies, a very great number of 
member cease, after a time, to make the 
preecribed payments, whether yearly or 
oftener, and as a consequence their names 
are removed from the records of the com- 
pany, and this fs what they call a lopse, 
The lapses in the straight line Canadian 
companies in 1890 exceeded ten millions of 
dollars ; In 1891 they exceeded nine millions 
of dollars, and in 1892 they reached nearly 
eleven milllons of dollars, These are very 
large amounts, and the number of members 
so lapsing must be correspondingly large. 
Now as a very large number of our brother 
Orangemen who join this soclety are poor 
men, bub men who cheerfully deprive 
themselves of many of the comforts of life, 
that they may leave $1,000 to com- 
fort the family when they are no more 
with them, and so many of theee brethren

R. Birmingham was understood to say at 
Tweed on the 8th of March last at the ses: 
slou of the Orange Grand Lodge of Oatarlo 
East that 25 per cent of those who joined 
the soclety Japsed. Others have made the 
lapses proportionately much greater, even 
to exceed 50 percent. Now the arguments 
thab may be made use of to induce the 
brethren to join an insurance soclety which 
is fathered by such an Influential. ond 
respectable asso>lation as the Orange Grand 
Lodge of British America are almost, if nob 
quite, Irresistible. Hence such a soclety 
as time goos on ought to number 20,000 or 
30,000 membors or more, and if one-third 
of 30,000 should lapse after having paid 
to the soclety an average of only 
$100 each, there woald be a lapse 
fand of a million of dollars; or if 
only 25 per cent., as Bro. Birmingham puts 
{t, the lapse fand would be $760,000, but 
if the lepse fund should be only a quarter 
of a million of dollars, {tb fs a very large 
amount of money belonging to a fund not 
needed to pay death clalms—because, as wo 
have seen, the foundation of thla soclety Is 
nob Jald In qaickeands or any other chance 
or guess work, but on the solld rock of 
corteinty, for the sams pald monthly 
through life by the members who do not 
lapse is amply sufticlent to pay all death 
claims and other necessary expences.

Should not our pour distressed brethren 
who contribute the fund have at least a 
part of fb returned to them? Is {t not do- 
ing them a wrong to refuse to do so}

Sheuld uvlv the agent intimate to 
brethren applying for Insurance, who haye 
only their dally labor to depend on for the 
payment of monthly fees, the possibility, 
1 may eny, the probability of losing tholr 
monoy?

April Snow. 

The light eanow in April, sach as that 
which fell on Friday night and Saturday,ts 
often called the poor farmer's manure, [bt 
ls the carbonic acld gas taken In by the 
snow in its passage through the air that 
gives ib partly ite manurlal value. Such 
snow has probably more fortilizing propor: 
tles than have the heaviest falls of snow in 
midwinter, becsuse warm weather liberates 
mors ammonis, which ts absorbed by 
the largo porous flakes. A 
warm, summor rain takes moro of this 
ammonia, because in summor thore ls more 
ammonia lin the atmosphere. The amount 
of this fertillger brought to the earth by 
rains and snows Ile considerable, bub it

Delegates representing the various tem: 
perance organizations in 
the province came” scurrying 1a on wll the 
ing traias in response to the urgent 
cal ouvention issued by Rey, William 
Keitlewell, Norwich, the official head of 
the Royal Templars of Temperance, 

The convention opened in Richmond Hall 
at2o'clock in the afternoon, with about 
300 euthasastic devoteos of the cause pre- 
sent. 

Altera session of halfan hour the com- 
mittee submitted the following: 

That thie convention ja gratitie’ to learn 
that Mir, Gearce FP. Marter, MPP ., has in- 
troduced a bill in the Ontario Legislature 
providing for the withdrawal of the sanction 
of Jaw from the retail liquor trafilc 
nud the abolition of the retail 
sole of intoxicatiug drinks, and we 
hereby strongly indorse Mr. Marter’s action 
and call upon the friends of temperance in 
tle House, irrespective of party, to support 
his bill 

That we hold the Government of this pro- 
viuice responsible for the continuance of the 
liquor traffic within its jurisdiction, 

Chat we will not bo satisiled with any 
measure that does not withdraw the sanctiou 
oflaw and the protection of government 
from a traffic which is at war with every 
right, interest and virtue of the community, 

Aud we bereby protest aguinst auy men- 
sure, the tendency of whioh will be to post- 
poné direct and immediate action or that 
willin any wise evade the direct issue of 
provincial prohibition, 

This convention declares its unalterable 
loyalty to the total and natioual prohibition 
of the liquox traffic, and appreciates proviu- 
cial prolibition as a most important step in 
that direction. 

We willwatch with the greatest interest 
the division list on Mr. Marter’s bill with a 
view to our future political action, 

Rey. Dr. Muckay, Rev. William Kottle- 
well, W, W. Buchananand Chairman Wat- 
kins were nppointed as the spokesinen of 
the deputation to Sir Oliver, after which 
the conyeution adjourued, to meet at 7 
o'clock in the Buildings, 

At 7.05 p.m, the Premier, with Messrs. 
Hardy, Harcourt, Gibson and Bronson 
of his faithful Cabinet filed in and lined up 
at the western end of the room. Mr. Mar- 
ter was there, and Messrs. Tait, Gilmour, 
Whitney, Balfour, Willoughby and Davis. 
They regarded the matter stoically, as did 
also Mr. Spence, who had probably an idea 
of what was coming. 

Rey, William Kettlewell atepped for- 
ward, gave Sir Oliver an account of the 
meoting held in the same room a week ago 
Monday, emphasized the earnestness of the 
couvention called to show tho legislators 
which way the wind blew, and stated sub- 
stantially what has already appeared in 
the rosolution. He pointed ont that 
the great ecolesiustical bodies of the 
United States and Canada had en- 
dorsed the axiom that the liquor 
trattic could uever be ‘egalized withouc sin. 
He dissected fully the moral aspects of the 
case and concluded by promising Sir Oliver 
the moral support of all temperance people, 
irrespective of party, in his efforts to pass 
Mr. Marter’s bill, 

Rey. Dr. McKay of Woodstock was pa: 
cific, conciliatory even. Ho spoke with 
bent liead and reverend voice, but his closiog 
sentence contained « throat that belied his 
humble mien. He reminded Sir Oliver that 
he came from bis own constituency, where 
three quarters of the electors were in favor 
of prohibition. he imost effective portion 
of his firat temporance speech, delivered 
rome 20 years ago, wan stolon from Sir 
Oliver, who had declared that three- 
quarters of thocrime and misery of the 
world was due to the liquor traffic. 

“T have long ago forgiven you for that,” 
said Sir Oliver smilingly. 

The repeal of the Scott Act in Oxford, 
etaineel Mr. McKay, was no verdict 
against the law, but Against its loose en- 
forcement, Such a measure of provincial 
prohibition as they could obtain, they de- 
sired as an instalment of the total Dominion 
prohibition that they longed for. He 
quoted the decision of the Synod of Hamii- 
ton and London, which had passed a reso- 
lution to the same effect as Mr, Marter’s 
billat itsarecent soderunt, The Preaby- 
teriau Church, at loust, was sound in this 
matter, 

**Hear, lear,” said Sic Oliver, 

Concluding, Dr. McKay disclaimed any 
party intent, but ‘'we are auxious to have « 
vote taken on this measure to show where 
cach momber stands,” 

W. W. Buchanan was briof. He pointed 
to the magnificent convention of ts mper- 
ance workers on this wet day, and suid: 
“Those who are loyal to the temperance 
cause desiro to seo an immediate acttloment 
of the question.”

“T hope to bo able to maintain the power 
claimed, I will do everything in my 
power to do so, But it would be dis- 
astrous to the temperance cause to 
enact a law that we have not the 

ower to pass, that ia not valid and would 
be matter of litigation for two or three 
yoars.” Sir Oliver instanced the failure of 
tho MoCarthy Act and ended openly and 
even abruptly thus: 

“Tam telling what is unpleasant to you, 
but what is absolutely nocessary, I am 
not going to support Mr. Martec's bill at 
the present time, I may support more 
than that in the future. Why does Mr. 
Martor stop at retail? The Privy Council 
has said thero is no legal or assail- 
able distinction between wholo- 
sale and retail where the province 
is concerned. So what is the use of stop- 
ping there? If we had the power of pass- 
ing an entire prohibitory law I should be 
prepared to go in for it, I have not spoken 
the things you liked, but I have told you 
the truth.” 

When the deputation returned to Rich- 
moud Hall genuine satisfaction was ex- 
pressed at the reception the members re- 
ecivedfrom SirOliver, but the stand he took 
Upon the resolutions submitted to him as 
passed by the convention in the afternoon 
was not viewed so favorably. 

Various speakers urged those present to 
pay particular attention to the last clause 
ofethe resolution, which called on all tem- 
perance people to watch the division liat on 
the Marter bin closely and thus ascertain 
who were their friends. 

In response to a query J. J. McLaren, 
Q.C., replied that he had strong doubts as 
to the legulity of the moasures proposed by 
the Marter bill, which ho stated was not 
nearly as strong on this point as the Local 
Option law now inthe Supreme Court, He 
also alluded to the fact that by the Imperial 
Act no produce of one province could be 
shut out of another. Liquor could thus be 
brought into the province though the bar- 
room would be closed, Then again, as the 
Marter bill did not shut out the whole- 
salers, the point of class legislation might 
be taken, and well taken, too. 

The Chairman explained that Mr, Marter 
told him yesterday afternoon that he was 
willing to amend his biil to embrace the 
wholesale as weil as the retail liquor traffic. 

Rev. Dr. Mackay of Woodstock, second- 
ed by W. W. Buchanan, moved: 


That the convention, having heard the re- 
port of the deputation that waited upon the 
Government this erening, would express its 
gratification at the very courteous reception 
given to the deputation. also at the frank 
manner in which the Premier expressed 
himself and bis declaration of readiness to 
pass a probibitory law as soon as the legality 
of such legislation could bo tested, yet the 
convention regrets that the Premier should 
all at once become so doubtful on this im- 
portant subject. The convention has heard 
no reason why it should in the least recede 
from the resolutions passed hers to-day, and 
it will watch with deep interest the division 
in the Legislature on the Marter bill 


After a long debate, in which many side 
issues wero introduced, the resolution was 
finally adopted as presented, after which 
the convention adjourned.

Rome En Vete—Kinz Moambert Greets 
Kaiser Wilheim Wich a Kiss 


Rome, April 21.—The weather is bril- 
liant. Thecity is gaily decorated in honor 
of the coming 25th anniversary of the 
King’s merriage. here are some 150,000 
Visitors in tue city. ‘I'here was « grand 
military procession, the imperial and 
royal procession consisted of 17 Carriages, 
The Emperor William and King Humbert 
rode in the first carriage, Prince George 
a Wales and the Duke of York arrived to- 

ay. 

The German Emperor and Empress ar- 
rived in Rome at 1 o'clock yesterday. 
King Humbert and Queen Margherita, at- 
tended by a distinguished gathering of 
Italian|princes and nobles, met the Imperial 
Visitors at the station. 

Tho greetings between the Emperor and 
Kiug Humbert and the Empress and Queen 
Margherita were of the most cordial char- 
acter, The Euiperor and the Italian King 
kissed and embraced each other, and the 
Empress and Queen gave similar evidence 
ofmutual affection. After the greetings 
were over the procession formed for the

A POSTMASTER ABSCONDS. 


He Forges the Names of Two Mon and 
Leaves the Country, 


PENETANGUISHENE, April 21.—Louis J. 
Beaudvin was postinaster at the little vil- 
lage of St. Patrick’s, only about five miles 
from here, for along time. He also kept a 
amall store on a corner of the above village, 
and sometimes would go out on the road 
peddling drygoods und groceries with his 
team of horses, 

He did not seem to be successful in busi- 
ness, and gradually sank deeper into the 
mire until about two weeks ago he left for 
lands unknown without giving notice, 

Everybody thought Louis an honest little 
fellow and trusted him without hesitation. 
So much confidence did they pot in him 
that they elected him secretary-treasurer 
of a school section at St. Patrick, and 
never asked tor bonds of any description. 

To-day the trastees mouru his departure, 
for he has. gone with about $200 of this sec- 
tion. Heworked the scheme this way: The 
trustees had a note for $50 av the bank for 
three months and when it came due gave 
Louis instructions to go and pay this note 
and also to pay the teacher, but instead of 
doing this he, Beandoin, forged the names 
of the trustees, renewed the note, and never 
paid the teacher.

Evorything against the prisoner is of a 
purely cirouinstanotial nature, and while the 
Crown has pretty well ecatablishod the fact 
that the prisoner was on his father's pro- 
mises on the day of tho tragedy, there is 
not @ particle to ahow that the victiing were 
mutdored except the scroams heard by the 
threshers, 

John J. Luckey, jr., prisoner's brother, 
was put on the stand, and as his name was 
called a murmur of expoctanoy was audible 
among the spectators. Che prisoner was 
closely watched during his brother's evi- 
dence, and several times he was noticed to 
brush tears from his oyes 

This witness told of a 
that existed between tho father aud three 
sons & number of years ago, He osnye his 
father deeded his farm to the prisoner and 
another brother, Sam, in 1884, who in turn 

ave him a mortgage of $2500 on it. A few 
“FES after this Luckey, sr., demanded the 
property back and got it, but the witness 
never loarned the reason of the change. He 
also says that the prisoner was in ‘Toronto 
about three years ago in a hospital, suffer- 
ing from a bullet wound, and was visited 
by him (witness). As soon aa Charles was 
sufficiently recovered he was removed to 
witness’ house, where the deceased Luckoy 
visited him back and forth and appeared to 
be on tho best of terina. 

One day witness asked prisoner to 
over and visit his father, when he refused, 
and placing his hand on his back exclaimed: 
“There isa bullet there that would not be 
except for father,” This was in the spring, 
three yoars ago, ound witness’ ovidenco 
showed that shortly after he had a quarrel 
with the prisoner, who left and went to his 
father’s home aud subsequently to Ottawa. 

The witness maintains the prisoner was 
on the best of terms with his father and 
was the favorite son, 

Martin Mercier, who lives at Newbliss, 
near John Luckey, jr.’s, place, gaye some- 
what sensational evidence in regard to the 
pesceens departure for Ottawa. He says 

© was at previous witness’ place just after 
he had the quarrel with the prisoner, When 
Mercier saw Charles Luckey ho waa smash- 
ing up alot of sap buckets, and said he 
would rather do that than loave them with 
his brother, adding: ‘By God, if ever [ 
come back I’ll pay them up.” 

Walter Dicks, an Ottawa constable, 
who conducted Luckey from the court 
house to the polico station when he was 
sentenced to the Central, was pot on the 
stand. Onhis way down, the constable 
says, the prisoner told him that it was his 
father’s fault that be gotinto the scrape, 
for if he had been at home it would not 
have happened, adding, “If I get out of 
this scrape I will make 1t warm for them.” 

This closed the case for the Crown at 
about 3.30 p.m. 

The evidence for the defonce was then 
started. During the whole afvernoon they 

just endeavored to show three points: That 
the gaiters taken from tho prisoner did not 
belong to his father, to account for the 
money found on his person and to show 
that a suspicious-looking stranger ‘was in 
the vicinity of the Luckey place on the day 
of the tragedy. 

The gaiters taken trom prisoner were 
No, 7, and the defence endeavored to prove 
that the dead man took a smaller size 

George Martin, a clerk ina Smith's Falls 
boot store, testified that he remembers 

selling Luckey, sr.,a pair of long-legged 
boots in 189]. He distinctly remembers 
the transaction, because Luckey took « pair 
of 6's and returned the next day saying they 
were Loo large and gota pair of No. 5, re- 
marking that he would take 4’s if he conlil 
got a pair wide enough. 

Andrew Peroni a Smith's Falls merchant, 
gave evidence that he remembers this trans- 
action. He was in the shoe shop at the 
time and examined the boots bought by Mr, 
Luckey, and says they were fives. His at- 
tention was deawn to them by a remark of 
Mr. Luckey’s small foot. He saw Luckey 
try the boots on in the ature. 

Christina Mackie, a granddaughter of the 
deceased Luckey, living near Newbliss, 
remembers a conversation a number of years 
ago in which Mr. Luckey’s  aeimall 
feet were mentioned, She was 
at her grandfather's with two girls, 
who were together in o& room 
trying on each other's shoes. She said Mr. 
Luckey came and sail he could put on any 
shoe worn in the party. He took off his 
boot and put on hors, which was a 5. 

Miss Price, another who was also in this 
party who were trying on boots, says Mr, 

uckey put on hers, which was a pair of 
34's. The defence think this evidence 
sufficient to prove that the doud man would 
never have a pair of No, 7 guiters, and that 
therefore those found on the prisoner could 
not possibly have beeu his father’s and 
taken from the scene of the tragedy. 

One of the most important witnesses for 
defence was Ovona Rivet, an ex-convict 
who worked with Luckey in tho Central 
By his evidence they hope to account for 
the amount of money found on the prisoner. 
He says that he (Witiess) was sentenced to 
prison before Luckey and sinuggled in 20 
conts in hia mouth, He says 
that he and Luckey had tobacco 

muguled in and sold it round amoung the

A 
huge track of oak and Iron, with 
tiros elghb i{nchos wide, was do 
algned and made by W. Stanley, of Perth, 
This truck, 6,600 lbs. in weight, ts titted 
up to bear the exhibit, In the concre will 
be the mammoth choese, the largeat ever 
made. It welgha oloven tons and reqalred 
207,000 Ibs. of whole milk. Ib was made 
ab the Dominfon experimental dalry sta- 
tlon ab Perth, under Prof. Robertson's 
supervision, by J. A. Ruddick, who will 
acoompany the exhibit to Ohloago, It is 
being transported to Chicago encased in a 
mould of stool boller plate. While we wore 
gezing ab the immense cheese six feeb high 
aud nine feet In diamoter, an onlooker, im- 
pressed with tho alze of 1b, exclaimed *‘My! 
if skippers get Into that they'll be as big as 
woodchuoks.” The cheese Is already sold 
to an enterprising English dealer in pro- 
visions, Mr. Lipton, who has ninety stores 
in London and intends to extend his bual- 
ness to Canada. He will geb the cheese 
ab cost price, abou t$4,000, and Intends to 
carb it through England on the apeolal truck 
after It leaves Ohicago as an advertisement 
for his business. Ib will also serve os a 
good advertisement for Oanadilan cheose. 
A calculation shows that according to the 
consumption per head of cheese In Oanada 
an avorage family to consume this cheeso 
would have had to begin at tho time of 
Adam and would be dining on the last 
crumbs when tho Chicago World's Fair be- 
gains. The pyramida of Oanadian products 
having this cheese for a centre piece will be 
crowned with the smallest cheoge ever man- 
ufactured. Ib fs about the circumference 
of a half dollar and three quarters of an 
inch thick. There will be four immense 
cheeses of a thousand pounds each, made in 
Lancaster, Ont. These will rest on the 
four corners. Hundreds of cheese of vari- 
ous smaller sizes will be used and the whole 
decorated with appropriate Oanadlan de-

GENERAL HOSPITAL, 


A Training School for Nurses Instituted— 
Other Improvements to be Made 

A most {mportant meeting of the Advis- 
ory Board; the Hospital Board and the 
Medical Staff was held yesterday at the 
residence of Mr, Robert Tannahill. Mr,J, 
J. B. Filnt presided as chairman. The 
meoting waa called for the organization of 
a training school for nurses in connection 
with the general hospital. The meeting 
was unanimously of the opinion thatsucha 
school was necessary, and several commu- 
vications from Dr. Chamberlain, Inspector 
of Hospitals for Ontarlo, were read. The 
school was duly organized, recelving the 
name of ‘The Training School for Nursea 
in connection with the General Hospital.” 
The course prosoribed is Umited to two 
years’ attendance at the Hospital, ab the 
expiration of which period, if the examina- 
tlons are successfully passed, diplomas are 
granted, The various subjects upon which 
lectures to the school require to be given 
are surgery, medicine and medical disgases, 
obstetrics, therapeutics, phyalology, hygiene, 
dietetics, ethics of nursing, private nursing 
and general nurelog. The subjects were 
allotted tothe members of the medical staff, 
subject to re arrangement by themeelven. 
While lectures upon dietetics, ethics of 
norsing, private and general nursing aro to 
be given by the lady superintendend, Dr. 
Nash lectures on hyglone; Dr. Sprague on 
physlology; Dr. Olinton on obstetrica; Dr. 
Eakins on medicine and medical diseases; 
Dr. Gibson upon Surgery and Anatomy ; 
Dr. Tracy upon Thorapoutlos. The nurses 
receive certalr remuneration. The eatab- 
lishment of the school will be of the great- 
est benefit to the city and the surrounding 
country. Abt all times there will be present 
{n the Hospital a corps of tralned nurses, 
whose inestimable services can be procured 
in cases of serious illness: No one can Im- 
agine the difference between nursing by a 
person very anxioua to do tho best poset f’p 
for the patient, but entirely unskilled as 
elther handilog, dressing, or caring for tite 
patient, and nursing by persons who have 
received professional training for such pur- 
poses. Very soon the additional wing for 
obstetrical cases will be undertaken, supply- 
{og a great necessity for olty and country.

Toronto, April 21 Che Hlouse had 
gone into committee of supply. Mr, Clanoy 
placed his index finger on an tenon page 
10, ‘Additional inspector, $2400," Chis 
opened up the whole question of the recom 
appointment of Mr. Jamos Noxon of Inger- 
soll to that position. 

Mr, Gibson explained that the regular 
inspector was no often from the city, his 
duties had increased so largely, that it was 
decided to make an additional appointment 
The many industries in connection 
with the Contral Prison necossitated the 
constant preasuce of on inspector of 
thorough business training and mechanical 
knowledge. This was orpeceny the caso 
since the manufactuce of binder twine had 
bogun, Thore was an amount of valuable 
machinery, with 40 or 50 workmen con- 
atantly employed at this industry alone. 
Mr, Noxon, a8 an oxporienced machine 
manufacturer and business man, was con- 
sidered a most excellent choice, 

**Does the Provincial Treasurer contend 
that a prison inspector should be a mechani 
cal expert?” asked Mr, Clancy. 

Mr. Gibson said it was convenient that 
an experienced manufacturer such as Mr. 
Noxon should be attached to the Central 
Prison, He would also ave control, to 
some extent, of matters of dincipline, 

‘Whatever may become of binder twine 
the Inspector will remain,” began Mr. 
Whitney. Inspector Chamberlain, he said, 
had served for many arduous vears at $2200 

erannum. Lately that had been raised 

00, but the new man began with $2400. 
‘Must wo pay $2400 a year for an inspector 
of binder twine whose duties lie within the 
walls of one building?” 

The itoratton of the words binder 
twine prompted Mr. Waters to_ ask 
his loaders a question. First, 
howevor, he defended the appointment of 
Mr. Noxon as a moat suitable man, who, in 
his experience with harvesters and mowers, 
had necessarily an intimate knowledge ot 
binder twine. Then, reverting to the burn- 
ing question of binder twine, he exprossed 
his hope that the Government, in putting it 
on the market, would dispose of it in such 
& way as toreach the farmer consumer at 
the least possible price, 

“T would like to ask the Government if 
the machinery used at the Central Prison is 
able to manufacture flax binder twine as 
woll as manilla,” said Mr, Waters. 
The flax producers of Ontario, he 
continued, had to find their market 
in the United States. A market 
at the Central Prison would be more con- 
venient, A manufacturer had told him 
that ono pound of flax would run 900 feot 
of twine, while a pound of manilla struck 
its limit at 600 feet. He thought this worth 
consideration by the Government. 

‘Are there any perquisites to the office 2” 
“What does Warden Massio think ?’’ were 
the questions interjected by Mr. Marter, 
who considered Mr. Waters’ remarks o 
cunning digression. 

Mr. Froredith thought the appointment a 
violation of the act, but Mr, Gibson quoted 
a substitute clause regarding temporary ap- 
pointments that made it all right until the 
act undergoes the revision which it will 
receive during the present session. 

“Tf the appointment is temporary, wh 
have you argued about its permanency?’ 
questioned Mr, Meredith. 

The Hon. Mr. Ross opined that the dis- 
content of the Opposition arose from the 
fact that the Government had established 
an industry that would satisfy the farmers, 
break the combine and discomfit the 
schomes ‘of the Opposition. The twine 
would most satisfuctory in qua- 
lity and price. He reminded the 
Opposition that Warden Maasie had 
four hundred prisoners to look after. 
Forty or fifty unskilled prisoners with o 
predisposition to damage machinery in 
their charge were engaged on the binder 
twive industry. The importation of raw 
material, the seilinu, shipping and dispos- 
ing of the maunfsetured product were other 
matters requiriag management and in- 
spection, aud accordingly Mr, Noxon had 
been appointed. 

Sir Oiver also explained that binder 
twine had cone to stay, that its successful 
manufacture needed supervision, The pro- 
per Lime for the Opposition to object was 
when there was no job for the man. 

In reply to Mr. Meredith as to the modus 
voudendi the Provincial Treasurer stated 
that they would-take the shortest possible 
road to reach the farmer atthe smallest 
possible price. ‘fo divulge anything further 
at the present titne would be a violation of 
public policy. **I can assure the honorable 
goullemen, however, that no arrangoment 
has been made with any individual or firm 
to handle our binder twine.” 

The inspector's salary then passed. 

It was strictly routine foataee that 
caused an evening session of the Legislature 
last night.

storm to water the wild flowers down in 
the grass. 

Good resolution, reformatory effort, will 
not effect the change, It takes a mightier 
armand a mightier hand to bend evil 
habits than the hand that bent the bow of 
Ulysees, and it takes astronger lasso than 
ever held the buffalo on the prairie. Aman 
cannot go forth with any human weapons 
and contend successfully against these

Having been converted, he asked the Lord 
to teach him how to bear himaclf toward 
that business antagonist, and he was im- 
pressed with the fact that it was his duty 
when a customer asked for a certain kind of 
goods which he had not, but which he knew 
his opponent had, to recommend him to go 
to that store. I suppose that it is about 
the hardest thing the man could do; but 
boing thoroughly converted to God, he re- 
solved todo that very thing, and being 
asked for acertain kind of goods which he 
had not, he said; “You go to such and 
such a store and you will get it.” After a 
while, merchant number two found these 
customers coming, so sent, and he found 
also that merchant number one had been 
brought to God, and he sought the same re- 
ligion, Now they are good friends, and 
good neighbors, the grace of God entirely 
changing their disposition. 

“O!" says some one, ‘I have a rough, 
jagged, impetuous nature, and religion can’t 
do anything for me.” Do you know that 
Martin Luther and Robert Newton and 
Richard Buxter were impetuous, all con- 
suming natures, yet the grace of God turned 
them into the mightiest usefulness? O! 
How many who have be-n pugnacious, and 
hard to please, and irascrible, and moro 
bothered about the mote in their neighbor's 
eye than about the beam like ship-timber 
in their own eye, have been entirely chang- 
ed by the grace of God, and have found out 
that “godliness is prolitable for the life 
that now is as well us for the life which is 
to come.” 

Peter, with nature tempestuous as the 
aea that he once trict to walk, at one look 
of Christ went out and wept bitterly.

from God, ought to be an t 
drive you to Him. The best place for a 
skilful doctor isin a neighborhood where 
they are all poor doctors, the beat place 
for an enterprising merchant to open his 
store is in a place where the bargain-mak- 
ere do not understand their business ; and 
the best place for you who want to become 
the illustrious and complete Christian—the 
best place for you isto come right down 
among Us who are so incompetent and in- 
consistent sometimes. 

| Other persons apologize for not becoming 
Christians because they Inck time. As 
though religion muddled the brain of the 
accountant, or tripped the pen of the au- 
thor, or thickened the tongue of the orator, 


or workened the arms of the mechanic. or 
scattered the briefs of the lawyer, or inter- 


rupted the sales of the merchant. They 
bolt their store doors Sgainst it, and fight 
it back with trowels and with yard sticks, 
and cry, ‘‘away with your religion from our 
store, our office, our factory !” 

They do not understand that religion in 
this workaday world will help you to do 
anything you ought todo. It ean lay a 
keel, it can sail a ship, it can buy a cargo, 
it can work a pulley, it can pave «a street, 
it can fit a wristband, it cau write a consti- 
tution, itcan marshal a host. It is as ap- 
propriate to the astronomer as his tele- 
scope ; to the chemist as his laboratory ; to 
the mason as his plumb-line ; to the carpen- 
ter as his plane; to the chil as his mar- 
bles ; to the grandfathor as his staff, 

No time to be religious here! You have 
no time not to be religious. You might as 
well have no clerks in your store, no books 
in your library, no compass on yourship, no 
rifle in the battle. no hat for your head, no 
coat for your back, no shoes for your feet. 
Better travel on toward eternity barehead 
and barefooted and houseless and homeless 
and friendless, than to go through life with- 
out religion. 

Did religion make Raleigh any less of 
a statesman, or Havelock any less of a 
soldier, or Grinnell any less of a mer- 
chant, or West any less of a painter? 
Religion is the best sccurity in every 
bargain, itis the sweetest note in every 
6ong, it is the brightest gem in every coro- 
net. Notimeto be sick. to be tronbled, 
to die. Our world is only the wharf from 
which we are to embark for heaven No 
time to secure the friendship of Christ. 
No time to buy aJamp and trim it for that 
walk through the darkness which other- 
wise will be illuminated only by the white- 
ness of the tombstones. No time to educate 
the oye for heavenly aplendors, or the hand 
for choral harps, or the ear for everlasting 
songs, or the soul for honor, glory and im- 
mottality. One would think we bad time 
for nothing elec.

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EXPLOSION IN A MINE. 


Nine Men Killed—The Heads 
Thetr Modles, 


Betre, Mont, April 22.—At 9.30 o'clock 
yoaterdey morning the timbers of the pump 
station at the 500-foot level of the silver 
bow shatt, No. 2, belonging to the Butte 
and Boston Mining Company caught fire. 

Before an alarm could, be sent through 
the mine nine men working in the slopes 
and levels were suffocated by smoke and 

as. Their nomes are; Edward Pascoe, 

ichard Andrews, S, Rovetta, Frank Ger- 
ard, Richard Trembath, Thomas Gray, 
James Nattio, Antonio Beaya, Evan Peughs, 
All were miners. F 

The glycerine house of the Climax Pow- 
der Company blew up, killing I'rod. Badger, 
George Lyons and William King. The 
latter was blown to atoms, 

The force of the exp'osion severed the 
heads from the bodies of Badger add Lyons 
and the trunks were horribly mutilated, 
presenting a horrible sight. The cause of 
the explosion was not given. 

The disrster is said to have originated by 
the explosion of a lamp of which four 
were kept lighted at the station. 

The timbers were very dry and when the 
blaze started 1t wpread with such rapidity 
that the miners in the shafs nearly 15,000 
feet distant has barely time to escape from 
the gas, which forms its way through a 
connecting cross cot at the 400 feet level 

That the tire may be extinguished as 
soon a8 possible aud the bodies of the mon 
recovered, the shaft in which the fire 
started was flooded with water. 

Tho silver bow mine No. 2 of the Brittle 
& Boston Co, has not been actively operat- 
ed for soveral inonths, but nine men have 
been working thereon each shaft in do 
velopment work, 

Johu Kramer, puinpman at the 500-foot 
level, went to the surtace for oil, Ho ro- 
turned to the station but almost instautly 
gave his signal to hoist. Hoe 
reached the surfac> badly burned 
and blistered. He said saw

Lendon, April 22.—The Home Rule bill 
passed its seound reading last night by a 
majority of 45 


The mewhora of the House of Commons 
flocked to the House early yesterday to secure 
seats for the floal pucounter over the second 
reading of the Home Rule bill 

Dr. C, K. Tannor, Nationalist taember for 
Middle Cork, waa the first to arrive, Several 
other Nationalists and sevoral representatives 
of the Ulster Unionists followed Dr Tanner 
clowely, and many other mombers were in 
thoir seata much more promptly than usual. 

Dr. Tanver bad a special reason for being 
early besides bin interest in tho Home Rule 
bill. Ho was intrusted with the plonsing 
duty of prosenting to Prime Minister Glad- 
atone, 18 soon as Mr, Gladstone should ar 
rive, a beautiful bouquet of flowers sent 
from Ireland, and accompanied by tho in- 
scription: “All blessings and power to the 
friend of poor and distressed Ireland. May 
God prosper you.” 

Upon the opening of business 
House William O'Brien asked 
Gladstone had received a_ resolution 
adopted and bigned by the Mayor and 
aldermon of Cork approving the establish 
ment of an Irish Partiatio itin Dublin 

Mr. Gladstone repliod; "You, T had much 
pleasure in receiving the resolution, all the 
more as lam informed that it expressed the 
uniform views of all corporate bodies in 
Ireland.” 

Mr. T. W. Russell, Unioniat,South Tyrone, 
asked if Mr, Gladstone knew that baif the 
members of municipal council of Cork wore 
absont when the resolution was adopted! 

Mr, O'Brien sprang to his feet, and with 
considerable vohomence said: “That is not 
a fact,” 

Mr. Gladstone calmly repliod to Mr, 
Russell's question, saying, ‘Tho resolution 
at least expresses the fooling of a great ma- 
jority of the Irish municipal councils.” 

Mr, Gladstove added that the Home Rule 
bill wae certain to pass its second reading 
to-night, and that it would go\to the com- 
mittee May 4. This was reoeived with 
cheers. 

The Rt. Hon. Sir Hoory James, Liboral- 
Unionist, member for. Bury, addressed the 
House in opposition to the Home Rule bill 
He said that the Premier had spoken of the 
wrongs of Ireland, What wrongs, asked Sir 
Heary, could not be remediod by Jovislation 
of a democratic parliament? Surely the Im- 
perial Parliament found a democracy best 
able to settle Irish grievances, Land Leag- 
uers and Jandlords. 

Apart from the control of the [Imperial 
Parliament to whom would the government 
of Ireland gof It would be in the hands of 
those now forming a (‘majority of 
the Irish representatives, men drawn 
from the Land League aud proved to be con- 
spirators against luw. These men would 
take place aud power with the determination 
to sweep out of Ireland the landlords, whom 
they regarded as an Ejiglish garrison. ' 

“Talk of the bill as a foal settlement,” ex- 
claimed Sir Henry, “it is simply a measure 
to enable a section of Irish agitators to deal 
as they may choose with the country. It is 
dractically a repeal of the uniou und an 
epitaph on the supremacy of the Imperial Par- 
Mament. Ivstead of boing a message 
of peace between the two countries it isa 
message of war, lhere mizht for some time 
be armed peace, but if it should require the 
interference of the military in order to en- 
foroe it, where could real peaco bet 

The bill surpusses the ingouuity of man in 
devising proposals to bring the law into con- 
tempt. There is nota man in Irelaud who 
could not set ita provisions at defiance. 
Neither could the judges enforce it. (Hear, 
hear.) Had tho bill becn explained to Enclish 
constituencies the present Government could 
never have obtained éven a limited Bugiisy 
winority in support of it, nor would the 
Prime Minister, who is trsing to pass the 
mousure solely thronch Irish votes, ever 
again have sat on & Governmwnent bench, 

Sfr Henry Juines was heartily applauded 
at the close by tho Conservative and Liberal- 
Unionist members, 

Early 11 the evening the debate was moon 
polizod by the minor wembers, Vheir 
speeches were featureless and by Y o'clock 
the banchos were nore than Lalf empty,

Mr, Balfour rose shortly before 11 o'clock. 
A longer period tad never beon occupied 
with the second reading of a bill, be said 
than had bown allowed forthe present debate, 
The subject was of such transcendant import- 
ance, however, thatnobody could say that 
the discussion hail been too much prolonged, 

The Liberals might flatter themselves 
that they culy Inying the first 
stepping to a syatem of 
federation, Somo seemed even to court 
such an iinputation, No man, however, bad 
the audacity to como forward in the House 
with the details of such a plan. 

Nomau durod contend that within the 
narrow limits of the two islands, four as 
semblies, with four executives could he 
operative in harmony with one Imperial 
Parliament. He bimself could not believe 
that this childisly iimitation of the United 
Btates constitution would ever commond it- 
self to HS heed of the British people. 
[Cheors.) 6 therefore would put the 
fedoration idea aside as not immediute to the 
discussion. 

Tho Home Role bill bad been brought for- 
ward to meet the Liberal party’s necessities, 
which were connectod with Irish agitation 
and Irish orime. [Hear \hear.] Nevor bad 
such an juiportant constitutional chanze 
been proposed with such flimsy reasons. 
Substantial arguments for the Necessity of 
the measure coull be enumerated ou’ the 
fingers of one hand, Two of these arguments 
were that the union had fail- 
ed and that coercion had failed. 

Mr. Balfour then arguod at some lencth to 
prove that coercion in Ireland had been pro- 
ductive of beneficent results ant that under 
the last Salisbury Cabinet the union was be- 
cowlug tranquil, Agrarian crimein Ifeland 
was & nationul disease of anclent growth. It 
was nota product of the union of Irelauc 
and England. Such a contention ignored 
history, Agrarian crime began before tbe 
union, and after the uuion it had to be trent- 
ed with the mothods long used Against it 
Under tbe union the treatment bad been 
snore successful and agrarian crime bad de 
creased. 

Mr. Balfour wus interrupted by confusion 
among the Irish wembers, and upon resum- 
ing his sperch roponted with ompbasis that 
agrarian crinio it) Ireland was at its worst 
before the union, rhis statoment evoked 
loud cries of **No!” **Fulse!” and “Shame!”

The Protestants of Ireland 00 years ago 
had opposed the union, but now wore dofend 
ing it Why not hope, then, that a goner- 
ation hence the Catholios, too, would bo 
reconciled toixn “If you commit this great 
political crime,” said Mr, Balfour in closing 
his speech, “you make yoursolves respon- 
sible for an irreparable national disaster, 
and all hopes of a peaceful and united Ireland 
will vanish forever.” 

Prolonged cheera and counter cheers fol- 
lowed: this peroration. 

During the demonstration ssveral of 
the Conservatives left for luncheon and 





their places were filled almost instantly by 
waiting Nationalists Prince Christian 
joined the Prince of Wales in tho peers’ 
gallery, and Sir William: Haroourt took bis 
place on the treasury benoh. 

As Mr, Gladstone rose to address the 
House the cheering was renowed, Like Mr. 
Balfour, he wasin spleadid form. His voice 
was clearer and fuller than before during 
the session, and his movements gave evi- 
dence of unusual energy ond carnostnons. 

The principal weapons of the Opposition, 
he said, wore bold assertion, porsiatent ex- 
aggoration, eonstant misconstruction and 
copious arbitrary and baseless prophecies. 
Truo there were conflicting foancial ar- 
rangemonts to be dealt *with, but among the 
difficulties nothing oxisted which ought to 
abash or terrify mon desirous to accomplish 
a great object, For the first time in 90 yoars 
the bill would secure the supremacy of Par- 
Hiamont as founded upon right as well as 
backed by power. The leaders before the 
whole house had accepted the bill in good 
faith. 

The Opposition had evaded steadfastly the 
real question of the second reading. How 
must Ireland be governed if this bill be re- 
jected? Lord Salisbury bad asked for 20 
years of coercion, but as the policy of con- 
verting Ireland to Protestantism inaugurated 
under Queen Elizabeth had failed down to 
the present time what was there for hope 
that but 20 years more it would succeed? 

The late Goveroment had started witha 
majority of 120, Neither the children nor 
gravdcuildren of this generation would see 
such a majority again. Yet the whole 
fabric of their policy had failed, 
and what cuarantes was there that it would 
not fail again? 

The presont bill sought to close a contro- 
versy that bad lasted for centuries, Under 
its provisions Ireland would start on anew 
basis, with all the recollections of the past 
effaced. Everything hitherto demanded by 
Iroland had been refused because she was 
viewed with distrust aod disbelief. Her loyal 
acceptance of the present bill should 
cause distrust and disbelief to vanish 

There had been no dis-affection of the 
Trish mind since the door of hope had been 
opened. The persistent distrust of the Irish 
despite all they could do came simply to this 
—that they were to be pressed bolow the 
level of civilized mankind, When the boon of 
self-government was given to the British 
colonies was Ireland alone to be excepted 
fromits blessings? To deny Ireland home 
rule was to say that she lacked the ordinary 
faculties of humanity 

Mr. Gladstone’s closing words wore: "You 
cannot be surprised that we have under- 
takon the solution of this great question and, 
as on the one hand it isnot the least of the 
arduous offorts of the Liberal party, so on 
the other band it will have it place in bis- 
tliat and not remote, but early history 
as not the loast durable, fruitful and blessed 
among its accomplished act.” 

Mr. Morley, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
moved tht closure aud it was adopted with- 
out division. 

William Saunders, Radical for Walworth 
division of Newington, who threatened to 
bolt to the Opposition, changed his mind at 
the last momepvtand went into the lobpy 
with the Ministerialists. 

As, Mr. Gladstone returned from the lobby 
Liberals and Nationalists arose and cheered 
and wavod their hats, 

The announcement that the bill had passed 
the second reading by a vote of 347 to 304 
was tho signal for more cheering and hat- 
waving.

Wasuinetoy, April 24.—A prominent 
Democrat senator, whose relations with

“1 was assured,” said the Senator,

One result of the gold scare has been to 
cause a good deal of quiet discussion 
among tho statesmen left at the Capitol of 
the necessity for an extra session of Con- 
gress.” . 

To a representative of the Preas Associa- 
tion the Presidént said to-night; 

“The inclinations on the part of the pub- 
lic to accept newspaper roports concerning 
the intentions of those charged with the 
management of our national finances seems 
to justify my einphatic contradiction of 
the statement that the redemption of 
any kind of treasury notes, except in gold, 
has atany time been determined upon or 
contemplated by the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury orany other member of the present 
Administration. The President and his 
Cabinet are absolutely harmonious in the 
determination to exercise every power con- 
ferred upon them to maintain the public 
credit, to keep the public faith, and to 
preserve the parity between gold and silver, 
and between all financial obligations 
of the Government, while the law of 
1880, forcing the purchase of a fixed amount 
of silver every month, provides that the 
Secretary of the Treasury, in bis discretion, 
may redeem in either gold or silver the

Oarlisio Wants Authority, 

Wasutnoton, April 24.—The gold re- 
serve, which was depleted, was intact 
Saturday, offers aggregating nearly $4,000,- 
000 having been received and accepted by 
the Sa af Secretary Carlisle stated 
that the Treasury would continue the 
policy now being pursued of paying gold 
for Treasury coin notes. 

When the day clowed the Treasury De- 
partment had to its credit slightly over 
700,000 in free gold. It is expected that 
this will be increased Monday, as there is a 
disposition shown by western bankers to 
help the Treasury swell its gold balance. 
Several banks in New York, too, are 
stated to have turned in gold for green- 
backs. 

There is a better feeling, tempoarily at 
least, and the fact that no bad result has 
ocourred from dipping into the greenback 
gold reserve leads to tho belief that none 
will occur unless it is found necessary 
to repeat the proceeding. 

It is anticipated here that large ship- 
ments of gold will be inade this eek: large 
enough if the present information is correct 
to again wipe out the free yold and invade 
the gold reserve, No official information 
of these shipments has reached the trea- 
sury, but the reports come from sources 
osually correct. 

In case the shipments are made there is 
nothing to indicate that Secretary Carlisle 
will not do as he did yesterday—invade the 
gold reserve to meet all demands. 

There ina question as to the authority 
of the Secretary of tho ‘Treasury to issue 
bonds under present circumstances, and al- 
though the decided weight of opinion lies in 
favor of the proposition, it should also be 
borne in mind that if the Secretary decided 
in tho affirmative he is still bound to issue 
only bonds of the old rates, namely, 4, 44 
and 5 per cent. instead of 8 per cent. bunds, 
which it is said to be possible to float 

In this connection aud us evidencing the 
Seoretary’s feelings in the matter it may 
be recalled that on Feb. 18 last, when 
Senator Sherman sougit to secure tho in- 
clusion in the Sundry Civil Appropria- 
tion bill of m paragraph authorizing the 
Secretary to sell these 3 per cent. bonds 
for gold, he said that he with the other 
mombers of the Finance Committee of 
the Senate had consulted with Mr. Car- 
lisle. 

Said Senator Sherman then: ‘* While he 
(Carlisle) hopes and expecta that no con- 
tingency will arise in which he will be call- 
ed upon to acll bonds to maintain tho re- 
serve now required by law, he thinks the 
very fact of having the power to sell a 3 per 
cenk bond would probably eu: 
able avoid the necessity 
of solling bouds, Under existing 
law he could not in Sorder to maintain the 
reserve soll any other kind of bonds excopt 
those I bave named—the 4 per cent bento:

TWO MURDERERS RE-CAPTURED. 


Rohle And Palitster, WIL Returm to Their 
House of Death, 

New York, April 24.—Pallister and 
Rohle, the two condemned murderers, who 
escaped ‘Thursday night have not been 
heard of at Sing Sing, Active search has 
been kept up since 5,40 Saturday morning. 
An operator has been kept at the prison 
wire constantly, and frequent messages 
pass between Warden Brown and Superin- 
tendont Byrnes. 

The Warden said he thought the reward 
for the capture of the eseaped murderers 
ought to be increased from $250 to $1000 
in each case, This matter is entirely with- 
in the discretion of Gen, Lathrop, Super- 
intendent of State prisons, The Warden 
said 26 of the most skilled detectives in tho 
United States are on the lookout for the 
fugitives. 

‘he prison officials are undecided 
whether Pallister and Rohle escaped in a 
amall boat or traveled by land. Warden 
Brown did not think a small boat could 
have lived in such s storm as that of 
Thuraday night, and was of opinion that if 
the men did succeed in reaching Rockland 
County onthe opposite side of the river 
they hada better cnance to escape than 
they would if they had attempted to make 
their way from prison through Westchester 
County. Detective Jackson, who returned 
to the prison at a late hour last night, says 
itis hardly probable that Patlister and 
Rohle are now traveling together, and in 
all probability soon after they got away 
thoy agreed to separate, 

Jackson believes if the prisoners were 
not drowned in the Hudson Kiver in at- 
tempting to cross they are slowly making 
their way to some city, hiding in the day- 
time and traveling only by night. 

The small boat which was inissing Satur- 
day morning from the shore near the prison 
was found in the river off Larrytown early 
this morning. Officers Hulse, Murpby, 
Glynn and Maher are on the suspended liat, 
and will not be reinstated, if ot all, till the 
matter has beon thoroughly investigated. 
Glynn is sergeant of the night guard, and 
bus heretofore been regarded as one of the 
best keepers in the prison, A few months 
ago he shot a convict dead as he was 
crawling through the bent bars of the prison 
windows. 

Carlyle W. Harris said Saturday he 
could see from his cell door the struggling 
between Pallister, Rohle and Keepers Mur- 
phy and Hulse, 

arris wrote three lotters yesterday, one 
addressed to Warden Brown, another to 
Keeper Canaughton and a third to Prison 
Physician Irwin, relating to what occurred 
in the death house at the time of the es- 
capo. Tho contents are not divulged.

They repeated in concert 
in the Kaflir language the Lord's prayer, 
and Mr. Josiah Semouse, in Intelligent 
Eoglish, on behalf of the chalr, thanked 
the school for the kindness shown to them, 
ond expreased thoir gladness at being in a 
Osnadian Sunday School, and thelr joy at 
knowing of the same God and His Son. 
The spokesman of the choir is a native of 
Basutoland and at one time fought against 
the English, and of whom the story ts told 
that soon after arriving In London, Eng- 
land, was miselng from his lodgings one 
day, and when ho returned told hie friends 
that he had nob been ablo to rest until he 
had gone to Pateraoster Row and seen with 
his own eyes the place where the Bible 
came from that had wrought such great 
and good changes amongst his countrymen. 

Rey. M. W. Maclean, M.A., ocoupted his 
pulpit agoln at both morning and evening 
services, and large congregations welcomed 
his return to actlyve work among them. 
The pastor spoke with all his old tlme 
vigor and earnestness, taking for hls morn- 
ing text Epheslans, iv:16, and for his even- 
ing text Luke, vi:10, ‘‘The Miracle of the 
Withered Hand." The cholr rendered a 
beautifal anthem by Stainer, ‘What are 
‘These Arrayed in White.” Rev. Mr, Ma- 
clean has been longer in Belleville than 
any clergyman now here, haying come to 
Belleville even before the venerable Oanon 
Barke, and he has endeared himself to all 
citizens by his manly and courteous walk 
and bearing, and by the good he and his 
estimable wife have done independently of 
the church or denomination with which 
he fs more immuediately connected.

that he had no information to that etfect, 
whereupon some of the members laughed. 

Thomas Sexton, anti-Parnellite for North 
Kerry, asked Mr. Asquith, Home Seore- 
tary, inthe absence of Mr. Morloy, Irish 
Secretary, whether the attention of the 
Government had been directed to the Bel- 
fast riots, If so, what measures had been 
taken to preserve pence and whether the 
speeches of the eminent politicians 
who had instigated tho riots would 
be considerod by the law _ officers 
of the Crown? Similar conduct of 
Orangemen on a previous occasion, Mr, 
Sexton added, had resulted in the killing of 
200 people. The Belfast police apparently 
had made no effort to prevent the looting 
on Saturday night of the tavern kept by 
the Catholiv, Connelly, would such noegli- 
gence be tolerated by the Government ? 

In reply, Mr. Asquith read the official 
report of the rioting in Belfast yesterday 
and Saturday. The facts related corre- 
sponded with those cited by Mr. Sexton 
and already published.

THE NAVAL REVIEW. 


Tho Programme Carried Out Withont a 
Hitch—A Magoificent Sight, 


QUARANTINE, §.I., April 26.—Promptly 
on time, with every prearranged detail 
carried out with marvelloue exactness, the 
combined naval squadrons of the Old and 
New Worlds took possession of the lower 
bay of New York Harbor yesterday. 

Shortly before 1 o'clock the lookout in 
the ‘‘crow’s nest” of the vicious-looking 
aaa Sem werent — eo Us LOOKIN g, 
which was anchored midway between Sandy 
Hook Point and the Scotland lightship, 
signalled the fleet in sight.

The voyage of 270 miles from Fortress 
Monroe to the anchorage was a most de- 
lightful one.

~Lord Derby's Groat Wealth. 


New Yon, April 26.—Edmurd Yates 
in his cable to The Tribuno says: 

The story of the contemplated marriage 
between the King of Sorvin and tho Grand 
Duchess Xenio is a ridiculous fatrication, 
as the Emperor of Russia's oldest daughter 
has been engaged for tho last year to Grand 
Duke Aloxander Michaelovitch. 

The Downger Duchoas' Punishment, 

People aro patting Sir Francis Jeune on 
the back for his courageous conduct in 
committing o duchess to jail. There are 
duchessea and dluchosses, and I am wonder- 
ing what he would have done to one of por 
sang, with the blood of all the Percys or the 
Plantagencts in hor veins, who had so 
reoklessly contempted his jurisdiction. 

The Widow Blair, now known as the 
Dowager Duchess of Sutherland, had few 
friends outside of her own narrow circle. 
She had grievously offended in matters of 
tnate and propriety, and society, high and 
dry, the purists and the straitlaced para- 
gons who set so high an example to humbier 
folk, are much rejoiced that the judge has 
sent her to prison. 

But was Sir Francis vindicating the court 
or acting asthe avenger of an outraged 
aristocracy, the hem ot whose immaculate 
garments had been soiled by a greedy and 
usurping trespasser? I am inclined to think 
he maald have given a real duchess less and 
Sarah Tompkins more. 

The offence committed was punishable by 
the severest penalties, and should have been 
so requited if at all. Justice Jeune has 
fallon to the ground between two stools. 
He has kowtowed to the classes and visited 
punisbment, and yet has not dared to go to 
the lengths this decision required. 

Lord Derby's Great Wealth, 

Lord Derby was leviathan of wealth. 
The rental of his Lancashire estates is esti- 
mated at about £250,000 a year, and the 
accumulations must be enormous. Se was 
one of the largest holders of Colonial Gov- 
ernment securities. 

lt issettled that his estates in Lanca- 
shire, with the domain of Knowsley and 
Derby House, St. Jnmea’-square, will pass 
to Lord Stanley of Preston. who succeeds 
the Fairhill property, in Kent, and the 
charming residence Holwood, near Brom- 
ley, both of which Lord Derby had him- 
self purchased, have been bequeathed, with 
the bulk of the personalty, to Lady Derby, 
with remainder to her sons. 

Lord Derby's estates were most judicious- 
ly manage and greatly improved and de- 
veloped. Heasold his Irish cstates at the 
top of the market sevaral yoars ago, when 
few people except himself realized what 
ea A Wero Coming. 

He was an excellent landlord, and regu- 
larly gave away large sums in charity. One 
alone of Lord Derby's almovers «distributed 
£10,000 4 year for him, The Birkenlead 
property was sold by the fourteenth Earl 
40 years ago for £750,000.

A pall has overspread 
the town, business is suspended and every- 
body able to render any assistance 
to the poor unfortunates or towards re- 
moving the dead bodies are out searching 
among the track of the cyclone, People 
are frenzied and cannot give any estimate 
of their loas, kuowing nothing except to 
care for the dead and injured. 

Further on the towns of Douris ond 
Keokuk Falls are but little better, These 
towns were nearly devastated and scores of 
people injured fatally and otherwise though 
the loss of lifo here will not be a4 serious at 
at Norman, 

The first signs 
were seen late yesterday asternoon 
pall of black clouds over shadowiug tho 
northwest for miles around, while 
further away to the west, rushing across 
the horizon could be seen the cyclone. 

Men loft their places and hurried to 
their homes, where all who could quickly 
souglit the cyclone caves. 

At 7,30 the monster from the west 
reavhed its antagonist in the northwest, 
and with their combined strength swooped 
down on the town of Moore, Houses with

es the angry torrent. Great trees were 
twisted off and barns and foncas atid every- 
thing in its path was laid low. 

Around Norman after the cyclone a 
fearful hailstorm started in and after it a 
violent rainstorm, It was too dark 
to search out the dead and to moat of tho 
injured and dying who were successful in 
making their voices heard above the storm's 
roar there came but little relief,

He was dangerously ill all 
Monday night and yesterday, but to day he 
is somewhat better and coe recover. 

It is said that Dr. Richardson accused 
the girlof putting tho poigon in the can, 
and that sho ctotoaled: although she did 
not appoar to be sorry for what she had 
done, 

The above is the story that comes from 
Ancaster. A despatch to the press gives 
another vorsiou: 

Henry Kelly, who resides here, but who 
yesterday was engaged in a saw mill in the 

undas-road, owing to the carcloss substi 
tution of one cotlee pot tor another in 
which Paris green had been used, was accl- 
dentally, it is supposed, the near victim of 
poison. Underthe care of Drs, Richardson 
aod Farmer, Mr. Kelly is improved, but 
they cannot say definitely if the patient is 
out of danger.

SILVER C-RTIFIGATES REFUSED.

Moxcrox, N.B., April 27.—The Nova 
Scotia banks here have received orders 
from the head office in Halifax to refuse 
United States silver certificates in future, 
Heretofore it has been the practice to uc- 
cept these silver certificates at the same 
rate of discount as United States National 
Bank notes. The stiver certificate, being 
redcemable in United States silver, is 
actually worth, however, ovly ubout 6ec,, 
and Canadians have been assisting their 
southern neighbors to keep in circulation 
their deprecisted paper money. 

The decision of the banks tu no longer av- 
cept these silver certificates on current 
business account is probably timely.

An Aggressive Movement on the Part of

THE CONSTABULARY OF HASTINGS. 


A Large Number Strack off—Underpatd

The committee appointed to revise the 
constabulary list for the county of Hastings 
met yesterday in the office of Geo. E. 
Henderson, Q.0. From a list of two han- 
dred constables one hundred and thirty 
have been struck off, many of them belog 
dead, somu having Jeft the county and 
others not capable of performing their of- 
fice. Tho let has nob been revised since 
1860. A ludicrous fact was brought oud 
yesterday whon it was found that many 
of the constables had entirely forgot- 
ten thelr appointment. The Oocunty 
Crown Attorney has been  Instruct- 
ed to enquire farther into the list, 
the names of some of the constables belong 
unknown to any of the committeemen or 
officlals. The Ontarlo Government will no 
doubt appoint a number of constables to 
fill the places made vacant. There ls a gon- 
eral feeling, however, that the wiser couree 
ould be to appoint only two or three good 
constables in each muniolpality, under sal- 
ary, The constables of Ontario are miser- 
ably underpaid, and not one in twenty ie 
capable of performing his duty when tfecee- 
alty demands. The moagre allowance offers 
no Inspiration to an officer to place, fn some 
instances, his life In jeopardy—certainly at 
all times lable to danger.

THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE IN- 

DULGE IN A RAMBLING DISOUS- — 
BION AND GO HOME. 

Ald. Walmsley Charges the Oommitteo 
With Refusing to Consider the Finances 
of the City. 

Abt the meetlog of the Executive Oom- 
mittee last night the question of olvic salar- 
fos was again taken up and practically con- 
signed to an ignominious grave. 

Ald. Lott was at once opposed to any 
reduction in salaries. The matter of saving 
$500 in this manner was too small for ser!- 
ous thought. 

Ald. Oollins said that the present was 
the wrong time to take up the question. 
The estimates had nob been brought down 
and the Ifabilitles of the clty were nob 
kpown. ; 

Ald. Walmsley said that the council 
would have to face the deficlt in this man- 
ner or by Inoreasing the assessment, Tho 
assessment this year would not be increased 
more than $51,000, which would not 
increase the receipts more than $1,000. 
This would nob wipe out ao Mability of

The offi- 
clals were nob responsible for the city’s 
debt. He would nob vote to throw off an 
old and efficient servant. Hoe characterized 
the discussion that had been going on In a 
part of the local press io this connection as 
disgraceful and had done much to bellttle 
the clty in the eyes of outsiders, 

Ald. Oollins did not think any of the of- 
fiolala were overpaid. Large securities 
wore required of tho officials, He did not 
think any change would be In the Interest 
of the olty. 

Ald, Landenberger withdrew his motion. 

Ald, Walmsloy contended that the ques- 
tlon had settled itself down to one poirt, 
that the Finance Committee refused to deal 
with the finances of the clty. 

Ald, Diamond suggested that tho salarlos 
be allowed to exist without perquisites aod 
moved to that effect, but the committee, 
wandered off into random diséusasion and 
the question of reducing the salaries wont 
out like Diogenes’ lantern. 

Ald. Walmsley brought forward the faot 
that other oltles were only paying thelr mag- 
istrate $1,200 whilo Belleville was paying 
$1,400. Was lb worth while to apply to the 
government to have the olty'’s charter 
amonded 7 

Olty Solicitor Henderson thought Belle- 
ville had good cause to oppy to have the 
charter amended, Whilo Belleville patd 
a magistrate $1,400 the olty only gob $400 
in fines. 

Nothing definite was done.

THE GREAT LAND PARAD AT 
YORK YESTERDAY 


The British Mariner Marehed With Pre- 


elaion and Made a Very Favorable Im 


~Oheered at the Reviewing 


pression 
Stand and at Every Oornoer, 


New York, April 20 Ten o'clock was 
the hour for forming the line of tho land 
parade, and the formation was on Forty 
nocond-streot from the west shore ferry ox 
tending towards Sixth-avenue, 

Tho proceedings of the day wore managed 
by Gen, Louls Fitzgerald, of the Now York 
State National Guard, and Commander J 
W. Miller, of the Naval Roserve, acting 
under the directions of Admiral Ghorardi, 
and the committees of one hundred citizens 
appointed by the Mayor 

Roviewing stands had been ocrected 
the committeo at Madison Square and 
City Hall Park, From these stands tho ad- 
mirals and officerabf the vessels in the river 
and othor invited guests witnessed tho 
parade, Hundreds of private stands had 
vee erected all along Broadway, Fifth- 
avenue and forty-second-strest, and win- 
dows, balconios and roofs along the route 
wore utilized by the crowds, who filled every 
place which commanded a view of the col 
ump. The decorations along tho line of 
march wore not extensive, owing to the 
storm of yesterday interforing with the 
work of trimming the buildings. 

Governor Flower rode at the head of the 

roceasion, followed by dotails frem the 

nited Stntes Army ond Engineer Corps. 
Then camo the admirals in carriages, Th« 
foreigners wore escorted by officers of our 
own mary. Following the carriages came 
the first division, consisting of United 
States sailors and marines. Commander 
White was chief of brigade and Captain 
W. Spicer commanded the marines, ‘These 
wore from the Charleston, Chicago, York- 
town, Concord dnd Philadelphia, marching 
in tho ranks and resplendent in their 
showy dross uniforms, hey were led by 
the Marine Band. 

In the second, third and fourth battal- 
ions were Uncle Sam's blue jackets from all 
of his shipsin port. The second division 
was tho one that interested the crowds on 
the street more than any other. It con- 
tained the sailors of the visiting fleets and 
the marines of Great Britain and Holland, 
the only two nations represented besides 
our own who havo matines. First came the 
troops of Her Majesty the Queen, Thero 
were officera and men 650 all told. Captain 
Hamilton of the Blake wasin charge of 
the battalion. The British marinos wore 
resplendent in red jackets, blue trousers, 


by 


with o narrow red stripe down the side, 
and black helmets topped with gilt. 
The band from the Blake led them. ‘he 


British artillerymen wore black jackets, 
blue trousers with a wide red stripe down 
the side, and little dinky caps with a yellow 
bandand a strap under the chin. Her 
Majesty’s blue-jackets wore the regulation 
blue sailor shirt open low at the neck, blue 
trousers, very tight at. the hips and very 
Wide at the ankle, and light straw hats. 
The Britons marched with precision and 
looked neither to the right nor left, They 
wore oheered as they passed the reviewing 
stand and whenever they wheeled to turn a 
corner, 

Following the British came Argentine’s 
representatives from the Nu evade Julio, 
They were leas thau 100 in number, and 
wore dark blue shirts, with white braid on 
the collar and blue trousers. Tho officors 
wore long blue coats, blue trousers and caps 
with long front pieces, 

The Russian vessels sent 330 men and 15 
officers. Tho battalion was in charge of 
Commander Stemman and was in three 
companies, Tho band from the Rynda ac- 
companied them. The uniform was of blue, 
with white and blue striped shirts and 
white caps, on the bands of which was the 
name (in Russian) of the ship to which the 
men belonged. ‘I'he men carried muskets, 
with bayonets fixed. 

The Hollanders from the Vanspreyk came 
next, There were 40 marines in long-tailed 
blue coats and blue trousers, aud 80 sailors 
in blue jackets, blne trousers and soft blue 
hats. 

The French ships had 300 men in line. 
They wore all blue jackets. The first com 
pany was commanded by Lieut, Bardont o1 
the Arethuse, und the second by Lieut. 
Malooe of the Joan Bart. The uniform was 
blue’ jackets, blue trousers and blue caps. 
Haversacks wore carried. Thu French band 
set a lively step for the men. 

Germuuy followed on the heels of France 
with 120 men under command of Lieut, 
Meyer of the Kuiserin Augusta. They 
were all sailors, and their dross was very 
similar to tbat of our own biue jackets. 
The band of the German squadron accom- 
panied them, 

Next came the Italians, headed by their 
band. Lieut, Lovera was in command, and 
four jaunty midshipinen acted as aides, 
There were 100 men in line. They wore 
straw hats with brims flaring upwards, 
blue jackets and black trousers. The offi- 
coors were in dark blue uniforms, with 
Plenty of gold lace, and a distinctive light 

lane sash diagoually across tho breast. 

The Spanish admiral sent no men ashore. 
Each body of foreignors was recognized by 
the flags carried by color-sergeant, and the 
crowds cheered thom all. After the visi- 
tora came the National Guard of the State 
of New York. Brig.-Gen. Louis Fitzgerald 
and staff rode at the head. The naval re- 
serves had the right of line and made a 
re appearance in their white duck suits. 

ext to them were the Massachusetts naval 
reserve. The signal corps of the First 
Brigade followed. Then came the guards: 
menin the following order: Sixty-ninth 
Regiment, Eighth Regiment, Ninetieth 
Regiment, Twenty-second Regiment, Twen- 
ty third Regiment, Seventh Regiment, 
Twelfth Regiment, Soventy-first Regiment, 
First, Battery, Second Battery 

The column moved into Fifth-avenue 
from Forty-second-atreet and to Washing- 
ton-square, where a turn was made in front 
of the memorial urch, through Waverly- 
place to Broadway. The march down 
Broadway was continued ovation to the 
foreign visitors. The admirals in carriagos 
and the bluejackets on foot were choered 
and saluted with waving flags and handker- 
chiefs, At City Hall Park Governor Flowers 
left the column and with Mayor Gilroy and 
other city officials and visiting officers re 
viewed the column from the grand stand in 
front of the City Hall. 

After the parade the Governor and Mayor 
Gilroy received the visiting admirals and 
their officers in the Governor's room of the 
City Hal. There was a collation at the 
City Hall, and the junior officors of the ship 
were entertained at the Waldorf. 

The militia swang out of column at the 
postoffice and went ip Park Row a short 


distance and disbanded, The naval con- 
tingent went down Lroudway to the Bat 
tery, where they embarked for their ships 

he weather was beautiful, and the whole 
affair passed off in the mest successful and 
satisfactory manner
